BERLIN, June 4.— The encyclical 
recently issued by the Pope on the 
occasion of the third centenary of the 
canonisation of Saint Charles Borro- 
mco Is attracting much attention In 
Germny. The newspapers of all shade 
of opinion are carrying on a lively 
discussion of the subject, and the 
Conservatives and National and Lib- 
erals intmdudntl Interpellations with 
reference to tlie encyclical In the 
diet today, which are expected to lead 
to a warm debate next week. In this 
encyclical the Pope in extolling Bor- 
romeo as the champion of Catholicism 
against the Protestant reformation, 
said he established at the time of the 
council or Trent that the principles 
of Catholicism had been undermined 
by Martin Luther. The Conservative 
Interpellation asks the government 
what it proposed to do In order to 
meet, "such insults to tho evangelical 
church," and suggests that the Prus- 
sian legation to the Vatican be abol- 
ished.

JEWS EXPELLED 



Poor People Forced to Leave 
Their Homes at Short No- 
tice—Many Are Taking 
Refuge in Other Countries 



BERLIN. June 4.— The expulsion 
of Jews in Russia Is Increasing day 
by day, according to tlie despatches 
received by tho Jewish Aid society 
here. Up to the present more than 
30,000 Jews ' throughout the country 
have been expelled from the forbid- 
den cities, and not less than 7,000 of 
these resided in Kiev. \ 

In most of tho cases no notice was 
given to the people, who were com- 
pelled to leave the cities immediately, 
abandoning; tHelr houses. 

Dr. Bernard Kahn, secretary of the 
society, w'ho is In constant communi- 
cation with Russia, says that small 
tradesmen and artisans from tho ma- 
jority of these expelled, and- It is they 
who are placed in tlie most dire 
straits. 

No details have been received of 
any acts of brutality towards ' tho 
Jews. However, streams of immi- 
grants are proceeding to Canada, the 
United States and the Argentine re- 
public, and indeed, wherever they 
have relatives, hut most of them, 
under the. guidance of rabbis, are 
turning to oriental Turkey, where the 
Jewish leaders arc arranging to es- 
tablish colonies.

SHIP BRAKE CONDEMNED 

U. S. Naval Board After Tests Finds 
Device Unsuitable for War 
Vessels. 

WASHINGTON, June 4.— Although 
It was demonstrated by practical trial 
on the battleship Indiana that what 
Is known as the "ship break" will un- 
doubtedly stop ii vessel in somewhat 
less time than where it Is not em- 
ployed, the device has been found un- 
suitable for naval usage. 

The naval board which conducted 
the test, holds that tho brake, which 
resembles a barn door on either side 
of the ship, would . soon ' become 
clogged with barnacles unless con- 
stantly employed. It would also in- 
crease the danger from torpedo at- 
tack, bo a grave menace in close evo- 
lutions and retard' the chip's speed.

« nly about two hundred feet to the

No Anti-Injunction Bill 

WASHINGTON, Juno 4— There will 
he no nntl-tnjurictioh legislation in 
the house at the present session, 
President Taft has consented to the 
abandonment feature of this legisla- 
tive programme, and no further effort 
will bo made by members of tho 
house. Numerous reasons for tho 
failure of tho Moon resolution at tho 
present session are given. The press 
of Important hills towards the eloso 
of the session and particularly tho 
time required for the postal savings 
bill nve. the principal reason, it Is 
stated, for the -abandonment of the 
an.ti.-jnjupcfiqn k'H- 11 's Hoped to 
bring it up early during tho next ses- 
sion. 



A Colonist representative yester- 
day afternoon visited that part of the 
country lying between the City's 
pumping station and Gordon Head, 
under the guidance ef .Mr. Cunning- 
ham, provincial fruit Inspector, to 
witness the operation of an up-to-date 
power sprayer. 

The giant power sprayer was busi- 
ly engaged at work in the orchard 
of .Mr. Stewart, spraying trees with 
acid of lead in combination with black 
leaf, recently introduced into this 
province toy Mr, Cunningham, inspec- 
tor of frtilt pests. 

The black loaf is H form of nico- 
tine. Its value as an insecticide was 
first demonstrated in the hep fields of 
Agassi/, and Chilllwacli. for several 
years the hops were practically des- 
troyed by the ravages of the hop field 
beetle. Tho losses for 0110 year In 
Chllllwack hop yards alone amounted 
to $75,000, Various arsenical spray- 
ing mixtures were tested without ef- 
fect. Acid or lead, Paris Green, arson- 
old, and London Purple were all tested 
and proved of no value whatever in 
counteracting the hop Held beetle. 

Finally It occurred to the Inspector 
to try tho efficacy of nicotine. Accord- 
ingly ho secured a ton of tlie wastage 
of cigar factories at Vancouver nnd 
distilled tho nicotine first by boiling 
then by steeping In hot water, and 
again by steeping in cold water for 
three days in large tank'?. It was 
found that tho mode of prcparaton by 
steeping the stems in hot water, with 
the barrels closely covered so as to 
retain the steam., proved tho most ef- 
fective. . ; . 

The solution was tested on the hop' 
vines and whs found to bo entirely, 
effective, practically ridding the hop 



yards of the flee beetle completoly, 
when all other remedies failed. The 
nicotine solution was subsequently 
tested on plant lice and woolly aphis 
and was found to be equally suc- 
cessful as against the hop flee beetle. 

This led the Inspector to open com- 
munication with the manufacturers of 
nicotine solutions in Kentucky, result- 
ing in several quantities of black leaf 
being imported In 19091 Seme r.O 
d ruins were sent out to various sec- 
tions of tlie province and were placed 
in the hands of the fruit growers. The 
reports regarding its value wore entire- 
ly favorable, so that ll0u ' |L I 3 regard- 
ed as the best all round remedy 
against all forms of plant lice. It is 
now being used in Victoria district 
in combination with acid of lead. This 
was tho combined ' spraying solution 
which was being used in Mr. Stewart's 
orchard yesterday. 

Power Sprayer 

The power sprayer is a marvel of 
efficacy. As many as four lines of 
hose can bo attached to otic machine, 
so that a large orchard can ho quick- 
ly sprayed. The power generated by 
the gasoline engine by which it Is 
run, is equivalent to "00 ppundsipres- 
sure to the square inch. Tho foreo is 
so great that ho matter how much 
wind may be prevailing at the. time 
of spraying, it lias practically no ef- 
fect. This is one of the great advan- 
tages of the power sprayer. 

Besides this it forces the spraying 
solutions in to the crevices of the 
trees whore the insacts jniay be found 
in hiding. • ' I 

Another machine, is Working in the 
Gordon Head district at [present. It is 
intended to talto'; them, machines 
through the frull-srowink sections of 
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the province to demonstrate >heir 
superiority over the old method 01: 
hand spraying, and also to encourage! 
fruit growers to combine in the owner- 
ship of a, power sprayer. 

II. is the opinion of the Inspector 
that it is only 11. question of time un- 
til the power sprayer will entirely 
supercede, the hand machines, as the 
power sprayer is as much superior to 
the old hand sprayer, as a modern 
reaper is to the antique binding hook. 

This was thoroughly demonstrated 
n> the Colonist representative yester- 
day afternoon as there happened to 
be a hand sprayer doing work in the 
same orchard where the power spray- 
er was employed. The contrast be- 
tween the two was simply remarkable. 

Another advantage of the power 
sprayer is that the spraying opera- 
tion can be so ; speedily dene even 
when the weather is uncertain and 
catchy. Also no matter how unfair the 
season may be tho spraying will al- 
ways he thoroughly dime as well as 
dime rapidly. 

It goes without, saying thai -if a 
fruit grower or a farmer owning a 
power sprayer can get over his or- 
chard in a day or two instead ol' 
spending probably two weeks with a 
hand machine he will not regard the 
spraying- operation as a. tedious bur- 
den,

Conflicting Stories of Chinese 
Attempt to Slay Prince- 
Censor's Temerity— Religion 
in Japan 



(By Edward Young) 

SHANGHAI, June (.—News In re- 
gard to the recent bomb explosion 
within the precincts of the Prince 
Regent's Palace at Pekin is somewhat 
conflicting. Evidently the authorities 
have endeavored to hush the matter 
up, and consequently It has been 
difficult to obtain authentic Informa- 
tion as to what actually happened and 
as to the identity and objects of the 
persons directly implicated. According 
to one account, the Prince Regent was 
walking in the park when the explo- 
sion occurred. As the two leading at- 
tendants in his retinue stepped on a 
bridge, the bomb, which had been 
placed underneath the structure, ex- 
ploded, killing the two men on tho 
spot, and severely wounding a third 
who was following them. The Prince 
Regent himself was unhurt. His 
Highness immediately withdrew into 
the palace and a vigorous search was 
instituted, with the result that two 
mora bombs are said to have been 
discovered in position in other parts 
of tlie park. It is added that various 
arrests were subsequently effected. 

Another report states that the police 
are busy endeavoring to trace the real 
authors of the outrage, who are be- 
lieved to be either revolutionists or 
followers of Yuan Shihkai, or a com- 
bination of both. The Governor of 
Hjuran -is said to . 'have telegraphed 
to the Viceroy of the metropolitan 
province to the effect that a few days 
before the nefarious attempt some 
forty members of the anti-dynastic 
revolutionary party entered Pekin. It 
is also reported that from other 
sources Information has been obtained 
that Yuan's partisans have been sus- 
piciously busy of late. Since tho oc- 
currence extraordinary precautions 
have been adopted to ensure the safe- 
ty of the Prince Regent. The guards 
have been increased, and every one 
entering or leaving the precincts of 
the palace is subjected to strict sur- 
veillance. When his Highness attends 
the Court, shops on tlia line of route 
have to be closed, and police and 
troops line tho streets. Further orders 
have been Issued that In future his 
escort are not to allow any persons 
to approach him in the streets for 
tlie purpose of presenting 1 , petitions. 
The Foreign Trained 
One of tlie problems created by the 
growth of tlie new learning in China, 
is Lliat of providing employment for 
foreign-trained students. While but 
sixty such students presented them- 
selves as candidates at tlie metropoli- 
tan examination In I0OS, last year the 
number had grown to 300. Under the 
new system of examination it lias be- 
come customary for the Pekin gov- 
ernment to draft a few of the suc- 
cessful men into various Ministries, 
or into provincial educational insti- 
tutions. Others And employment in 
the :new Industrial enterprises that 
have begun to come Into existence. 
Eut what becomes of the vast major- 
ity is a mystery, and In view of the 
new scholarship system which pro- 
poses to send 100 students yearly to 
the United States, and the increasing 
exodus of Chinese youths to foreign 
countries for modern learning, It is 
clear that sooner or later there will 
be a supply out of proportion tn tlie 
demand of foreign-educated men in 
China. 

Hence the "World's Chinese Students 
Journal" advocates complete reprganl- 
i zatlon by tho Central Government of 
all provincial institutions; the distri- 
bution of foreign- trained students who 
have passed the metropolitan examin- 
ation throughout the provinces, under 
recommendation of tho Throne, as 
directors of government Institutions, 
hospitals, industrial enterprises, etc., 
an a system of promotion based upon 
qualification and efficiency. While 
sympathizing with the object in view, 
tho "North China Herald" doubts the 
practicability of these proposals. Of-

to change, and however rapidly tho 
flood of foreign-trained students in- 
creases, it must be a long time before 
tlie older men, still more the old- 
fashioned ideas,' can be eliminated. 
The Consors 
In China's internal economy no 
small part Is played by the censors. 
They are the "eyes" and "ears" of the 
Emperor, and pending the creation of 
a Parliament, they provide the only 
check on the misdemeanors of admin- 
istrative officals. It Is their duty to 
denounce wrong-doers to tlie Throne, 
and as a rule they discharge it with 
great thoroughness. Occasionally, 
however, their zeal outruns their dis- 
cretion. (Thus 'serious trouble has 
arisen over the action of Censor 
Chiang Ch'unlln, who, greatly to the 
perturbation of the 'Prince Regent, 
lias denounced no less a personage than 
Prince Ching. The censor came Into 
prominence a few weeks ago by a 
series of attacks on leading officials. 
He denounced tlie Governor of Klang- 
sl "for bad reputation," Governor of 
Annul "for deception' and favoritism," 
Viceroy Chung jen-chun of I>iarig- 
klang for employing Incapable insub- 
ordlnates. For this last piece of tem- 
erity ihe was reproved "by Imperial 
decree, and his subsequent request to 
bo allowed to resign was rejected as 
"a piece of audacity." It was then 
that the censor, being a man of "un- 
bending straightforwardness," de- j 
nounccd Prince Ching as "an old 
treacherous Minister who draws Into 
the public service a crowd of Incap- 
able persons like himself without ap- 
pointing any ono able or worthy." 
This was »oo much for tho Prince 



Regent, and tlie valliant Chiang was 
promptly deprived of his censorship. 
This is the third time within tlie pres- 
ent reign that Prince Ching lias boon 
denounced, with similar msfortune to 
the hardy censors. In the present 
instance, however, the whole body of 
censors have protested against tlie 
treatment meted out to their colleague 
and it is evident that they will not 
lightly submit to tho distinction which 
has been drawn in the exercise of their 
functons between Imperial nobles and 
lesser dignitaries. Tho censorato con- 
sists of two presidents, a Chinese and 
a Manohu, four vice-presidents, twen- 
ty-four supervisors, distributed among 
the six Ministries, and fifty-six cen- 
sors, among whom the Empire is 
divided up. In fifteen circuits.

CONDEMNS SEWER SYSTEM 



Alderman Humber Tells a Few Un- 
welcome Facts to Brother 
Aldermen 



That Victoria has outgrown its pres- 
ent sewerage and that immediate at- 
tention must be paid to providing for 
an early Installation of an Improved 
and up-to-date system |s tho conten- 
tion of Alderman Humber who, at 
Friday night's meeting of the streets 
committee, made outspoken statements 
anent the inadequacy of the existing 
system, and tho truth of his remarks 
was admitted by tl-e city engineer. 

Alderman Humbor cited instances 
whero work done last year in sewer 
construction had been practically 



thrown away. In one Instance a sower 
which for years had been draining tlie 
brick yard section on Douglas street, 
had been filled in and a smaller sewer 
laid alongside the old one. The old 
sewer could just carry off the drainage 
from the district, but it was some 
seven feet in diameter, while the new 
one was only three feet. To make 
matters worse, the new sewer was so 
constructed that the outlet was sev- 
eral feet higher than the intake, all of 
which, Alderman Humber opined, was 
not conducive to proper drainage. On 
Hillsido avenue three box drains 
drained into a manhole to which a new 
sewer had been built. The sewer was 
no larger than any one of the box 
drains, but to make matters worse, the 
discharge from the manhole to the new 
sewer was through an eight inch pipe. 
In consequence, when heavy rains oc-' 
curred, as was the case last December, 
the sower system could not carry off 
the water and floods resulted. 

Alderman number's statements 
came in the nature of a surprise to the 
rest of the aldermanic board. He de- 
clared that he had no desire to bo an 
alarmist, but he had taken City En- 
gineer Smith out one day and pointed 
out a few facts, and that official had 
expressed his opinion of the system in 
no unmeasured terms, 

"You have outgrown your system," 
declared tho Ward Two representative, 
"and it will cost you a lot of money 
to bring It up to date," 

City Engineer Smith, when appealed 
to by other members of the board, 
tacitly admitted that Alderman Hum- 
her'3 statements were about correct. 
In fuct there had bcou serious blun- 
dering some place. 



Tlie upshot of tho matter was that 
tho city engineer was instructed to 
investigate the whole question and re- 
port how systems In other cltlos arc 
financed and what improvements are 
needed here.

sued no rating, but the temporary one 
established by British Columbia serv- 
ed the purpose in view, that of tho 
conservation of tho northern fisher- 
ies, and as tho province is in absolute 
control of the situation the absence 
of Dominion regulations made no dif- 
ference.

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ISLAND DEVELOPMENT 

.Mr. D. L). Mann says that the Cana- 
dian .Northern Is anxious to Unci the 
best possible route to Bark ley Sound, 
because Its railway on the Island Is 
to be extended to all parts of It. If 
all that was intended was a road 
from this city to Barkley Sound, the 
only thing that would need to be con- 
sidered would be the easiest way to 
Ket from one point to t hi- other; but 
as the Initial factor' in a line that will 
reach every Important point on the 
Island, the question of location be- 
comes of prime importance. The Vic- 
toria & Barkley Sound Railway Com- 
pany only had in mind a line between 
those points. Hence, their engineer 
was directed to find the best route 
between them, without regard to other 
considerations. This may prove to 
be the best route for the purposes of 
the Canadian Northern, but It Is easy 
to understand that the latter company 
would desire to be fully satistletl on 
that point before beginning construc- 
tion. The delay in securing' the 
needed Information will only be for a 
very short time. 

The Importance of this statement to 
, Victoria cannot readily be measured. 
It means that Vancouver Island will 
be developed by the Canadian North- 
ern Railway from Victoria as a base. 
Here will be the headquarters of the 
company's Island system, which when 
completed will not be much, if any, 
less than 500 miles long. It will be 
a system connected by steamer on 
the south with the cities of Puget 
Sound, and on the east with the trans- 
continental line of the company. On 
the north it will reach the nearest 
approachable coast point to Stewart, 
where Mr. Mann and his associates 
are Jnaugurating a development pro- 
ject the possible expansion of which 
Is illimitable. We believe that 
through the opening of the Canadian 
Northern the highest anticipations of 
the people of Victoria will be realiz- 
ed, for the plans of that company 
will stimulate other transportation 
enterprises. This great Island, with 
its teeming wealth and unequalled po- 
sition, will surely come Into Its own 
now with a rapidity that the most 
optimistic of us have not hitherto 
hoped for. We have reached the be- 
ginning of a period during which 
even's are going to follow upon the 
heels of each other with unprecedent- 
ed speed as far as this Island Is con- 
cerned, and we believe with what will 
rival the development that has taken 
place in any pact of the world. 
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magnitude and ImpoiUince that Ihe 
spirit of the Union can b"8t bo pre- 
served by a segregation of_ the sub- 
jects of legislation between local leg- 
islative bodies and a general Parlia- 
ment. True conservatism often finds 
Its best expression in mojisures that 
seem at first sight to be revoluti >n- 
ury. It may sometimes be necessary 
to sactillco some of the form to save 
the principle. The wisdom of the 
Eighteenth, Century could not be ex- 
pected to foresee the problems of tin/ 
Twentieth. 

In respect to ScoU.md th • condi- 
tions are somewhat different from 
those in Ireland. It Is a little over 
two hundred years since the last par- 
liament met In Edinburgh. There 1ms 
been little friction between Scotland 
and England, which may In part be 
accounted for by the fact that Scot- 
land has governed England. When 
Henry VIII, we think it was, was told 
that a union between the two king- 
doms would mean that the 
former would ride the latter, 
be replied that the greater 
Would always control the less; but lie 
did not understand Scotchmen quite 
as well as he did some other things. 
Hut speaking seriously, the Act of 
Union recognizes Scotland as to a 
certain extent a separate political en- 
tity, and to extend to It local self- 
government would only be an exten- 
sion of the principle acknowledged by 
the provisions of the Act of 1706. 

Wales never had separate parlia- 
mentary government, and we hardly 
think It would* be advisable to es- 
tablish it as a distinct part of a 
federation. Its affairs have been so 
closely interwoven with those of Eng- 
land for so many centuries that to 
attempt, even for local purposes, to 
draw a line of demarcation, between 
the two countries would be 
as artificial as a line drawn 
from the mouth of the Mersey 
to the mouth of the H umber. 

Local legislative bodies for Eng- 
land, Scotland and Ireland with a gen- 
eral Parliament for the United 
Kingdom might prove the best means 
of preserving the Union. The Idea 
Is. of course, not absolutely novel, for 
it has been spoken of in an academic 
way on several occasions. There ap- 
pears to be a likelihood that before 
many months the question will be 
brought before the people of Un- 
united Kingdom in a definite manner 
The success of the federal principle 
in the United States, ' f Canada and 
Australia, and even in 'Germany will 
furnish a strong argument to those 
who favor its adoption In the Mother 
Country. 



me'nt of constitutional government. 
Take, for example, the ceremony first 
above referred to. Ordinarily mes- 
sages from the King are not signed 
by him. Everyone who is' familiar 
with the proceedings of the Legisla- 
ture knows how frequently members 
of the Government arise and present 
messages from the Lieutenant-Gov- 
ernor. "I am commanded by the 
Lieutenant-Governor" he says, and 
then goes on to state something. But 
a message "from the King, signed by 
his own hand" was quite another 
matter. It was a personal act of His 
Majesty, not an olllcial act. Mr. As- 
quith presented it to the House not 
as the leader of the Government, but 
as the chief servant, In other words, 
the Prime Minister, of the King, and 
it was read to the House by the 
Deputy Speaker, because the Speaker 
is the channel of communication be- 
tween the King and the House. When 
wo think over these ceremonies wo 
see that in them Is contained some 
of the most precious features of our 
system of self-government and that 
they mark the distinction between the 
King and the people as nothing else 
could. They represent centuries of 
development. 

The arrival of the Prince Rupert 
will lead the public to a better ap- 
preciation of the pace that has been 
set in provincial progress.

HOME RULE IN THE UNITED 
KINGDOM. 

Mr. Moreton Frewen, In an inter- 
view which we print this morning, 
speaks of the application of the fed- 
eral principle t'o the United King- 
dom. Two things seem obvious. One 
of them is that the present relations 
between Ireland and the United King- 
dom are a constant source of diffi- 
culty and present an obstacle to the 
best working out of the domestic- 
problems with which the British 
Parliament has to deal. The other Is 
that the federation of the Empire 
cannot be brought about with that 
Parliament charged, as it now is, 
-.villi an Infinite widely' of details of 
government. It also seems obvious 
that unless the federal principle Is to 
be applied to Ireland any Home Rule 
measure will spell independence, or at 
least continual friction between Dub- 
lin and London. With the enormous 
development of legislative business 
the burden of the British Parliament 
has become unwieldy and not conducive 
to the development of statesmanship. 
The British Empire is the greatest 
and most complex political entity that 
the world has ever seen. The United 
Kingdom itself has interests of a 
two-fold nature, those which relate 
to domestic problems and those which 
concern world politics and the 
Empire at large. All these 
are growing weightier from year to 
year and relief must be discovered if 
possible. 

While the Unionist party is opposed 
to Home Rule as it is ordinarily un- 
derstood, It cannot shut Us eyes to 
the fact that some measure of auto- 
nomy may have to he granted to Ire- 
land. They may be hopeful that by 
improving the condition of the Irish 
people popular discontent can be al- 
layed, but it Is doubtful If any of 
them Is sanguine In his opinion that 
the .demand of the people for the con- 
trolof their own affairs within limi- 
tations, can be met in any other way 
than by granting it. To the extreme 
conservative mind there will be some- 
thing repellent in the idea of aban- 
doning any of the aspects of a par- 
liamentary union, It may seem like a 
istep backwards, hut we think the 
answer to this Is that since this 
Union was effected the business of 
parliament has so greatly expanded 
and the Empire has grown to such an 



INTERESTING CUSTOMS 

Every person must have been Im- 
pressed with the simple dignity which 
| characterized the ceremonies attend- 
' ant upon the death of the late King 
and the accession of his successor. 
There were others to which the tele- 
grams made no reference. Thus, 
when the first message wes received 
from King George by the House of 
| Commons, the ceremony was sffnplicl- 
I ty Itself, and yet full of dignity. The 
j Prime .Minister advanced from his 
seat on the Treasury Benches and 
stood at the Bar of the House. Tin: 
Deputy Speaker, the Speaker being 
absent, culled him by name, where- 
upon he said, "I have a message from 
the King, signed with his own hand." 
Then he advanced and handed the 
paper to the Clerk, who banded it to 
the Deputy Speaker, who road it to 
the House. It was a short and dig- 
nified expression of the sorrow felt 
because of the death of King Ed- 
ward. 

Another old-time ceremony was ob- 
served. As soon as the death of the 
King wag known a squadron of the 
Life Guards assembled at their quar- 
ters. The men donned their full 
uniforms, only their sabres and hel- 
mets being .left off. Their horses 
were bridled and stood ready, their 
saddles beside them, so that in a min- 
ute they would be prepared for their 
riders. And thus they waited for 
some time. The object of this per- 
formance is simply to keep up the 
old practice of being prepared to pre- 
vent rioting on' the occasion of the 
accession of a new King. Many cen- 
turies have passed since the services 
of armed troops were needed on such 
an occasion, but the Guurds assemble 
just the same. 

Another quaint ceremonial took 
place at Temple Bar when the King 
went to subscribe to the oath of ac- 
cession. A silken cord was drawn 
across the street, and on the city side 
of it stood city officials. As the 
royal procession approached, the 
Bluemantlo Pursuiva,nt advanced to 
the cord. He was promptly challeng- 
ed, and In reply said he was a mes- 
senger of the King. Then he was 
asked to state why he came, and re- 
plied that the King wished to enter 
the city. Thereupon the city officials 
ordered the cord to be cut. and the 
procession, which had halted, moved 
on again. 

There are other ancient ceremonies 
to which passing allusion may be 
made. Among them are the election 
of Speaker, for theoretically the King 
may not address the House of Com- 
mons until they have chosen a person 
who shall speak for them; the claim 
by the Speaker, after he has been 
elected, of all the rights and privileges 
of the Commons, including the right 
of tree access to the King; the pre- 
sentation of the Supply Bill for the 
Royal Assent by the Speaker himself, 
instead of by the Clerk of the Upper 
Chamber as is the case with other 
Bills, and others that might be men- 
tioned. To some very practical peo- 
ple all these things may seem mean- 
ingless; but they are full of mean- 
ing, for they represent the develop - 



"New British Columbia" is the title 
of Official Bulletin No. 22, issued by 
tin- Provincial Bureau of Information. 
It is accompanied by a map showing 
the area of the province lying be- 
tween the fifty-second and fifty-sev- 
enth parallels. On this map the lands 
held under reserve for pre-emption 
are delineated. The map also shows 
the projected route of the Grand 
Trunk Pacific Railway from Yellow 
Head Pass to Prince Rupert. The 
Bulletin Is an exceedingly timely and 
valuable one, and we should sup- 
pose that the demand for it will bo 
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The Vancouver World seems dis- 
posed to apply coercion to the Unl- 
. versity Commission by stating that 
if the University Is located at any 
point other than on the Mainland 
"would be merely to make it the 
forerunner of ■ an Institution of- the 
same character to meet actual, im- 
perative needs." In other words, put 
the University elsewhere than in the 
vicinity of Vancouver and that city 
will endeavor to destroy its useful- 
ness. We take the liberty of doubting 
whether such a line of argument will 
sway the Commissioners in their de- 
cision. The World exhibits a very 
narrow view of the case, although It 
has ' managed to convince itself that 
its argument is based on a broad 
principle.

The 
reporters never misrepresent what oc- 
curs at meetings held by the Mayor 
and Aldermen, and they can be trust-, 
ed on all occasions to do the right 
thing. Reporters are admitted to 
all meetings of the Board of Trade. 
Frequently at those meetings things 
are said that those present thinlr 
would be belter not to publish, and 
the reporters ' are asked not to say 
anything about them. We think the 
first instance has yet to occur when 
such a request was not compiled with 
botli in the letter and the spirit. The 
newspapers know what took place, 
and later, when the time comes for 
publicity, they are able to handle the 
questions Intelligently, I

■RETURNS FROM WORTH 



Machinery Inspector Finds Develop- 
ment Proceeding Apace in Upper 
Coast. 



Mr. Baxter, Inspector of machinery, 
lias returned from tho north, where 
he has been for the last month In- 
specting steam plants at the canner- 
ies and mills. The salmon had not 
began to run yet, but some of the 
canneries had boats out after spring 
salmon. The catch so far was not no 
good as last year, though a good run 
of sockeye was expected. 

Tho pulp mills at Swanson Bay bad 
closed down to enlarge the output, 
and to this end more screens were 
being Installed, as the capacity of 
this department was not equal to tho 
output of the splendid drying ma- 
chine, which was built in Scotland. 

At Cousins Inlet great activity was 
In evidence in building wharfs, foun- 
dations lor the pulp mill, sawmills, 
etc. The company has changed Its 
name, and Is now called the Ocean 
Fulls Puli' and Development Com- 
pany. Tho townsite was being rapid- 
ly cleared, and some fine bungalows 
and two story houses were being built 
for the officers of tho company; -while 
a large hotel was designed for the 
lodging, of the workman. A huge 
store was well under way, the two 
larger storys being used for store pur- 
poses, and the third story was ar- 
ranged as a concert hall for the use 
of the employees. Mr. Baxter leaves 
again In a few days for Malcolm 
Island, Sunuash and Alert Bay, and 
expects to he gone a little over a 
week. Tho inspector noted a great 
improvement in the town of Prince 
Rupert, as soma very fine stores were 
now in use, ami some fine dwelling 
houses and club premises wore now in 
evidence,

Japanese Religions 

Mr. Shtba, chief of the Religious 
Bureau in the Japanese Department 
of Home Affairs, has lately advocated 
the enactment of more effective laws 
for the control oC religious bodies in 
Japan. Tlio official figures show that 
the number of Christians declaring 
themselves such is 140,000 parishion- 
ers and IS, 1)10,000 believers, and the 
Shinto officials 19,330,000 parishioners 
ind 710,000 believers. It is pointed 
out that in the case of Christianity 
a believer has to receive the lite of 
baptism, and there is consequently 
substantial evidence of the reality of 
his faith. But in the other eases the 
figures are entirely misleading. In the 
absence of any tangible test of faith, 
many people are set down in both the 
Buddhist and the Shinto lists. Then, 
again, the number of temples with an 
actually organized, priesthood totals 
72,11!S and the number of religious 
edifices without administering priests 
Is 37,417. Many cf these have prac- 



tically no resources. He no* the con- 
dition of many of the temples is pov- 
erty-stricken in the extreme, and this 
state of affufrs betrays the priests into 
raising money by methods which are 
not commendable. 

Oppose Missionaries, i 

Lately certain prominent Japanese 
journals havo been carrying on a 
campaign against foreign missionaries 
in Korea, whom thoy charge with tak- 
ing part with natives in political intri- 
gues against the government. A state- 
ment has now been made by Mr. Ko- 
matsu, head of the Foreign Affairs 
Bureau in the Residency-General at 
Seoul, which should dispose of these 
accusations, against which foreign 
newspapers in the Far East, as well 
as the missionaries themselves 
have vehemently protested. Mr. Ko- 
matsu describes as a flagrant error 
the assumption that a spirit of poli- 
tical unrest Is awakened In the breasts 
of Korean converts after they have 
■subscribed to the Christian fli'.Ui. 
The truth is that political intrigues 
enrol themselves in the ranks of the 
Christians, not from any dellglous 
motive, but because they labor under 
a mistaken belief that they will there- 
by acquire extra territorial Immuni- 
ties, as well as exemption from taxa- 
tion, and thus bo better able to carry 
on their propaganda of insurrection. 

In short, what is happening Is that 
Christlanlay Is being abused deliber- 
ately, and not that It promotes abuses. 
As a matter of fact, says Mr. Ko- 
matsu, tho Christian missionaries arc 
practically all in synipthy with Ja- 
pan's efforts to promote the welfare 
of tho Korean nation. There arc no 
less than 800 missionary schools, all 
conducted In accordance with the sys- 
tem Inaugurated by Japan in Korea, 
nd this fact alone should suffice to 
demonstrate the spirit of the mission- 
aries themselves. Mr. Komatsu al- 
ludes to the recent. case of Kynogoson, 
where the whole village declared itself 
Christian, and claimed consequent ex- 
emption from taxation. In that case 
the missionaries themselves asked 
that peremptory measures should be 
applied to collect the taxes in order

The United States 
awarded her a grand medal in gold 
for saving two men off the light in a 
terrible storm on February 4, 1881."

In that ease the wife is paid the part 
of his wages left after the price of his 
board and lodging are deducted. This 
is not much, but It is something, and 
doubtless . most \vpmen arrange to 
suppploment it by their own earnings. 
If a man has any spark of good left 
In him, the knowledge Hint ho Is able 
to do something to provide for his 
family will he a consolation. 

We hear from time lo time that 
some one has been poisoned by eating 
canned food or lee cream, it la hot, 
however, generally known that there 
Is danger of such poisoning wherever 
acid Is allowed to come In contact 
with tin Into which the air is admit- 
ted.

LONDON, June 4. — There is every 
prospect that the rowing season of 
11110 will be- one of ♦he ti siest of 
rrcent years, although English sports- 
men wi'l not have the p'oasure of 
witnessing the big match for the pro- 
fessional championship of the world 
between Richard Arnst, of New Zea- 
land, the holder of the world's cham- 
pionship, and Ernest Barry, the holder 
of the- championship of England. 

This will be decided on the Zam- 
besi rivsr in August, and Barry will 
leave England for South Africa about 
the end of June. The Englishman's 
expenses will amount to about $5,500 
and towards this sum the sporting 
public have subscribed .$4,000. J. T. 
,("Bossy") Phclpa_ is-.- now,.- training 
Barry and will ' accompany him to the 
Zambesi. 

Henley Regatta 

Henley Royal Regatta will be the 
big event of the season, and it seems 
highly probable that the interest in 
the racing will be enhanced by the 
presence of some Colonial and foreign 
competitors. The regatta Is fixed for 
Tuesday, Wednesday, and Thursday, 
July 5 6 and 7 and there is every like- 
lihood that an extra day's racing will 
be necessary on Monday July 4. The 
finances of the premier meeting are 
not in a healthy state, and a special 
appeal has been made to English row- 
ing men to subscribe to the funds of 
the regatta. 

The Belgians have decided not to 
defend the Grand Challenge Cup, 
which they have held for three years 
of the last four, the exception being 
the year of the Olympic regatta, when 
foreign crews were barred. The Bel- 
gians are anxious for a representative 
English eight to visit their own waters 
before they again coomp<He for the 
Grand, but it is rumored that they 
may send a four this year to compete 
for the Stewards' Challenge Cup. A 
German crew may come over for the- 
same event and one or two German 
scullers are possible competitors for 
the Diamond Sculls. An eight for the 
Grand from Amsterdam is also talked 
of. 

Canada will be represented at Hen- 
ley. The Winnipeg Rowing Club will 
send a four for the Stewards' Cup, 
and a boat is being built to their 
order by Sims. The Wlnnlpegs came 
over in the Diamond Jubilee year, 
when they were beaten by New Col- 
lege (Oxford), after defeating Utroeht 
University in the first heat. There Is 
a possibility of the Ottawa Rowing 
Club (Toronto) sending an eight for 
the Grand if they prove successful in 
their local regattas tills month. L,. E. 
Scholes and another Canadian Soulier 
may be expected for the Diamonds. 
The former won the event in 1904, 

Columbia University are reported 
from the States as having sent an 
entry for the Grand Challenge, but 
it is doubtful if the rules of the re- 
gatta would permit of the acceptance 
of the entry. The regulations state 
that foreign entries can only bo ac- 
cepted from clubs in membership with 
associations having an agreement with 
the Henley Committee, and the gov- 
erning body in the United States has 
aio such agreement. Possibly an ex- 
ception may be made in favor of a 
university crew. 

The English entries are likely to bo 
well up to the average, beamier will 
put on an eight and four, and Mag- 
dalen (Oxford) will most likely enter 
for the Grand and Stewards'. There 
will be a big contingent of Oxford 
and Cambridge College crews. For the

G. L. Thomson (Trinity Hall), E. D.

SHIPPING DEPRESSION 

ENDING IN JAPAN 



Japanese steam freighters were em 
erglng from a long period of depres 
slon when the Empress of India sailed 
from Yokohama. There are in all 193 
of these vessels — that is to say steam- 
ers not owned by great companies — 
and their aggregate tonnage is 310,509 
tons. Fifty-three of them ply In for- 
eign waters and 1-10 in domestic. Tho 
former vessels have found their op- 
portunity in the Australian coal strike 
and in other circumstances of the 
time so that every one of them is kept 
tolerably busy. As for the coast wise 
steamers, their services have not been 
in such a demand for a considerable 
time. Freights have gono up by from 
30 to 50 per rent., and it now costs 
90 sen to have a ton of coal transport- 
ed from Moji to Yokohama. As a 
general rule the maritimo carrying 
trade enters a period of activity from 
the month of April, but the conditions 
this year are abnormally prosperous, 
and it may confidently bo asserted 
that the evil time has passed.

Tho Gaekwar, of Baroda, tho Ori- 
ental potentato who was reported to 
bo on board tho steamer with tho 
Maharanl, his daughter, and a largo 
suite en route to New York and Eng- 
land, did not come, having altered his 
plans at tho last minute to remain 
longer in Japan, where ho was being 
treated as a national guest. Ho can- 
celled the arrangements to board the 
Empress of India to become the guest 
of Mr. Atak'i of the India- Japan as- 
sociation on the upper reaches of the 
Sumida, near Tokyo. He was expect- 
ed to take passage by tho steamer 
Siberia for San Francisco or the Sado 
Maru bound here. 

Tho Empress of India brought 101 
saloon, and 4GS Chinese, of whom 101 
will pay a total of ?50,000 in poll 
taxes. The cargo included silk worth 
three-quarters of a million dollars.

Tho rulor of Orchha, a native state 
of Central- India, arrived in Hongkong 
toward tho close of May, on his way 
to America and Europe, via Japan.

Wakayama Mam Drives on 
Rock During Hurricane and 
53 of Passengers and Crew 
Were Drowned. 



Details of the disastrous wreck of 
the Osaka Shosen Kaisha liner Wak- 
ayama. Marue at the entrance to Su- 
samla harbor, May 11th, with loss of 
/53 lives, as briefly cabled, were 
brought by the Empress of India. Two 
Japanese destroyers M.akikuma and 
Shlkinami and several other vessels 
suffered also dulng the hurricanes, 
three steamers and a schoner being 
driven ashore, and the steamer Shin- 
minato Maru was destroyed by fire. 

Survivors of the Wakayama Maru 
tell thrilling stories of escapes on 
floating wreckage. The chief ves- 
sel anchored- behind Inazumi Island, 
but the hurricane, parted her cables 
and seas Hooded her. Sho drove 
ashore while most of the crew and 
passengers were manning the pumps. 
Many were washed overboard, and 
others jumped. The chief engineer 
lloated on a hatch cover for several 
■hours before being picked up by fish- 
ermen. The chief mate was washed 
overboard Just bofor.e the steamer's 
lights were extinguished. Awful 
scenes took . place among the panic, 
stricken passengers, who fought for 
places on rope ladders lowered to 
assist them to reach the deck. Many 
were swept away while- being dragged 
from the well, which had Hooded. The 
captain and officers sought to get tho 
passengers into boats, but these wero 
all wrecked alongside the vessels, or 
carried away. Numbers were picked 
up from wreckage after iloating all 
night. Ono survivor told of being 
swept away in. a boat alone,, and two 
stokers afterwards got Into it. To- 
gether thev'trled to drag people, found 
in tho water into the baot, but saved 
onlv one, being compelled to relin- 
quish their hold upon others who sai>k 
before their eyes. 

Many bodies were washed from tho 
"Wakayama Maru. Tho Taitiel Mara 
of the same company was wrecked 
the same day off Saghalien, passeng- 
ers and crew landing safely, and tho 
schooner Kannon Maru went ashore 
near Sakai, all benlg saved. Four 
men wero rescued from an upturned 
junk boat, the Eormdsan liner Shlheto 
Maru after tho abatement of tho 
storm.

The steamer Prince Rupert,' of tho 
Grand Trunk Paciiic Co., built for tho 
British Columbia • coast service by 
Swan, Hunter &. Richardson, of New- 
e'aatle-on-Tyne, under the superinten- 
dence of R. L. . Newman, of Victoria, 
B.C., reached Esquimalt about 7 p.m. 
last night, 03 days from the Tyne, via 
lEalmouth, St. Vincent .and Coronol. 
She ran into a strong gale witli high 
seas on AVednesday, and until Friday 
at noon was buffeted, shipping consid- 
erable water forward, but she behaved 
splendidly. 

"Site rodo like a swan," said Capt. 
M. A. Davles, who brought oiit • tho 
vessel. "There isn't a tablo rack in the 
ship." 

The vessel was boarded by Capt. C. 
H. Nicholson, manager of tho steam- 
ship service of tho G.T.P., Capt. Bar- 
ney Johnson, who will take over tho 
command from Capt. Davles, Capt. 
Georgo Robertson, who will go on her 
as pilot until the Prince George, which 
is to command, reaches this coast, Mr. 
Hardy, of the B.C. Marine Railway Co., 
and a Colonist reporter, and was 
brought to an anchorage in Esquimau 
Harbor by Capt. Newby, pilot, who is 
a relative of tho ship-master who 
brought tho vessel here. Capt. Davies 
was hero iast eleven years ago in tho 
British ship Ilala. 

Tho Prluco Rupert left Newcastlo 
on April 2nd, and, called at Falmouth 
to land R. L. Newman. The steamer 
proceded thence to. St. Vincent, having 
lino weather to ."ijio.., islands. After 
coaling she proceeded, on April 13th. 
and when about a.'hundred miles from 
tho entrance to the. Strait of Magellan 
encountered a heavy gale. She had 
a high head sea, and showed herself 
an excellent sea craft, in this her first 
storm. On May 2nd, at 9 a.m.; she 
passed Dungeness Point into the 
Strait of Magellan, the weather be- 
ing lino until when off Cape Forward, 
the wind freshenod rapidly, with heavy 
squalls and rain, Increasing in fury 
as the western end of tho strait was 
neared. At 1 p.m., on May 3rd, sho 
came to an anchor in Field's anchor- 
age, and waited for the gale to moder- 
ate. At 3 a.m., on May 4th, the an- 
chor was hovo up, and. tho vessel pro- 
ceeded, crossing over to Smith's chan- 
nel, which was entered about 10 a.m. 
The gale continued, but thero was 
more shelter. The usual dirty weathee 
was encountered through the Patagon- 
iun channels, until tho Gulf of Penas 
was cleared on May 6th. Moderate 
weather was experienced, with occa- 
sional fog from there to Coronal, 
where the Prince Rupert anchored on 
May 9th. She left again two days 
later, and had line weather until off 
the Mexican coast, when thcro was a 
continuance of thick weather, but the 
wind was moderate until when off 
Point Reyes, when tho wind commenc- 
ed to freshen from the northwest, in- 
creasing to a hard gale between 
northwest and north with heavy sea. 
This continued strong for two - days, 
the vessel shipping much water by the 
head.. The storm moderated on Friday 
and thence line weather was experi- 
enced to port. 

S At Economical Speed 

Tho steamer was brought out ,at an 
economical speed 'of between iu and 
11 knots. Mr. Drysdale, who is chief 
engineer, is a well-known guarantee 
engineer for the builders at Wallsend, 
and was hist here in tho big Chargeurs, 
Reunis steamer Ceylan, which was 
built by tils firm for the French line. 

Mr, Carlln is chief • officer with Capt. 
Davis, and Mr. , Asplnall, a former 
White Star steward, is chief steward, 
and will remain in that capacity in 
tho now service. 

The Prince Ku pert will be placod iu 
the Esquimalt. dry dock to bo cleaned 
and painted and will leave on Wednes- 
day for Vancouver, where she will be 
placed on exhibition on Thursday, -and 
will be hrought here on Friday and 
tied up. to. the company's wharf, at. tho 
inner harbor and the public will be in- 
vited on board. On Saturday she will 
be exhibited at Seattle, and on Sunday, 
at midnight will .start her service from 
Seattle, arriving here at C.30 a.m., 
sailing again at 10 a.m. for Vancou- 
ver, Prince Rupert and Stiwart. Sho 
will connect with the steamer Prince 
Albert, which will take passengers for 
the Queen Charlotte island ports in 
Grenvllle channel. .- ■* '• 

Tho Prince Rupert is not as general- 
ly supposed, similar to tho steamer 
Princess Victoria, o£ the C.P.K. . She 
la about the same size, has three fun- 
nels, and otherwise is similarly mo- 
delled, but thero is much difference. 
The cruiser stern, oval funnels, and 
other differences are marked. The new 
liner is splendidly equipped, having all 
tho latest contrivances, including the 

, telemotor for steering. 

I Tho Prince Rupert, which Is alike In 
every respect to tho Princo George, 
now en route, is a vessel of 320 feet 
length, 42 feet 1 3-4 inches breadth, 20 
feet moulded depth', with a gross ton- 
nage of 1,380 tons, and deadweight 
caryinrg capacity of 1,100 tons.. Sho 
has been constructed to tho require- 
ments of tho British corporation, Board 
of Trade, and Canadian regulations for 

i coasting steamers. 

' Tito cruiser stern, which is somewhat 
of a. novelty An merchant steamers, 



has been adopted in order to obtain tho 
best lines for. high speed. On : the. 
shelter and shade decks there are long 
steel houses, giving comfortable and 
spacious accommodation for the £!rst 
class passengorp, and containing: the 
elaborate and tastefully decorated pub- 
lic rooms, which -aro such prominent, 
features In tho new liners. The upper 
deckhouse is designed so as to give, 
amplo promenade space at the sides,' 
enabling passengers to walk entirely, 
around the' ships' arid obtain ' unob-' 
structed views of the magnificent scen- 
ery en routo.

CYCLOPS ll\l DRY 

DOCK AT HONGKONG 

Big Blue Funnel Liner to Have Be- 
tween Forty and Fifty Plates He'- 
placed Whilo in Taikoo Dock 

Nows was brought by tho Empress 
of India that the Blue Funnel liner 
CyclopB was In tho Taikoo 8 dock at 
Hongkong when the C. P. R. linor. left! 
The repairs to the Cyclops wero ex- 
pected to take some four weeks' to 
complete. It is over two months since 
she went ashore on the Arabian coast, 
being got off with somo difficulty. Tho 
temporary repairs that wero effected 
in order to enable her to resume her 
voyage eastwards consisted of a patch 
forward conforming as near as pos* 
siblo to the size, shape and depth of 
the indentation. . The patch, says tho 
S.tC... Morning Post, was a peculiar 
contrivance made' of a foundation of 
three-inch planks, with ribs or frames 
fitting into the dont . and the whole 
filled up with cement, packing and 
canvas. Tho slzo of the: patch, which 
took 15 days'to adjust, was'35 feet by 
12. It was not by any means an elo- 
gaht looking thing, but nevertheless 
was considered by engineers who havo 
examined it to be a very good tem- 
porary repair, and considering that 
the vessel has come out a)l"the-way 
to ' Formosa and back to Hongkong 
with the patch still in the same place, 
the verdict of the englners must bo 
accepted ns correct; - It' Is- understood 
that between forty, and' fifty plates 
will havo to come off the; bottom • of 
the Cyclops, together tvlth a number 
of floors and frames. '•

Serious Complications Arise in 
the Gulf of Pechlli Over Dis- 

' • pute Concerning the Chin- 
ese Fishing Fleets 



A serious dispute which seems likely 
to cause complications lias arisen be- 
tween Japan and China, over the con- 
trol of the several hundred fishing 
vessols In- the Gulf of Pechlli, accord- 
ing to nows recelvod by the steamer 
Empress, of India today. Six hundred 
fishing- Junks and schooners are oper- 
ated by Chinese, about half sailing 
from South Manchurlan ports, and 
China Insists on collecting taxes from 
these vessels, regarding the Gulf of 
Pechlli" as territorial waters. Japan 
insists .that China cannot interfere 
with the fishermen, holding that the 
Gulf of Pechlli is ."high seas." In ro- 
sponBo to request of the Manchurlan 
Viceroy, who 'has taken a strong atti- 
tude on tho question ugalnat Japan, 
China sent, on May 11th, two gunbouts 
and sevorul conver'tod crulsors to seize 
those vossel3 whoso ownors rofused 
to pay taxes, and five were fired upon 
and their crews arrested .Japanese 
men-of-wur and torpodo boats wore 
promptly despatched to protect tho 
nshermon against the Chlneso war- 
ships, and tho incident seomod likely 
to involve both governments In serious 
complications.

Lord Clanricarde to Surrendei 
His Estate— Legislation Af- 
fecting Town Property- 
Agrarian Outrages

DUBLIN, Juno 3.— An interesting 
statement with regard to the Clanri- 
carde estate was made by Mr. John 
Roche, M.P., In tho course of a speech 
delivered by him at a meeting In 
Loughrea, held under the joint aus- 
pices of tho United Irish League and 
the Town Tenants' League. The state- 
men was that the famous property was 
the first estate in Connaught dealt 
with by tho Congested Districts Board 
under tho Land Act of last year. Ne- 
gotiations have been In progress for at 
least a month, and although Lord 
Clanrlcarde's .treatment of proposals 
for purchase was not even courteous, 
hopes are now entertained that he will 
not compel the Board to use their 
compulsory powers. 

The light for the emancipation of tho 
tillers of the soil has almost been won. 
As Father Hubert Brcnnan put It, tho 
tenant-farmers "were In a fair way of 
getting a chance of living properly on 
the land." Other speakers discussed 
the agrarian struggle in similar terms. 
But tho most dramatic achievement of 
the movement is Indicated by the an- 
nouncement that if Lord Clanricarde 
should not bow to the Inevitable he will 
be compelled to accept an equitable 
price for his estate. It Illustrates the 
finishing stroke to landlordism, a tri- 
umph that even the most sanguine 
workers for agrarian reform could not 
havo hoped to witness so soon. Father 
Brennan and Messrs. Duffy and Roche, 
M.P.'s, urged that this successful bat- 
tle for the agricultural tenants had 
been carried out for a quarter of a cen- 
tury and more, mainly by the help of 
the tenants in the towns. They had 
sacrificed money, time and liberty in 
tho cause. 

Towns Included 

Mr. Roche advised the farmers on 
tho Clanricarde estate not to consent 
to purchaso unless the towns were In- 
cluded In the sale. Mr. Duffy was 
equally explicit In his reminder to the 
tenant-farmers of the duty they owed 
to their brethren In tho towns, who 
were In "practically the same position 
in which the tenant-farmer stood bo- 
fore .the introduction of the Land BUI 
of 1881. Although tho Town Tenants 
Act, duo to the sacrifices of Mr. Martin 
Ward, of Loughrea, and the ability and 
strength of the Irish Party, has 
brought a substantial measure of relief, 
It leaves untouched some or the most 
oppressive grievances of which the ton- 
ants complain. There is still great In- 
security; there Is still a check upon 
enterprise; and under these Influences 
the decay of Irish towns, for long a 
theme of gloomy comment, is positively 
hastened. 

About two weeks ago Mr. Blrrell de- 
clared that the Government had no In- 
tention of Introducing further legisla- 
tion dealing with the question of town 
tenants. Irish reformers attach little 
Importance to a statement of that kind, 
Similar declarations mark tho whole 
history of land and other reforms In 
this country, and each was In turn dis- 
proved. In this case the Chief Secre- 
tary's pronouncement was based upon 
a singularly Inaccurate assumption or 
conclusion, because he added that there 
was no general demand In Ireland for 
further legislation. It Is difficult to 
account for this lapse. Mr. Blrrell 
must have heard of the Town Tenants' 
League, of tho activity of the branches 
in every province, of tho concessions 
that have been won for town tenants 
by peaceful mediation, of tho meetings 
local and national at which the amend- 
ment of the Town Tenant's' Charter 
has been repeatedly demanded. No ono 
acquainted wltti tho history of this 
movement, no one who can appreciate 
the valuo of the principles conceded In 
tho Town Tenants Act, has any doubt 
about tho amendment of It, and that 
cannot bo done without legislation. In 
tills endeavor tho tenants of the towns 
will havo the assistance of tho Irish 
Purty, and, as the meeting at Lough- 
rea suggests, the Natlonnl Organiza- 
tion as well. 

Mr. Hrlscoo suggested that tho Town 
tenants' League and the United Irish 
Leaguo should co-operate In an at- 
tempt to securo that towns and villages 
should bo Included In sales under the 
Land Act. It. Is tho ono way by which 
tho deterioration of tho towns can be 
arrested and ono of tho sources of 
emigration dried up. Tho cry of con- 
fiscation was raised when tho Town 
Tenants Bill was passing through par- 



liament, nnd it may b« raised again. 
But the best proof that the work to 
which Town Tenants' League as ap- 
plied Is meritorious is furnished >by the 
innumerable class In which, without 
resort to the courts, relief has 'been ob- 
tained for tenants as a result of the 
friendly Intervention of tho league be- 
tween landlord and tenant. During tho 
past year the league In Loughrea set- 
tled twenty-six cases, which certainly 
speaks well for its work. 

Floroo Encounter. 
Thurles, Tlipperary, was the scene the 
other day of a fierce encounter betwoc.-j 
the police and a crowd of demonstra-, 
tors, many of whom wore injured. The 
cauBo of tho trouble was the seizure, 
on tho neighboring lands of Bolllnuhow, 
of the cattle of a man named Ryan, 
at tho Instance of the land owner, Mrs. 
Molloy, who owns large business prem- 
ises In the town. Tho beasts were 
taken to the pound at Templemore, 
whero the sheriff duly held a sale. 
Amid tho cheers of his sympathizers 
Ryan 'brought back his cattle, and sub- 
sequently tho crowd, headed by the 
Claren band, marched In procession to 
Thurles. When they reached the bridge 
which crosses tho Sulr they were mot 
•by a cordon of police, who refused to 
allow them to enter town. This the 
demonstrators strongly resented, and a 
l*an named Purcell charged the police 
with his car. His horse bolted, and 
promptly collidod with a lamppost, 
with tho rosult that Purcell was thrown 
out and so badly injured that, he had 
to bo removed to a hospital. The po- 
lice then charged the crowd with drawn 
batons. "Many were hurt, and the drums 
of the oand were broken up and thrown 
Into tho river. A nlghi or two after- 
wards the windows of Mrs. Molloy's 
premises wire smashed. s 

Shocking Outrago 

A shocking outrage has bepn per- 
petrated at Ballycushen, near Corofln, 
On a grazing farm there, which is let 
to various tenants, a horse belonging 
to a North Claro farmer was found 
with both its eyes completely cut out. 
Last week a big cattle-drive took 
place in the Carron district, over 
forty bullocks, tho property of Lord 
Inchlquln, being cleared off the farm 
of Ballyllne and scattered over tho 
country. A claim for compensation has' 
been lodged with the County Council. 
Several similar claims were disposed 
of at Ennls by County-court Judge 
Bodkin, decrees being granted for 
various sums which In due course tho 
ratepayers will, have to meet. 

In ono case a number of cattle were 
covered with blue paint, and thereby 
rendered unfit for sale; In another a 
bullock was shot dead; and In a third 
a quantity of turf was destroyed by 
Are. All these doings were incidents 
in tho agrarian campaign. A farmer 
named Holmes was awarded compen- 
sation for dumajp done to gates on 
his holding at iBallyglass. which is 
wanted for distribution among neigh- 
boring small tenants. It was stated 
In evidence that the claimant's life 
had been threatened. A letter sent 
to him, headed "United Irish League," 
and signed "Captain Moonlight," was 
read by Sergeant. McKerman. Tho 
writer warned Holmes to give up pos- 
session of Ballyglass, to which he had 
no claim. "Wo havo been taking it 
too easy. We thought you would set- 
tle with us but we will' make a corpse 
of you If you persist any further. Our 
Intention now Is freedom or the gal- 
lows. Don't think it- will, go easy with 
you. Have no more'.; tq ' do with It, or 
your lamp of life' tMl>soon be extin- 
guished." 

At Corofln, on Tuosday a young 
man was charged with firing revolvor 
shots for the purpose of Intimidating 
three persons, and compelling them to 
leave tho employment of James Magle, 
a farmer, of Leana. In tho witness- 
box the latter stated that he had had 
a great deal of trouble In connection 
with his holding, which the League 
had asked him to surrender. He had 
received threatening letters, his house 
Tiad been broken into in his absence, his 
sheep were painted, no that he was 
unable to take them to fairs; his hay 
had been set on fire, and three dogs, 
including a valuable setter, had been 
poisoned. The accused man was re- 
manded In custody. 

Farmer Wounded 

A shooting outrage is reported from 
Klltulla, near the town of Galway, 
where a farmer named Martin Con- 
roy was fired at and wounded while 
seated near an open door in his house. 
Conroy is one of a number of tenants 
who outbid the people of an adjacent 
village for a farm recently disposed 
of, and as a result he and his friends 
have to be protected by the police 
against threatened reprisals on the 
part of their neighbors. Just after tho 
police patrol had passed the assailant 
approached the house and fired at 
short range through the open door. 
Conry was struck by bullets on the 
forehead and In tho car.

The new boat s well built, commodious 
ad safe, and will be enabled by most 
modern machinery to make, the trip 
from Quesnel with one night's run- 
ning. 

Seventeen'' shrveyor.< ■' 'with .Mr. 
Simpson in charge, went through 
Quesnel this week on the. "Necliaco" to 
commence the running of the British 
Columbia-Alaska line from Fort 
George to Bytton. 

William Dean, of Palo Alto, Cali- 
fornia,' has arrived at Fort George to 
commence the construction, with the 
Clarke mill, of a sasli and door fac- 
tory. This will no doubt prove a pair- 
rig venture, for Mr. Bean lias had 
years of experience in mill work, and 
the. product he will produce is In great 
demand.

Victoria should have 
hundreds of men and women employed 
In the various industries In the place 
of tho few now obtaining work, as a 
result of a demand for products hear- 
ing the, label and Insistence on con- 
sistency in the same connection. Make 
this suggestion a personal matter. It 
affects all.

Judgment was given by Judge Forin 
i:i the case of D. F. Cummins vs. the 
Kelson Iron Works, Ltd., in favor of 
the plaintiff, for $200 and costs, at 
Nelson last week. The plaintiff was an 
apprentice In the machine department 
of tho works, and had the top of his 
Index linger cut off and subsequently 
a portion of his finger amputated. He 
sued under the Wormken's Compen- 
sation Act and the case presented an In- 
teresting feature in that he was still 
employed at the former rate of pay. 
It was therefore argued by the coun- 
sel for the defendant, H. C. Hall, that 
he had not suffered loss. Counsel for 
the plaintiff, Mr. R. S. Lennle, argued 
that the loss had been suffered be- 
cause although tho earnings might 
not have been reduced the capacity 
to earn had been affected, and a judg- 
ment or Judge Clemwnt was quoted 
Insupport. 

Half of the six hundred girls who 
have been on strike at about thirty 
potteries in ,East Liverpool, Ohio, 
have returned to work after winning 
their demands for more pay, Tho 
pottery owners were facing a com- 
plete shutdown, throwing I!, 000 per- 
sons out of work, and causing a largo 
loss of business, when they yielded. 
Under the new scaled .'.girl's who. hud 
been receiving -98 'cents, a' 'day' as 
bruci tiers will be. paid $1.05 a . day; 
girl stampers, who had been getting 
$1.10, will draw HO cents, will be given 
$1 a kiln, permitting them to earn 52 
a day. The girls won their strike with- 
out the semblance of an organiza- 
tion. 

W. L. Mackenzie King is the Minis- 
ter of Labor for Canada and is credit- 
ed with being the real author of the 
Lemieux Industrial Act, which was 
adopted in Canada and is proving a 
great success over the border, says 
the Weekly Bulletin of the Clothing 
Trades, New York. This act provides 
in brief that it shall be illegal for em- 
ployes of a public utility or a mine 
to strike or their employers to order 
a lockout until the issue between them 
shall have been Investigated by a 
board ^ on which each of the dispu- 
tant bodies shall have a representa- 
tive; and which shall be headed by an 
impartial third. It is the duty of the 
board to ascertain the facts and to 
seek an amicable settlement of tho 
controversy. Failing to find a solution 
of the matter the men may strike if 
they wish. It is estimated that the net 
has saved over $3,500,000 in wages 
alone. 

♦ • * 

The trade unions are entirely logi- 
cal in asking for restriction on the 
importation of laborers for the pro- 
tected Industries, says the New York 
Times. If we arc all to be taxed to 
give high prices and profits to those 
Industries it is absurd that the bene- 
ficiaries shall have the further advan- 
tage of imported cheap labor to com- 
pete with workmen already here for 
whom protection is professedly asked. 
This argument is now prue.tlenlly the 
only one that has any direct Influence 
on votes. No one any longer believes 
that our Industries are "infant"; that 
they cannot hold the home market 
against all corners; that our varied 
natural resources, with our capable 
workmen, do not give 1 our manufac- 
turers the better of any competitors 
at home and of many even foreign 
markets. Nor do those who have mas- 
tered the subject doubt that the "cheap 
labor" of older countries, measured 
by its product, is more costly than 
our own at higher wages. But, to a 
considerable portion of American 
workmen and to the unthinking classes 
the protective tariff is protective to 
labor, the cause of higher wages and 
of the superior scale of living which 
undoubtedly prevails In this country. 
This Is the unblushing pretension of 
the favored employers. Now. it Is plain 
that it is from this point of view an 
Injustice ami an outrage to permit 
the importation of foreign laborers to 
compete with our own. It is also a 
logical cause of complaint if immi- 
gration of competitors without the 
direct action of employers is allow- 
ed. The result Is the same though the 
methods varv.

In the office of Chief of Police Lang- 
ley sat a little white-bearded old man, 
Who has the distinction of having boon 
born in the same year as his late maj- 
esty King lEdward.

Some Instances 

Some years ago Mr. R. F. Rlthet 
built a 15,000-gallon tank on his 
ranch at Royal Oak, and when the 
tank had been completed the problem 
of filling it had to bo met. The ser- 
vices of Mr. Wrigglesworth were re- 
quisitioned. Strange to say a well 
was found right beneath one corner 
of the tank. Had the water diviner 
been consulted before the erection of 
the structure It could have been built 
right over the centre of the well from j 
which it was supplied. 

On the University School grounds at 
Mount Tolmie Mr. Wrigglesworth 
found the well which now supplies the 
requirements of the Institution. In this 
Instance water was located at a depth 
of 43 feet. Those engaged In the bor- 
ing, as they proceeded with the work, 
came to the conclusion that the water 
diviner was a fakir, and as they left 
the drieil up well one evening practi- 
cally told him that his alloged art was 
all moonshine.

"How do <1 account for if.' The only 
reason I can give Is that I was born 
on the stroke of midnight, and so have 
two birthdays." 

Not one in ten thousand possesses 
it to such a degree that failure is im- 
possible. The art of watitr divining is 
a precious gift, as inexplicable as it 
Is rare. To Mr. Wrigglesworth the 
power has been Imparted to an un- 
usual degree. The dlctlonarlal defini- 
tion of waterwltch Is a person who 
can discover springs or basins of 
water by aid of a hazel divining rod, 
or a branch of a peach tree. Mr. 
Wrigglesworth Is able to locate a 
spring with a witchstick cut from any 
kind of wood. And his power extends 
even further. Metallic wires of gal- 
vanized iron, copper, or brass, twisted 
I into the desired shape, prove equal 
mystical interpreters to lilim of the 
presence of water below the ground on 
which he stands with the divining rod 
or wire in his hand. 

Mr. Wrigglesworth explained that 
he holds the angular fragment of wood 
i or wire by the finger tips of 'both 
'hands. He then walks over the ground 
where It is desired to locate water. 
The presence of the spring Is commu- 
nicated to him by a species of elec- 
tric shock, an Invisible power tight- 
ening his grasp on the witchstick 
which shows a tendency to point 
downwards. Before he can release the 
stick he has to walk away from the 
point where the water is located. The 
sensation experienced, is different ac- 
cording to whether the water located 
is a running stream or a stagnant well, 
in the latter case tin; witchstick has a 
tendency to point upwards. By the 
strength of the shock the approxi- 
mate depth of tlie water can be 
guaged. Mr. Wrigglesworth lias found 
wells at a distance of three feet bo- 
low tla-' surface, and others as far 
down as 103 feet. Once having found 
a spring lie can follow it to its source, 
or proceeding in the other direction, 
he can find the point where it enters 
a lake, river, or the sea, Ho can fur- 
ther give an idea of the amount ol 
water which can be obtained by bor- 
ing. He can tell the width of the 
stream by measuring the points cross- 
wise over his discovery from the be- 
ginning of the sensation up to the 
tune it ceases to exist. 

The stream bound by tho divining 
power of Vancouver Island's water- 
wltch may In: located In solid rock. 
The galvanism in the lives of peculi- 
arly constituted Individuals such as 
Mr. Wrigglesworth is of an impene- 
trably responsive character. The divin- 
er can stand on a housetop and through 
the solid ground, up through the floors 
and roof of the building, the sensation 
Is simultaneous with the moment he 
seta his foot on tho point directly be- 
neath which tho water Is to be found. 

An illustration of his art was given 
to the writer by Mr. Wrigglesworth. 
In the centre of tho ofllco of the chief 
of police he experienced the sensation 
which told him he was standing di- 
rectly over a spring. As in every in- 
stance where boring lias proved his 
assertions, he was absolutely sure the 
water was located directly beneath 
that point in the city hall where lie 
felt the mystlcul signal. 

There Is little doubt that the power 
of water divining has been Imparted 
to Mr. Wrigglesworth In what is ap- 
parently a superhuman degree. Every- 
one whom he has come, in contact 
with, who has practised the art, has 
met with some failures, whereas Ju- 
lias ever been successful In located 
wells. Ho has found several within 
the city limits, in s tho Cndboro Bay 
district, at. Sooke, Metchosln, Seven- 
teen Mile Post, Mount Tolmie, Gordon 
Head, Cordbvn, Bay, Royal Oak, Col- 
wood and othor points within a forty 
mile radius of the city.- 



which up to date Is supplied the needs 
of the University school. 

These and numerous other Instances 
could lie quoted to illustrate the 
wonderful power- possessed in such 
measures by Vancouver island's 
waterwltch. The gift Is undoubtedly 
a natural one because it cannot be 
taught. Mr. Wrigglesworth has fre- 
quently been taunted by unbelievers, 
who state that he makes his discov 
erics through his knowledge of the 
geological formation of the round. 
But these unbelievers have been amp- 
ly refuted, for in districts where he 
has never been before, and In which 
he knows nothing whatever of the 
formation of the ground, Mr. Wrig- 
glesworth has made discoveries blind- 
folded. A knowledge of tho formation 
of the ground may possibly enable 
him to tell better whether the spring 
located is a strong or weak one, but 
this lie can do without having the 
slightest Inkling of tfce geological 
strata which lies beneath the point on 
which lie stands when making his dis- 
coveries. , 

.Mr. Joseph Wrigglesworth is one of 
the pioneers of Vancouver island. He 
came here from Yorkshire In 1SC2 on 
the same vessel as Mr. R. P. Rlthet.

Ho was 
one of the fir.it members who Joined 
tho volunteer band of the city. As a 
member of the fire department, fin- ! 
ally elevated to the position of chief 
of that organization, he served for IS, 
years. Upon his career here fortune: 
has distributed her favors and frowns; 
with an impartial hand. Now in the 
sunset of his life,, the owner of a large 
cement plant in the Seventeen-Mile' 
Font district, the one hobby of his ! 
days is the locating of wells. He first! 
learned he possessed this power] 
through watching a Cariboo miner ex- i 
perimenting on Vancouver's Island i 
twenty-five years ago. 

Water divining Is probably the only I 
species of what appears to be witch- j 
craft, which has been turned to an 
eminently practical use, Water Isj 
known to be an Imperfect conductor! 
of electricity. It is an essential con- 
stituent of all animal and vegetable! 
life, and of most minerals and rocks, 
forming the so-called water of crys- 
tallzatlon. 

So much is known, but of thomys-i 
tleal art of water divining there is, 
apparently no feasible explanation. 
The witchstick appears to ho a con- 
necting link between a peculiarly con- 
stituted disposition of life's electricity 
and those forces of which water Is a 
conductor. The art of divining wntcr 
1.'. probably the most potent example 
of the omnipresence of electricity, or 
some other subtle, invisible, all per- 
vading force which has Its fountain 
head In the Unknown, and Is as In- 
scrutable as tho origin of life itself, j

from the idea of domestic service 
even under such pleasant conditions, 
or at most wish only to use it as a 
stepping- stone to other work. The In- 
dustrial development of the Colonies 
.4s. so rapid that it is difficult to keep 
'.pace with It. Societies like those 



named have already so much on their 
hands that it Is Impossible .for them 
to look out for and investigate all 
kinds of possible new openings. But 
tlui these exist in considerable num- 
bers there Is no doubt. Only, where 
all is so incipient and untried, where 
nothing yet runs In groove's 1 or has 
been recorded and tabulated, \ it is of 
the utmost importance that every new 
enterprise should bo siftocl and in- 
vestigated. From South Africa and 
British Columbia and Canada come 
frequent suggestions that women 
should take up fruit-farming, veg- 
etable-growing, poultry and beekeep- 
ing. Women with a little capital, say 
$1,000 to $1,500, are urged to com- 
bine and start farms on tholr own 
account. On these farms other women, 
without capital, could also' be cm- 
ployed. But before women venture 
their all In any new enterprise of this 
sort it is not only imperative that 
they should have expert advice of the 
very' best; they must also themselves 
bo prepared and trained. The woman 
worker with or without a little oapl- 
tal is wanted in the Colonies, but how 
to get the right woman to the right 
place is no easy matter. 

Intelligence Office. 

Obviously, the primary necessity 
Is a good Intelligence Office) -for bet- 
ter-class women, to which any young 
man who has a vague desire to emi- 
grate, but does not know how to set 
about it, can resort for thoroughly 
trustworthy information and advice. 
This office must have agents In the 
colonies, not voluntary workers, but 
thoroughly professional, efficient men 
and women who will travel about 
keeping eyes and ears open for good 
situations and business deals with the 
young woman herself, and put- her own 
on the way to bo properly trained and 
fitted for colonial life. Such an In- 
tellgenee Office is soon actually to be 
started here. It will work hand in 
hand with the two societies already 
referred to, and also with the central 
bureau for employment of women. If 
it carries out all that its founders 
hope, it should give an enormous im- 
petus to the emigration nf better-class 
women, and in times even wipe out 
the mi, ilon and a half surplus 

Some time mast elapse before 
stamps bearing the head of King 
George are issued. An improved de- 
sign is expected. King George Is a 
keen stamp collector, and it Is believ- 
ed that his experience would prompt 
him to demand an artistic stamp.

A servant girl 
who lost an eye in domestic service 
was awarded one penny per week com- 
pensation. The girl, Ro^p Pierce, ap- 
plied to the judge for an awiird under 
the Workmen's Compensation Act. 
She was employed by Mrs. J: Adams, 
trading as J. Baxter, draper- of Bat- 



tersea. She -told the Judge, that when 
Bhe was in Mrs. Adam's service on 
Oetober-Jaat year her mistress got her 
to help to extrtiet a stopper from a 
smelling-bottle. Mrs. Adams put the 
bottle into water which was held over 
the gas stove. The bottle exploded, and 
a piece of (rlass flew. Into the girl's 
eye. She was taken zu the Bollng- 
broko Hospital 'and later to Moorflelds, 
where the eye was operated upon. The 
girl told the Judge that the loss of the 
sight of. one eye mado her clumsy. 

Mrs. Adams . contended that the 
girl's Incapacity ceftBed on 17 Feb- 
ruary; hut she was. still -paying her 
$1.87 a week, Dr. E. Taylor, who gave 
evidence, said the applicant ought to 
have so far recovered that she ought 
not to know that she hnd lost the 
sight of one eye. Her sight was Just as 
effective now with one eye as It was 
previously Iwith two. The judge made 
an award, of ono penny per week, but 
as a great deal of public sympathy has 
been aroused on bohalf of the unfor- 
tunate girl the decision will probably 
be contested 1 'n a li'eher court. 

Strange Evidence 

Miss Ellen Jane Frost, of Wands- 
worth, related amusing stories of her 
engagement to Edward Oughton, of 
South Kensington, in . the London 
Sheriffs' Court this week. 

"When he visited my father's house,' 
she said, "he would get a book and lie 
on the sofa all the evening, taking no 
notice of anyone. Sometimes he 
would sleep for hours.

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The impetus which the projected Canadian 
navy will give to shipbuilding in the Dominion 
has been the subject of comment by news- 
papers throughout Canada. In this connect 

• tion. attention has been directed to the exist- ' 
ing .facilities. No city in Canada occupies a 
more prominent position with regard to the 
building of ships than docs Victoria. 

More tonnage plies to Victoria than to 
any port on the Atlantic seaboard of Can- 
ada. It is therefore inevitable that ship- 
building should be conspicuous amongst the 
industries of the westernmost city of this coun- 
try. Vessels of large size and tonnage have 
been constructed here, while the matter of 
repairs to vessels has necessitated facilities for 
handling ships of all descriptions. 

The Victoria Machinery Depot and the 
B. C. Marine Railway Company are the chief 
institutions of this nature, but there are in ad- 
dition a dozen shipyards of lesser magnitude, 
where smaller craft are built or repairs to 
them effected. 

The presence of the Dominion graving 
dock at Esquimalt has centred repair work on 
this coast in this city. That dock is now al- 
together inadequate to take vessels of the 
size which are plying to these waters. The 
passing of the sailing ship and the establish- 
ment of lines of large cargo vessels running on 
a definite schedule and capable of carrying 

• tons where the oldtime vessels took pounds 
has rendered necessary dry docks of a size 
which ten or fifteen years ago were not need- 
ed. Again and again vessels which should 
have been repaired in this city have been com- 
pelled to go elsewhere for permannt rehabil- 
itation simply for the reason that the docking 
facilities were not sufficient. 

This matter has engaged the attention of 
various local bodies and continued efforts 
have been made to induce the Dominion gov- 
ernment to cope with the situation. It is con- 
fidently expected that action will ere long be 
taken. 

It is understood that one of the Victoria 
companies has the promise of all the capital 
that is required to increase its plant when the 
Dominion actually commences to let contracts 
for the larger warships in this country. By the 
terms of the regulations passed by the federal 
government nearly a third more is allowed for 
vessels manufactured in this country than for 
those built abroad. The higher cost of labor 
and for materials under the protective form of 
tariff is the reason for this action. 

The announcement has been made on one 
or two occasions that several of the larger 
British firms of shipbuilders contemplate .the 
establishment of plants in the vicinity of Vic- 
toria, but as yet no definite form has been 
taken by the rumors. 
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Notable among the steamships which have 
been built at the shipyards of Victoria are the 
Princess Royal, the well-known Skagway liner 
of the -C. P. R. ; the steamer Princess Beatrice, 
now operated from Vancouver to Stewart; the 
government steamer Lillooet, of the hydro- 
graphic service, and many other craft.. Since 
the pioneer days the shipyards of Victoria 
have, been turning out steamships, and a long 
list could be compiled of the vessels built 
here. 'Many, too, are the big repair jobs which 
have been carried out here, the British- Colum- 
bia Salvage Company having raised many ves- 
sels considered as lost and brought them to 
Esquimalt for repairs. The Northwestern, 
floated from the reefs at Latouche island ; the 
Indravelli, floated after striking K"cllett bluff, 
are two of these. . . • . , „, • 
■ At present the shipyard's arc quite, active, 
many vessels being in the hands' of the. build- 
ers ard shipwrights. That there 'are much "bus-' 
ief days in prospect, however, is evident to all 
who have followed the announcements of the 
plans of the Canadian government with regard 
to naval construction. It was announced from 
Ottawa on Thursday that the government is 
expected to call for tenders for. ships' for the 
Canadian navy in a few .days.

Systen on Dining Car 

The kitchen of a dining car is a striking 
example of What, can be done in economizing 
space. Every inch is used. 

Water tanks are suspended from the ceil- 
ing. One wall is lined with the big range and 
heating ovens, while on the other are storage 
boxes, receptacles for pans, pots and other 
utensils, and a row of cupboards up under the 
ceiling. 

At one end. between the kitchen,' and the ' 
dining car proper, is a little pantry which 
serves as a sort of vestibule. That is where 
the waiters place their orders and receive 
dishes. 

Every separate article of food and equip- 
ment has its place. Every corner and nook in 
the car has a particular function. The silver 
is in one place, the milk and cheese in an- 
other, and so on through the list. Everything 
perishable is kept in a -refrigerator. 

While the car is in action the conductor 
from his position between diningroom and 
kitchen keeps his eyes upon the ten tables and 
endeavors to see that none of the diners is 
neglected. For all the supplies on the car he 
is held to strict account. On his trip sheet, as 
it is called, is put a list of everything taken 
on the car when it starts out. A record of all 
articles sold is entered upon the sheet, and 
when the car comes home again all that has 
not been sold must be on hand. 

The equipment of a dining car conforms 
to standards, just as do locomotives, trucks, 
rails, and .ties. Dishes arc made according to 
established patterns, each piece of china hav- 
ing the company's monogram upon it. The 
same is true of- the linen, silver, menu holders 
— everything. The waiters are allowed $20 
a month for breakage. All damage in excess of 
that, though, they • have to pay for, and the' 
cost is divided among them equally.

To write the complete story of the life of 
th-jsj preacher, . philosopher, . statesman and 
reformer, is to. write the .whole history of 'the 
United 'State's during the most important years 
In; that country's history. Mr. Beecher identi- 
fied himself thoroughly with the political in- 
terests of the republic no less than lie did with higher, 
the great moral issues. , 

He was' born in 1813 and died in 1SS7, and 
he rose from the pursuit of little things to the 
pursuit 'of the g reatest. T ie began by preach- 
ing in a little church twenty miles from Cin- 
cinnati, on the Ohio river, as a missionary'. 
Besides doing the preaching, he was also the 
church's janitor and sexton, and he worked 
jtt&t as 'hard and ' just as earnestly among the 
members of his scanty and humble congrega- 
tion -iin . 'those. .e;a'M.y days, as he did later when 
the great tabernacles wherein he gave his ora? 
tions wcreTilled to overflowing with rich and 
poor, little and great alike. 

He was a man of splendid physique and a 
pleasant countenance, of ch ecrful, kindly hu- 
mor and amiable .-manner. His impulsiveness, 
which he never overcame, sometimes led him 
into making remarks for which lie was after- 
wards sorry; but in the main it was a lovable 
quality enough, for the innate goodness of his

In testing Christianity then. I remark that 
it is to be tested not by creeds, but by conduct. 
The evidence of the gospel, the reality of the 
gospel that is preached in schools or churches, 
is to be found in the spirit that is developed by 
it.' riot in the technical creeds that men have 
constructed out of it. The biography of men 
.who have died might be hung up in their sepul- 
chres: but you could not tell what kind of a 
man this one had been, just by reading his life 
there, while he lay dead in dust before you. 
There are thousands of churches that have a 
creed of Christianity hung up in them, but the 
church itself is a sepulchre full of dead men's 
bones; and. indeed many churches in modern 
times, are gnawing the bones of their ances- 
tors, and doing almost nothing else. 

To develop that in men which should make 
them wiser, purer, stronger, is the air of the 
gospel. Men have supposed that the whole 
aim of the gospel was reconciliation between 
God and men who had fallen — though they 
were born sinners in their fathers and grand- 
fathers and ancestors to reconcile them with 
God — as if an abstract disagreement had been 
the cause of all this world's trouble. 
When men arc reconciled with the law of crea- 
tion and the law of their being, they are recon- 
ciled with God. When a man is reconciled 
with the law of knowledge, he is reconciled 
with the God of knowledge, so far. Whenever 
a man is reconciled with the law of purity he- 
is so far reconciled with a God of purity. When 
men have lifted themselves to that point when 
they recognize that they arc children of God, 
the kingdom of God has begun within them.

F. Marion Crawford's Library 

If you arc a reader of the late F. .Marion 
Crawford, whose last novel. "The Undesirable 
Governess," has just gone forth to the world, 
and would like to know a little of the man 
behind the books, the catalogue of his library 
at St. Agnello di Sorrento, Naples, which is 
about to be sold, will more than interest you. 
"Your first impression on running it over," 
writes the London correspondent of the New 
York Times, "is that the many presentation 
copies of books which he must have received 
from brother writers are not here. There is a 
numb pathos in seeing such gifts put to the 
hammer, and only one or two have crept into 
the Marion Crawford list entered for dispersal 
at Sotheby's. That, you feel, is as it should 
be, because the 'presentation copy' of a friend 
is a thing which should not readily be alien- 
ated. On this personal line, indeed, the auc- 
tioneer has nothing slrungei to say than that 
'almost every volume contains the pictorial 
book plate of the late owner.' 

"A second thing which you say to yourself 
as you go over the Marion Crawford catalogue 
is that here was the library of a working novel- 
ist. Historical works arc numerous, especially 
those relating to America, England and Italy. 
Biography, the handmaid of history, is also 
strong, and the same may be said of travel, 
poetry, and fiction — in each case works by the 
great' writers, Shakespeare, Byron. Coleridge, 
Longfellow — you meet them and all their great 
kith and kin in editions which have a note of 
distinction, if they are rarely to be actually 
called 'rare editions.' Clearly Marion Craw- 
ford did not run after the really rare edition; 
he was not a collector in that sense. What he 
did was to gather into his library proved edi- 
tions of proved authors with usefulness or in- 
terest for a modern novelist.

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ENGLISH SOVEREIGNS 

As this aeries of articles is not intended as 
a history of England, but only to set' out the 
chief steps in the developments of British 
institutions as they exist today, the events of 
Elizabeth's reign will not ' be dealt with in 
any detail. It was a formative period in the 
history of England. One of its most notable 
products was a spirit of patriotism which 
overshadowed everything else. .Mention has 
already been made of the fact that Elizabeth 
refused to acknowledge papal supremacy, and 
the consequence was a prolonged series of in- 
trigues at home and abroad, the object .of 
■which at some stages was her dismissal from 
the throne and at others to secure the right 
of succession to Mary Stuart, usually spoken 
of as Mary, Queen of Scots, who was a far 
more devoted adherent of Roman Catholicism 
than Elizabeth was of Protestantism. These 
intrigues at times resulted in military opera- 
tions in Scotland and along the border ; they 
brought the country often to the verge of 
civil war; they led to foreign complications 
which forced Elizabeth to participate in hos- 
tilities abroad; but they did not seriously af- 
fect the peace of the kingdom itself. The 
ambition of Philip of Spain had an important 
bearing upon the affairs of England. After 
the death of Alan- he proposed marriage to 
Elizabeth, and although his offer was not ac- 
cepted, he nevertheless continued for some 
time to be the champion of English interests, 
not for any love of that country, but because 
he wished to prevent Mary Stuart, who was 
wife of the King of France, becoming Queen 
of England and thus uniting the crowns of 
France, England and Scotland upon one head. 
In the end Philip's attitude changed, for after 
thjc execution of Mary he had no longer reason 
10 fear such a union, and he lent a willing ear 
to the demands of the Pope that he should in- 
vade England. He was the more ready to do 
so because of his fear that English influence 
would be exerted to deprive him of the Nether- 
lands. The position of Philip at this time 
Avas very influential. J le was King of Spain, 
Naples and Portugal. The Netherlands were 
his territory. The New World had been given 
him by the Pope with the exception of Brazil 
which was claimed by Portugal, and when he 
had acquired the crown of that country, not 
only Brazil but all the Portuguese domains in 
the East Indies passed under his control. No 
monarch before Philip ever ruled over so 
wide a domain, and only the British Empire 
has exceeded it in scope, ft is. not necessary 
to tell the history of the Armada: the inter- 
esting point to be noted in connection there- 
with was the complete failure of the expecta- 
tions of Philip and the Roman Catholic leaders 
on the continent in respect to the action of the 
English Catholics. Spanish emissaries had re- 
ported that at the approach of the Armada, 
the great Catholic nobles would rise against 
Elizabeth, and as only a minority of the popu- 
lation was Protestant, this seemed certain to 
ensure the easy triumph of Philip. But a new 
spirit of patriotism had arisen in England, a 
spirit that would not brook a foreign ruler. 
The Catholic nobles were quite ready to do 
what in them lay to restore England to the 
authority of the papacy, but they had no mind 
to see this done by the instrumentality of a 
foreign conquest, and, so they rallied to the 
support of Elizabeth with the same lofty cour- 
age and resolute determination as characteriz- 
ed those who were more in sympathy with 
her policies. The affair of the Armada demon- 
strated that, however much England might be 
distracted by domestic differences, it Avas a 
united country as against the rest of the world. 
This spirit of patriotism was a new exhibition 
of national feeling. In mediaeval times patrio- 
tism, such as characterized Greece and Rome, 
had ceased to exist. Feudalism killed it. In- 
vaders found countries honeycombed with dis- 
loyalty, or perhaps it would be correct to say 
that there was no other loyalty than that to 
individual rulers. Loyalty to the country was 
a thing that had hardy been developed. Coun- 
tries changed their rulers with apparent in- 
difference, the people seemingly evincing no 
concern as to what sovereign lord they were 
compelled to give allegiance to. Whether it- 
was the insular position of England or some 
other cause that contributed chiefly to the 
result, there had developed in that kingdom 
a feeling of patriotism that was more than 
loyalty to the sovereign. Thousands of those, 
who flocked to the support of Elizabeth, would 
have gladly seen her driven from the throne 
and her place given to some one who would 
have been more amenable to Rome: but they 
were loyal to their country. 

It has been pointed out that Elizabeth's 
title to the Crown was parliamentary. By 
right of descent Mary Queen of Scots could 
show a better claim than she. provided the 
papal edict of illegitimacy against Elizabeth 
was admitted to be legal, and as the laws were 
then understood by the majority,- it was hard 
to contend otherwise. But Parliament had 
declared that the Crown should descend to 
Elizabeth after the death of Mary without 
children, and what Parliament said was the 
law of England then as now. Nevertheless 
Elizabeth was not minded to trust too much 
to Parliament, for she was irksome of re- 
straint. She inherited from her father and 
grandfather exalted ideas of' the position of 
ihc sovereign, and she practiced many econ- 
omies rather than call Parliament together to 
ask for supplies. In the end she found herself 
compelled to do so. and at various times dur- 
ing her reign she sought parliamentary sanc- 
tion for acts that cither Hcnjw VII. or Henry. 
;VIII. would have done without any regard to 



the wishes or approval of the people's repre- 
sentatives. She thus, not wholly by design, 
but chiefly through necessity^ replaced Par- 
liament in the position it had occupied, in 'the 
reign of Edward VI.. although it never at- 
tained .under Elizabeth the status which it had 
reached during the reigns of the Lancastrian 
kings.' 

The reign of Elizabeth was characterized 
.by the expansion of English commerce and 
the development of aspirit of adventure, which 
laid the foundations of the British Empire. 
Such men as Frobishcr, Drake, and Raleigh 
showed to the people of England that there 
were fields awaiting their energies beyctid the 
seas. These gentlemen adventurers were 
notable men. They stood in a class by them- 
selves. They were zealous Protestants and 
ardeitt slave-traders. They robbed cathe- 
drals, burnt ships at sea, assailed fortresses, in 
short worked, their own sweet will in what- 
ever part of the world they found themselves. 
They sought for a passage to India around 
the north of Asia and thus discovered a route 
into the White Sea and developed a trade 
with Russia. Disappointed in finding a way 
to the East in that direction, they sought it 
north of America, and when failure met their 
efforts in the frozen ocean they sailed south- 
wards in defiance of the papal grant to Spain 
and founded English colonics. Drake sailed 
around the world robbing the Spaniard wherc- 
evcr he found him, and came home to find his 
acts repudiated by his Queen, who neverthe- 
less took care to reward him with a knight- 
hood. 

Passing mention only can be made of the 
great intellectual life of tiiis period, but the 
age that produced Spencer and Shakespeare 
needs little else to be said tor it. Elizabeth her- 
self was a' patron of letters. Learned, she 
encouraged learning in others, and she had a 
fondness (or the lighter side of knowledge. 
She inherited from her father a love of paint- 
ing and music, and ability in literature was 
a passport to her favor. 'Pile Elizabethan Age 
was not a revival. It was a creation. 

Personally this great queen seems to have 
been kind of heart, resolute, ambitious, fond 
of admiration, not unscrupulous either in her 
public policy or tin gratification of her pri- 
vate wishes. She \\ as exceedingly untruthful, 
it being said of her that the only person who 
cotdd surpass her in lying having been Mary 
Queen of Scots. With all her" faults, and her 
greatest admirers do not deny that they were 
many and grave, she was a thorough English- 
woman, and it is not too much to say that 
the England of today is due to her strength 
of purpose, -lier Tar-reaching inlluencc and the 
independence of her character.

NATIONAL CHARACTERISTICS 
ll. 

The Celts arc sometimes called Kelts, some- 
times Gauls, or Gaels. It is difficult to deter- 
mine just what man}- writers mean by the sev- 
eral terms, for exactness of definition is not 
possible. It is not quite certain whether or not 
the people to whom these terms apply 
were one anil the same. Ordinarily the 
Gauls arc associated with what is now 
France, the Celts generally with aneicnt 
Britain and Ireland, and the Gaels with 
Scotland. To the historians of Greece 
and Rome all peoples living in Central Europe 
were "barbarians," and the}- did not distin- 
guish closely between them. The name Celt 
is from $hc Greek,, and was applied to these so- 
called barbarians generally; the Romans pre- 
ferred the name Gauls. But there was no cer- 
tainty even thus far, for we read in the Greek 
account of the invasion of that country that 
the invaders vere Gauls, ami such of them as 
passed over into Asia Minor gave their name 
to Gallatia, to the people of which country St. 
Paul wrote his Epistle. Speaking generally, 
the inhabitants of Central Europe, before the 
Christian Era', from the steppes of Russia to 
the shores of Ireland, and from the Baltic to 
the Tagus were regarded by the Greeks and 
Romans as one people, and are treated by 
most modern writers as Celts. Thcbaud. in 
his History of Ireland, says that they consist- 
ed of a number of independent republics and 
do not appear to have lived in cities. Sir Wal- 
ter Scott, in his History of Scotland, advanced 
the same view. Pausanias, a Greek historian, 
who wrote in the .Second Century of the Chris- 
tian Era. said: "The Gauls inhabit the far- 
thest parts of Europe, on the shore of a great 
sea which at its extremity is not navigable. 
The sea ebbs and flows, and contains beasts 
quite unlike those in the rest of the sea. The 
name Gauls came into vogue late, for of old 
the people were called by themselves and 
others Celts." In his account of the invasion of 
Greece, Pausanias uses the name Celt and Gaul 
interchangeably. On the other hand, the Ro- 
man writers, who tell of the sacking of Rome 
by the same people, always speak of them as 
Gauls. In the case of both invasions the lead- 
ers were called by the historians of the in- 
vaded countries Brcnnus, which seems to have 
been a title equivalent to the Teutonic "konig," 
from which we derive our word king. Ncibuhr, 
the German historian, seems disposed to ques- 
tion the homogeneity of the people known as 
Celts or Gauls. He inclines to the view that 
there were several races which advanced across 
Central Europe at different periods before the 
beginning of the historical era, ami he thinks 
the Cymri, who occupied Britain, and who arc 
now represented by the Welsh, were not identi- 
cal with either the Celts or Gaels, but a more 
aggressive race, who drove these tribes before 
them, forcing the, Celts into Ireland and the 
Gaels into Scotland, and retaining England 
and Wales for themselves. He also attempts 



to distinguish between the. Gauls and the 
Cymri. The absence of any written Celtic lit- 
erature dating from this early period makes 
it impossible to reach any definite conclusion 
from a comparison of languages, for while a 
great mass of Celtic poetry has been preserved 
it has come down to us in the language after- 
wards spoken in the several countries where 
the Celtic traditions were kept alive. Examin- 
ation of the available authorities leaves much 
doubt as to the Celts, but we seem warranted 
in concluding that they migrated from Europe 
a long time previous to the beginning of the 
Christian Era. Guizot in his History of 
France, says that the Gauls were the original 
inhabitants of Western Europe, a statement 
that does not seem consistent with the Roman 
accounts of the invaders, who came under 
Brennus nearly three hundred vcars before 
Christ, for these .say that the Gauls had many 
slaves, which seems to indicate that they had 
conquered previous occupants of the land in 
which they lived. 

The Celts were a tall, fair race, exceedingly 
hardy, brave and resolute. The glimpses of 
them which we get from the accounts pre- 
served by the people whom they defeated in 
battle, for thev kept no rcords of their own 
deeds and left no monuments with inscriptions, 
sug'gests that they must have possessed a well 
organized system of government, ami to have 
known the value of money, which facts show 
thai thev were far removed from a slate of sav- 
agery. They were, nevertheless, greatly in- 
clined to cruelty. Thev obliterated the tribes 
with whom they came in conflict, and even in 
the case of Rome, while they were persuaded to 
withdraw from Italy by the gift of what was 
then a vast sum of money, they so completely 
destroyed many cities in Northern Italy that 
the names of them were never again heard of 
after the wave of invasion hail rolled away. 

Such were the people who are the first 
known possessors of Central ami Western Eu- 
rope, ami whose blood flows in the veins of 
millions of descendants today. As they drove 
the nrtor inhabitants of the country before 
them, so in their turn they were driven before 
subsequent invaders, until they had gone as 
far as the sea would permit. Hence we find 
in Ireland and Scotland the Celtic stock more 
strongly represented than anywhere else. 
Whether or not they exterminated an earlier 
population in these two countries must of ne- 
cessity remain' unknown, although the proba- 
bility is that they did. There was a relatively 
high degree of civilization in Ireland long be- 
fore Rome was founded. Ollav Feola. who 
reigned about 1000 B. C, established triennial 
parliaments, which mctAat Tara. and the' Irish 
Chronicle tells us that yat. this, time "society 
was classified into seven grades, each marked 
by the number of colors in its dress, and in this 
classification men of learning ranked next to 
royally.'' This statement seems incompatible 
with the claim that the ferocious Celts, who 
swept down upon Greece and Rome from Cen- 
tral Europe seven centuries later, could al- 
ready have been resident in Ireland. There is, 
however, a slight similarity to be noted, for we 
arc told by Greek writers that the Celts wore 
tartans to distinguish the several classes, 
which seems to indicate a common origin with 
the people of ancient Ireland. It is less diffi- 
cult to discover in these tartan-wearers from 
the shores of the Clack Sea the ancestors of the 
Scotch. 

The Gaelic language is described as I ndo- 
Euorpean, a term that has no very definite sig- 
nificance. It was Celtic in its origin and has 
been preserved in its greatest purity in some 
parts of Ireland, in the Highlands of Scotland, 
and in the islands of the northwest coast of 
Britain. It has been said, above that the Celts 
left no inscriptions, but this niu'st be qualified' 
by the statement that in Ireland there was in 
existence at a very early ,day a system of writ-, 
nig known as Ogham, and many inscriptions, 
on monuments in these letter symbols' have 
been preserved, in the early part of the Chris- 
tian Era the Irish adopted the Roman alpha- 
bet, and there is reason to believe that a very 
considcrablc literature was in existence before 
the invasion of the Danes and other North- 
men, who seem to have ruthlessly destroyed as 
far as possible all traces of early Irish civiliza- 
tion and culture. 

The Celtic characteristics seem to have 
been strongly preserved in Britanny, the name 
of which country was derived from that of a 
Celtic king. There. is no reason to suppose that 
the Celtic population of Western Europe was 
exterminated by the great Teutonic invasion. 
Some of the people fled before the invaders, but 
undoubtedly many of them remained, doubt- 
less in a condition of slavery, and contributed 
to some extent to laying the foundation of the 
national characteristics of the people of Ger- 
many, France, Spain, Belgium, the Nether- 
lauds, Northern Italy ami the United King- 
dom. 

HERALDRY , 

In connection with the death of the late 
King and the accession of his successor, the 
names of certain officials were mentioned that 
arc rarely. heard of except on such occasions. 
A great deal of what to the ordinary individual 
is mysterious, and to some persons, silly, hangs 
around heraldry. One of the English judges, 
referring to an officer of the Herald's Office, 
who was badly mixed up in some evidence he 
was giving before him, spoke of him as "a silly 
old man who did not understand his own silly 
business"; but to the Herald's Office itself the 
"business" is almost sacred. It has been called 
a science, and, like all sciences, it has a jargon 
of its own. The following is a description of 
the Royal escutcheon in the language of this 
so-called science: "The dexter chief quarter 
'gules bearing three lions passant gardant; the 



sinister base .quarter the same; the sinister 
chief quarter a field with a lion rampant gules 
framed in a bo.rdure of fleur-dc-lisscc also 
gules; the dexter base quarter, the Irish 'harp 
or oh a ground azure.". It may be added that 
this definition, as. given above, has been some- 
what simplified for popular .use. Of course 
you could at once sit down and draw the escut- 
cheon without making a mistake from this' de- 
scription. TT you happen to want to make y oil r- 
self an escutcheon, you must be careful never 
to put or upon argent, unless you happen to 
be one of those who have a right to bear the 
arms of the Latin Kingdom of Jerusalem, in 
which case you, will be quite justified in hav-., 
ing "a cross argent potent between four';

While heraldry seems rather an absurdity 
nowadays, it had its value once upon, a time. 
It was designed. to enable knights to. recognize ' 
each other, which was. a matter of some' im- 
portance in times when they went'out to fight 
clad in hardware, their" faces 'covered -by. closed 
visors. . One. of -these gentlemen would look 
very much like another unless he was provided 
by some mcans-of. identification, and hcVihiglit > 
very easily be belaboring^ his.' best./ frieiid.- inn. 
stead of his arch' enemy;' He,nce it 'was.'neces- 
sary to; have arms; /appurtenant _ to; pertain,, 
houses.

crest is really a badge, sometimes- .worn"' as -a' : 
mark of honor, but oftener as a means of iden- 
tification. A knight might .bear a shield or, 
escutcheon, and it might or might not be sur- 
mounted with a crest; but if it bore a crest his 
followers might also wear the latter so that it 
might be, known to whom they were attached. 
It is admitted by the Herald's. .Office that au\> 
one now .may assume any crest he may 
fancy, for they arc no longer regarded -as any- 
thing more than an ornament; but a grant of 
arms is a more serious matter, [n the -old 
books on family pedigrees you will find this 
cxprcssipn : "Arms he bcarcth (here the arms 
are described), and for a crest" -.(here >will fol- 
low the description of the crest) ; but the arms 
arc the great thing. The Royal House dis- 
plays its arms, but never its crest, if it has 
one, and we find no reference to any in any 
books on heraldry at hand. It is said that the 
plainer the escutcheon the older the family, as 
a general rule, but this must be accepted with 
some qualification, for many families have 
adopted the arms of others with -which they 
have intermarried, and the result is a some- 
what complex escutcheon. 

Heraldry was deemed of such importance 
that at one lime the chief heralds were crown- 
ed amid religious ceremonies. In England 
there arc three, kings-at-arms, namely, the Gar- 
ter King-at-Arms. who is chief; Claricncieux, 
who presides over the southern shires, and 
Xorroy. whose jurisdiction is over the north. 
Then there are six subordinate heralds and 
four pursuivants, the latter being distinguished 
by their mantles; thus Blue Mantle Pursuivant, 
Red Mantle Pursuivant, and so on. Over the 
King-at-arms is the hereditary Grand Marshal, 
who is always the Duke of Norfolk. Formerly 
all knights could bear arms, that is, so far as 
England was concerned, but in the reign of 
Henry V. a decree was made that thereafter no 
person, who had not born arms al Agincourt or 
his descendants, should assume an escutcheon 
without special permission from the Herald's 
Office. 




seeled bodies. The dreams of his childhood 
and youth moved side by side with horrible 
impressions of physical decay."

He believed such 
sufferings as his not to be . an isolated case, 
but that everyone must share in it to a certain 
extent, that suffering grows out of the very 
fact of existence. • He did not perceive Avherc- 
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In taking into consideration a man's con- 
A-ictions, avc must also' take into consideration 
the times in which he lived and that time's 
prevailing spirit. We must, moreover, know 
the moral and physical qualities of that man. 
Perhaps it is not too much to say that the 
moral judgment of any person may be ques- 
tioned unless that person is menially and phy- 
sically normal. Try as we nun- to prevent it, 
the condition of our bodies, if they be in any 
sense diseased, must influence our views of 
life. Early environment, too, leaves an inef- 
faceable impression which corrects or distorts 
the mature deliberations of later years. There- 
fore in reading or writing of the life of Gus- 
tavc Flaubert, avc must take into account many 
things before we accept in Avholc or in part his 
estimate of life and its meaning; and then if 
avc are normally healthy in mind and in body, 
avc can perceive the falsity of his views, and 
accept the man's works for Avhat they are 
Avorth. 

Flaubert was a pessimist, living in a pes- 
simistic age, ar>d for the cause of his individual 
pessimism we have not far to seek. He was 
born in 1821, and until the age of eighteen lived 
in a hospital. Avherc his father was one of the 
head physicians. He was a dreamy, impres- 
sionable, sensitive child, and "his room over- 
looked a .court Avherc the invalids. walked, and.

our 'organs, and how better ascertain this than, 
bv trying it with the register of our chest? 
"Badly constructed sentences," said he, "never 
resist the test." If sentences are made to be 
read aloud, harmony is their ruling quality:' 
and from that spring these two laAvs; constant ' 
rencAval of forms, and suppression of 'all . 
rhyme, of all hiatus, and of all repetition. "The 
author in his work," wrote Flaubert, "should 
be like God in the universe, everywhere pres- 
ent, and nowhere visible. Art being only sec- 
ond to nature, its creator should exercise an- 
alagous methods, so that one feels in CA'cry 
atom, every aspect, a hidden, a limitless in- 
susceptibility of injury from external things."

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ROCK GARDENS 

By Charles Downing Lay in American Homes 
•• and Gardens. 

Rock gardens are more common and better 
in England than in America, or seem to be, if 
one can judge by the many excellent photo- 
graphs in English books and periodicals. It 
may be because all gardening is easier in that 
moist climate, but chiefly, I think, because 



planting is finished. The appearance should 
be rather that of an outcropping ledge covered 
with plants, than a pile of stones with plants 
growing between them. The artificial rock 
garden may start in the open and lead through 
a glade with trees on each side to give shade, 
but so far away ' that their roots cannot reach 
the beds. A natural glade with a brook would 
be a lovely place for our garden. 

The rock garden should never been seen 
next to a lawn. It is too fussy and lacks the

English people care more for gardening than 
we, who "love flowers," though not enough 
to spend much time or thought in growing 
them. 

The delight in gardening is a different and 
more serious and active passion than the love 
of flowers, and the last and highest expression 
of this delight is perhaps rock gardening, 
which demands all one's skill and knowledge, 
besides much patience and taste. It is more 
continually absorbing than the growing of 
roses, for instance, because the season is much 
longer, and the triumphs greater and less often 
attained. 

Anyone with some intelligence and much 
persistency can grow roses, but it takes much 
more than that, something akin to genius, to 
grow the rare plants of a rock garden. 

Cabbages and roses are simHar horticultur- 
al triumphs, and in perfection appeal to like 
natures, though in different strata of society! 

Rock gardening, on the other hand, appeals 
to a smaller number of people, who are more 
sensitive to the delicate charm of uncommon 
flowers. It is intimate and personal; jt'rrryst 
be done by hand, so to speak, and the labor is 
light, though the time actually given to it may 
be considerable. 

No one who can move about out of doors is 
too much of an invalid to enjoy the care of a 
rock garden, and no one who has ever had such 
a care, is willing to give it up to a gardener. 
It is too full of detail ; on too small a scale for 
any hired gardener, trained to grow roses and 
cabbages, to care for, unless he too be an en- 
thusiast and the garden is to be Kis and not 
your own. It is like golf: if you would enjoy 
the game you must play it yourself. 

The compensation for all this personal at- 
tention is a knowledge and keen enjoyment of 
the smaller and more beautiful flowering 
plants, things not commonly seen, and which 
must be seen close at hand, as they arc in a 
rock garden, to be fully enjoyed. 

Many of the plants which can be grown 
there are nearly impossible to grow in odier 
places, because they cannot endure crowding, 
or because they must have special and peculiar 
conditions provided for them. Many are above 
ground but a few weeks in each year, and in 
the large flower garden would inevitably be 
lost/ They are often rare, and come in poor 
condition, and must be nursed for a year or 
more, by shifting to different position, trying 
different soils, until they become established. 

Physically a rock garden is an attempt to ' 
provide each plant with its natural environ- 
ment, and this means approximations varying 
from a temperate desert to an alpine summit. 

The rock garden should be on natural rocks. 
Ugly piles of stone (rock work) on the lawn 
can never be a rock garden or anything but an 
eyesore. As a substitute for a natural ledge, 
large stones can be arranged in a sloping 
bank with some success in the imitation of 
natural conditions, as shown herewith in the 
plan and sections of a rock garden. Rough 
stones should be used rather than smooth 
boulders, and they must be firmly imbedded 
iti the earth so as to form small and deep com- 
partments or pockets. Each compartment 
must have loose stones in the bottom, for 
drainage, and must be filled with good earth 
sloping on the surface so that no water can 
stand on the ground in winter, but sloping so 
little that the beds will not wash or fail to soak 
up the water which falls on them in summer. 
Little of the stones should show when the 



repose which is necessary in the boundaries of 
a lawn. It should be hidden by shrubs such as 
rhododendrons, kalmias, azaleas, and the com- 
mon juniper (juniperus communis), with the 
Mugho pine, the yews and some of the slow 
growing or' dwarf spruces. These will all 
form a background for the rock garden and in- 
crease its isolation from the rest of the place. 
The rock garden is so different from ordinary 
features of a place that it will 'look trivial and 
messy unless the contrast be made complete 
by isolation, 

Turf walks with stepping stones for dewy 
mornings are nicest. There should be several 
rough stone seats— a stone table and a bird 
bath. A very small lawn not more than fifteen 
feet wide will be pleasant to sit on in warm 
weather and in the spring it will be full of 
crocuses and squills. 

Running water and a rude pool, partly hid- 
den by a large rhododendron, perhaps, will 
give moist air and shade for ferns, and various 
little mosses. In this one can fill the patering 
pot, or plungs the flowers while they, wait to be 
taken to the house. A pool for aquatics would 
not be good. Aquatic plants are too luxuriant 
and coarse to be in harmony with delicate 
things in the rock garden. 

A fireplace, if roughly built, might be one 
of the permanent features of the rock garden, 
and will be most convenient if near the table, as 
it will probably be used for boiling the tea 
kettle or making toast or simply for warming 
one's toes in winter. Charcoal or hard wood 
shavings make a quick and hot fire, much bet- 
ter for outdoors than an alcohol lamp. 

If a natural ledge" is to be used it should be 
stripped of all vegetation and soil. Then the 
loose stones can be taken up and arranged to 
make the pockets or depressions deeper and to 
provide better drainage. Taking up the soil 
is necessary so that one can see what '.he depth 
of pockets is and thus determine what to plant 
in them. One must not waste a deep bed on 
grough resisting plants, nor plant things which 
need moisture in a shallow bed. 

It should be a rule that no plant must de- 
pend on watering to live, even in the longest 
drought, though water to increase the luxuri- 
ancy of growth may be desirable! A hose 
connection will be very useful. 

The plants which can be grown in a rock 
garden are very numerous and there should be 
flowers there throughout the season, from the 
earliest snow drop or winter aconite to the last 
autumn crocus. 

There are many small shrubs which should 
find a place in the rock garen. Dwarf Rhodo- 
dendrons, Daphnes, Hypericum, Ledum, 
Pieris, Azaleas, will all do well and add much 
to variety of color and form. 

Of the ferns and bog plants which can be 
grown on rocks that are naturally wet and 
shades, it is impossible to speak in this short 
paper, but the possibilities in such a place are 
u nlimited. 

The rock garden should be carefully locat- 
ed on the way to some frequented place so that 
one will not fail to visit it several times a day, 
no matter how deeply engaged in other work. 
In such a place a few minutes can be stolen for 
weeding, or simply for visual enjoyment, which 
might not be possible if a special trip were 
necessary. 

My rock garden is on the way to the flower 
garden and vegetable garden, and is not much 
out of the way to the motor house, besides 
being the pleasantcst place for afternoon tea, 
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which is served on the low stone table, so we 
arc often there, and almost always when pass- 
ing through I stop to pull up a .weed or two, 
or to pick some flowers. Sometimes in the cool 
morning before breakfast the sun shines pleas- 
antly there, and I may spend a half hour fuss- 
ing with things — the. keenest pleasure of the 
day! 

Doing the work in this way it ceases to be 
work, and there is never a time except in April 
and September when a half day is devoted to 
it. 

On summer evenings we lie there with our 
backs to the warm stones, enjoying the sounds 
and fragrance of the night and watching the 
stars. Even in winter the rock garden has 
charm.

THE EFFECT OF COLORED LIGHT ON 
VEGETATION 

By Jacques Boyer in American Homes and 
Gardens. 

M. Flamrnarian for many years has been 
studying the effects of sunlight on vegetation. 
In his early experiments he had the assistance . 
of M. Georges Mathieu, and he is now working 
in collaboration with M. Julien Loisel, at the 
agricultural station of Juvisy, near Paris. 

In order to carry out these researches, 
which extend over considerable periods of time, 
he constructed four small forcing houses en- 
closed with glass. The' glass of one house, 
which is used to establish the effect of the total 
solar radiation as a standard of comparison, is 
colorless, and the other houses are glazed with 
red, green and dark blue glass respectively. 
All these colored glasses are very nearly 
monochromatic, as was proved by a careful 
examination with the spectroscope. Thus the 
experiments Were conducted in three well-sep- 
arated regions of the solar spectrum: the red 
end, the middle of the green nearly coincident 
with the color of the foliage of most plants, and 
the extreme blue just within the violet. This 
last color was selected because it was impos- 
sible to obtain violet glass of sufficiently good 
quality. 

The four houses are. placed side by side, 
as shown in the photograph, in identical 
meteorological conditions. In order to assure 
uniformity of temperature, each house is pro- 
vided with ventilating pipes, so arranged that 
the air jnoves from south to north, and no light 
is' admitted through the ventilators. 
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In general, it was found by M. Flatnniarion 
and his assistants that growth is promoted by 
red light. This fact was established in re- 
gard to plants belonging to families widely 
separated in the botanical series, from sensi- 
tive plants and lettuce, to begonias and oaks. 

Blue light, on the other hand, exerted 
scarcely any effect. For example] sensitive 
plants of the same age and height — about one 
inch — were planted in the four houses on Aug- 
ust i. Three months later the blue house 
plants had hardly grown, though they contin- 
ued to live in a latent and sluggish fashion. 
Meanwhile *he plants in the house with color- 
less glass had attained a height of four inches, 
and the plants under green glass had readied 
that of six inches. But the most remarkable 
growth had been made in the red house, where 
the average height of the plants exceeded six- 
teen inches. Moreover, the.- sensitiveness of 
the plants in the red house was increased to 
such a degree that the slightest movement or 
the lightest breath of air caused their leaves 
to close and even whole branches to droop. 
Tlie plants in the blue house, on the contrary, 
had almost completely lost their sensitiveness. 

Similar, though less marked, effects were 
observed with begonias, geraniums, pansies, 
strawberry plants, oak seedlings, etc. In the 
blue house, strawberries remained edible, and 
almost unchanged from May to October. This 
result is of great practical importance, for it 
indicates the possibility of accelerating or re- 
tarding the growth of vegetables and the ripen-' 
ing of fruits by the employment of red or blue 
glass. The variously colored rays affected oaks 
somewhat differently from the other plants. 
The seedlings exposed to red light made the 
most rapid. growth of all, but the plants in the 



blue house grew more rapidly than the plants 
under either green or white glass. 

Acorns, were planted in pots, at a uniform 
depth of one and a half inches, on March 6, 
1905, and ten of the pots were placed in each 
of the four houses. Five plants made their ap- 
pearance in the white, and the same number 
in the red house, but only three in the blue and 
two in the green. On September 26, 1906, the 
average heights in inches of the plants in the 
various houses were as follows: Red, i"]Yi\ 
blue, io l / 2 ; white, 6 l / 2 ; green, Thus the 
plants under red glass were four times as high 
as the plants under green glass. Furthermore, 
at the end of February, 1907, all the foliage of 
the oaks in the white house had turned yel- 
low, while only a few leaves had turned in the 
red house, and the foliage of the young trees 
in the green and blue houses 'remained bright 
green. In October, 1907, the colors of the foli- 
age in all the houses remained as they were in 
February. The growth of male ferns exhibited 
certain peculiarities. Very little growth was 
made under blue, green or colorless glass, 
while in the red house the plants developed 
rather more rapidly, but their stems were 
blanched. . Lettuce plants in the red house 
sent up 'stalks five feet in height, while the 
plants under white glass remained headed, 
and only two feet high. 

vScveral objections, however, suggest them- 
selves in regard to this method of experiment. 
In the first place, the intensity of illumination 
is different in each house, the white house be- 
ing the lightest and the blue house the dark- 
est. Secondly, the temperature is subject to 
a similar variation, the highest temperature 
having been observed under the colorless glass, 
and the lowest under the blue. Now, there 
are for each species a temperature and a de- 
gree of illumination which are the most favor- 
able for the growth of the plant. 

In order to separate the effects produced by 
the three factors, color, illumination and tem- 
perature, M. Flammarion repeated the experi- 
ments described above, employing screens to 
moderate the temperature and illumination in 
certain cases. By this means he succeeded in 
making the temperature and illumination of the 
red house equal to those of the white house. 
The luminous intensities were measured with 
vapor actinometers and Crookes' radiometers. 
The temperatures of the soil were obtained by 
means of self-registering spirit thermometers, 
the bulbs of which were buried to depths of 
10, 20/ 30 and 60 inches, and a horizontal self- 
registering instrument gave the temperature of 
the surface. 

It was thus shown that the differences in 
growth in the foregoing statement could not 
have been due to differences in temperature, 
for the comparatively low temperature of the 
blue house was the most favorable to growth. 
Even here the thermometer sometimes rose to 
40 deg. C, (104 deg. F.), a temperature higher 
than commonly -used in horticulture; while 
those between 45 and 50 deg. C. (113 and 122 
deg. F.), which were occasional^ observed 
under the wdiite and red glasses, appear unfa- 
vorable to vegetation. After the addition of 
the screens, the differences between the tem- 
peratures of the houses never exceeded 3 deg. 
C. (\37.4 deg. F.). In the second series of ex- 
periments, as in the first, the plants in the red 
house grew much more rapidly than those in 
the wdiite, although the temperature was about 
the same in both. The radiometer showed 
that the illumination -was the same in the 
screened white house and in the unscreened 
red house. Hence the -increased growth under 
the red glass must be attributed to a specific 
action of the red rays. M. Flammarion has 
also succeeded in modifying the forms, sizes 
and colors of flowers and leaves, and the per- 
fumes of flowers, by the employment of col- 
ored glasses. 

Geranium leaves, for example, lost their 
circular russet markings, and became large, 
deeply incised and pale green under red glass, 
nearly circular and dark green under the blue, 
and small and very pale under the green. Sim- 
ilar results were obtained with fruits, including 
peaches, apples and cherries. 

In regard to the development of perfumes 
under the influenccof colored rays, M. Flam- 
marion observed a great increase in fragrance 
of strawberries under red glass. Flowers of 
Crassula exposed to the open air, either in 
sunshine or in shade, possess little fragrance, 
but flowers of the same individual plant covcr- 



der all the colored glasses, especially the blue. 
As the nutrition of plants depends to a great 
degree in the development of their roots, it is 
evident that the plants in the white glass house 
derive most nutriment from.; the soil. This 
partly explains the lack of vigor observed in 
the plants of all the colored glass houses. M. 
Flammarjon has observed differences in 
height, vegetative activity, strength, sensitive- 
ness, coloration and'even anatomical structure, 
in plants exposed to light of different colors. 
The plants raised under white glass, for exam- 
ple, had the strongest stems, containing the 
greatest number of woody fibres, the best- 
formed and most numerous thlck-walled cells, 
and the smallest pith. 

Finally, MM. Flammarion and Loisel have 
made some new discoveries in regard to the 
accumulation of albuminoids in plants. They 
planted beans in pots, which were exposed to 
the open air until the flowers had been fertil- 
ized, and were then distributed equally among 
the four glass houses. On the same day, some 
of the young pods, which were then less than 
one inch long, were analyzed. The total nitro- 
gen was found equal to 4.5 per cent, and the 
albuminoid nitrogen to 0.276 per cent of the 
dry weight. Analyses of fully-developed pods, 
taken from the various houses one month later, 
gave the following results:

Percentage of albumin-

These figures show that the proportion of 
nitrogen is increased under colored glass, and 
that the greatest increase is produced by those 
rays which least affect the formation and ac- 
tivity of chlorophyll. The crop was normal 
under white and red glass (although the plants 
Avere blanched by the latter), and poor under 
the green and the blue glass. 



WINDOW BOXES 



Window boxes are a striking addition to 
any house, whether in the city or the country. 
They seem a little more lovely in the city, how- 
ever, where their brilliant color adds so much 
gaiety to a sometimes dull and monotonous 
street. They are a consolation to the dwellers 
in the house and a positive beneficence to the 
public. The owner who maintains window 
boxes on his city house when he himself is 
away, gives evidence of high citizenship and 
shows consideration for fellow-men less for- 
tunate than he. 

It is a pity that city houses must be closed 
in summer, for there is little more dreary than 
a house with dusty windows showing nothing 
but green shades within. If the windows could 
only be open, with gay colored curtains flut- 
tering from them, and brilliantly striped awn- 
ings, and flourishing plants in the window 
boxes, how different and how picturesque our 
cities would be in summer! 

In the country, too, window boxes are at- 
tractive and may be filled with a greater vari- 
ety of plants, than in the city, if one cares to 
take the trouble of frequently changing them. 
Any flowering plant whose roots are not too 
large may be transplanted to the window box, 
left there until its beauty is passed, when it can 
be replaced by something else. 

When the window sills are broad, as they 
usually arc on stone houses, a box sufficiently 
large can be placed on the sill and will need 
no fastening. On a wooden house, however, 
there will not be room on the sill, and the. 
blinds could not be closed, so 'the boxes must 
be supported on wooden brackets below the 
window. 

The boxes must have holes in the bottom 
for drainage, and must be filled with good 
potting soil on top of a layer of spagnum moss 
or potsherds, also for drainage. 

The color of the flowers should.*be chosen 
with some regard for the color of the house. 
Pink geraniums rather than red, with a brick 
house, seems an elementary canon of taste, but 
is often violated. 

Nasturtiums, either the dwarfs for the back 
of the box, or the climbing kinds planted in 
front so that they will hang over,| are very sat- 
isfactory.

1 never thought of their being -on the earth!" 

It may therefore interest many of the 
readers of this Magazine 'to know that the 
Desert of the Exodus has an actual existence 
upon the face of the earth, and that the route 
of the Exodus is being mapped and studied 
and photographed by enthusiastic scholars 
and travellers with results as interesting ami 
as brilliant in their way as attended the mod- 
ern exploration of the Holy Land and Egypt. 

It brings the doings of the Children of 
Israel in the Pentateuch much closer to mod- 
ern life when we realize that the route of the 
Exodus is cut in its first section by the Suez 
Canal, one of the greatest enterprises on our 
planet, and that the .Mecca Pilgrimage Rail- 
way follows that route in its upper stretches 
from a' point near the Red Sea, Zalmonch, 
northward for more than to miles through 
Edom and Moab, and again from Rabbath 
Amnion another 62 miles to Edrei, once the 
capital of Og, King of Bashan (Numbers 21 : 
33), but now a railroad centre where the three 
lines, from the seacoast at Carmel, from Da- 
mascus and from .Mecca meet. 

Many will be surprised to learn that a 
telegraph wire now stretches through the 
desert from Suez to Tor. a little port just be- 
low Mount Sinai; that another wire connects 
Damascus via Maan with Akaba opposite 
Ezion-gebcr on the Red Sea; that a steam 
launch now navigates the Dead Sea and the 
Jordan River below Jericho, and that Thomas 
Cook & Son have added "Sinai and the Desert 
of the Exodus, Kdom. and Moab" to their 
wall signs and tourist routes. 

A Day for Each Year of the Exodus 

It lias just been the great privilege of the 
writer, in company with Dr. John P. Gouclier. 
of the Woman's College of Baltimore, and 
Mr. S. Earl Taylor, of New York, to follow the 
route nf the Children of Israel from Egypt 
through the Sinaitic Peninsula, Mount Seir. 
Edom and Moab, Amman and the Jabok. It 
was a journey, of about a thousand miles on 
camels and horses, and occupied about .|0 
days — a day fur each vear of the Exodus. We 
camped literally within the Old Testament, 
pitching our tents 32 limes between the Nile 
and the Jordan. It was a physical review 
of some <>f the greatest events and characters 
in human history. 

There'' was a strange thrill in dating let- 
ters from "The Jabbok (Gen. 32:22)," where 
Jacob wrestled with the angel; from "The 
Nile (Gen. 41:1," where Joseph first came 
into contact with Pharaoh ; from "Sinai (Exo- 
dus 33:1 1 1." where Jehovah spake with .Moses 
face to face, and from "N'ebo ( Dent. 34:6)." 
in the land of Moab. where Moses had his 
only view ol the Promised Land, and where 
"the angels of God upturned the sod for that 
lonely anil unknown grave." W hile it can- 
not be insisted too sharply that the Exodus 
is no imaginary journey, there is a sense in 
which the old lady was right, for so many of 
these events and places belong to the geo- 
graphy of the human soul in its exile, its bon- 
dage, its wanderings, its glimpses of the 
Promised Land, and its return to home and 
heaven at last. 

Crossing the Suez arm of the Red Sea and 
journeying "ihree days in the wilderness," 
we spent a quiet Sabbath among "the palms 
of I'.lim" and drank from its "springs of 
water." Another six days' journey carried us 
along "by the Red Sea." through "the wilder- 
ness of sin," past Rcphidim to .Mount Sinai, 
on whose sublime summits we spent a part 
of our second sabbath. Another live camps 
carried us down from Sinai past Hazeroth, 
through the "wilderness of Paran," and well 
up along the coast of the Gull" of Akaba to 
Elath. and Ezion-gebcr. 

Crossing the great cleft of the Araba south 
of the Dead Sea, we climbed into the moun- 
tains of Edom and from the summit of the 
traditional Mount Nor had, like Aaron, out- 
first glimpse of the Promised Land. Then 
followed a scries of camps by the. Anion, along 
the breezy plateaus of Moab, culminating in 
a never-to-be-forgotten Sabbath on Nebo it- 
' self, with its matchless view embracing so 



,/ind. 

There is good authority for an entire stop- 
page of the How of the Jordan by a landslide 
near Tell ed-Damiek during the 13th century, 
and those who saw people walk across the 
brink of Niagara Falls', when the river bed 
was almost dry by reason of an ice gorge 
above, will not tarry long on the passage of 
. the Jordan. 

' After we left Eiim and were approaching 
the seacoast one. of our' cameleers suddenly 
rushed ahead of us some 25 yards and a mom- 
ent ..later returned . with a live quail in .his 
hands which he had' just; caught. This event 
occurring- at the very region where the Chil- 
dren of Israel were so abundantly fed by. the 
(locks' of quails, wearied by their (light- over 
the Akaba arm of the Red Sea .was a wholly 
'unexpected exemplification! of the phenom- 
enon of the Bible. It was the same cast wind 
blowing over the same sheet of water into 
the maze of valleys that brought us our quail 
so weary as to be easily caught by the Bedawy 
of today. There is abundant confirmation from 
other' sources that our experience was by no 
• means unique. _ ', .

the real owners, the Jews, are scattered over 
the face of the earth. It is a small and unim- 
portant-looking laud upon a map of the world, 
and yet so great in human history. After 
N'ebo came some lovely camps by the quiet 
waters of the Jabbok, among the woody glades 
of Gilead, on the "stormy banks" of the Jor- 
dan, which marks the close of the Exodus and 
the beginning of the conquest of Canaan.. 
The Problem of the Exodus 
The problem of the Exodus, necessarily 
difficult in itself, has been complicated by a 
misreading of the Bible, by the confusion oi 
mental processes and ideas which belong to 
other lands and centuries, by absolute mis- 
conceptions gained through art and song, am! 
by the exaggeration of a number of subsidiary 
and minor problems which vanish with the 
first breath of the desert air. Many are apt to 
think of the Children of 'Israel as spending 
40 years on the road to Canaan, .but as a 
matter of fact "30 of these years were spent 
in camp and only one year was consumed in 
covering the entire journey of 1,100 miles be- 
tween Raamses and the River Jordan." 

Others are apt to think of the Exodus 1 as 
having occurred In such a remote, and vaguely 
indefinite past that we can never know any- 
thing ; accurate of , its exact location in time. 

While authorities .have differed to the ex- 
tent of too or even 200 years, yet it is certain 
that each Jresh examination of the problem in 
the light of the most recent discoveries brings 
us closer to the actual dates. There are great 
difficulties in settling all dates for events. the 
other side of the Christian era,, but the data 
for Bible dates are superior to all other human 
records. Scholars have followed up ingen- 
ius clues, have made such good use of known 
astronomical facts and the unbroken sequence 
of Jewish feasts, that they venture to fix not 
only the year, but even the month and the day 
when the Children of Israel left Raameses in 
the land of Egypt, ami also the date of the 
crossing of the Jordan and their entrance into 
the Promised Land. 

Great confusion of thought has gathered 
round the words "miracle" and "supernatural." 
Asa recent writer has well-said. "Everything 
we admire is literally a miracle," and among 
primitive people of all nations almost any- 
thing unusual was taken as "a sign and a won- 
der." "To most ages of mankind there has 
been no dividing line between the natural and 
non-natural : so much is inexplicable to the 
untrained mind that no trouble was taken ,0 
define whether an event would happen in the 
natural course or not." We modern thinkers 
have practically abolished the distinction be- 
tween the "natural" and the "supernatural." 
but many fail to realize that we have done 
greater violence to the "natural" than to the 
"supernatural." We now distinguish sharply 
between the co-natural and the non-natural 
and make less use of the "supernatural" be- 
cause of the confusion of mind occasioned by 
its mistaken uses. 

The Appearance of Quail, the Stoppage of the 
Jordan, and the Wonders of the Exodus 
Confirmed by Present Conditions 

"A strong east wind drives the Red Sea 
back; another wind blows up a Hock of quails; 
cutting a rock brings a water supply to view, 
and the writers of these accounts record such 
matters as wondrous benefits of the timely 
action of natural causes." Modern believers 
in Divine Providence', and no one can accept 
either the blind-chance theory of the universe 
or that we are helpless automata, see incon- 
testable • evidence of God's care in the coinci- 
dence of these wonderful events with the. des- 
perate needs of the Children of Israel. With 
more light from many sources we shall modify 
our conceptions of many of these occurrences, 
but the facts will stand as long as the granite 
cliffs of Sinai. 

The passage of the Suez arm of the Red 
Sea at the outset, the appearance of the quails, 
and the crossing of the Jordan forty years 
later are by no means the greatest difficulties 
and vyonders of the Exodus. Those who have - 
wandered over the sand dunes of the desert, 
have lost themslvcs among- the shallow la- 
goons, and have watched the rise and fall of 
the tides among the inlets about Suez will have 
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Oraieway to xne Stairway to the Top of the 
Mountain of the Law 

Peninsula, which does not seem to have chang- 
ed since 5000 B. C, has an all-important bear- 
ing upon the population before the days of 
the Exodus, and a no less important bearing 
upon the numbers of the Children of Israel 
who went out at that time. There are many 
separate lines of argument and research con- 
verging upon the commonly accepted figures 
which must reduce them to but a small por- 
tion of the 3,000,000 often spoken of. 
The- Army of 600,000 Fighting Men Impossible 
The climatic conditions being unaltered, 
the ancient population must have been about 
the same as that of today, 5.000 or 6,000 peo- 
ple. If the Children of Israel were about equal- 
ly matched with their enemies at Rcphidim 
then there could not have been 600,000 light- 
ing men. The land of Goshen, at the mouth 
of the Wady Tumilat, included an area of not 
more than 60 to <So square miles, and could not 
have supported more than 20.000 people at 
the utmost. 600,000 lighting men would imply 
at least 3.000,000 people, which would equal 
if not exceed the whole population of the del- 
ta, and there is no trace of such a depopu- 
lation of this section of Egypt at the date re- 
. quired. 

'I'he crux of the figure, however, comes in 
the two census lists in Numbers 1 and XVI. 
'I nose who are interested in the most modern 
solution of this difficulty will find the full 
statement in Petrie's Researches in Sinai, 
where the word "thousand" is taken to mean 
"group" or "family," and the results in figures 
reveal some startling mathematical facts. 

While in Sinai we inquired carefully of the 
monks concerning the rainfall, and the head 
of the monastery, who has lived there since 
1866, a period of 43 years, told us that not in- 
frequently there were periods of three and 
four years in which no rain' fell. The winter 
of 1907-ott was one of "much snow," but the 
total fall did not exceed 20 inches. Up to 
February 27. 1909, neither rain nor snow had 
fallen during the winter of 190S-09. 

Moses 

The problem of the large numbers is in- 
timately connected with che problem of the 
documents. Too much h;,s been made of the 
composite nature of the Pentateuch and whol- 
lv erroneous conclusions drawn frorn frag- 
mentary data. The best Egyptologists now 
accept Moses as the historical character, ami 
his education of Egypt makes it certain that 
he and those about him were well accustom- 
ed to writing. They also accept the fact that 



exodus from there to Palestine took place. 

The duplications and variations in the text 
of Genesis and Exodus (once the despair of 
the litcralisrs ) are now seen to be "the strong- 
est proofs that written documents were be- 
fore' the editors of 'the. Pentateuch, and that 
they were' so aiicicnt'and revered that n'odinii 
ficatiou was 'to be tolerated. This fact, itself 
opens the door for a correction of the figures 
of the Exodus on exactly the same . basis as 
other figures have been modified in the Old 
Testament text: Those who have examined 
the oldest manuscripts of the Bible", and have 
faced the known difficulties of transmission 
by copyists and translators through a few cen- 
turies, " will . have little difficulty in accepting 
emendations proposed and forced upon us by 
incontestable facts from other sources . 

The impressions of the writer, after the 
most careful thought of the problem of the 
numbers, is this: To lead any number' of 
people through the Peninsula of Sinai under 
the circumstances of the Exodus was oiie of 
the greatest undertakings of human history. 
To have lerl 3,000,000, with their Hocks and 
cattle, was a physical impossibility, and would 
have involved an unbroken series of miracles 
far beyond the claims of the -most ardent sup- 
porters of the "miraculous" in the series in 
which that word has been used and abused, 
lint the writers of the Pentateuch make no 
such claims as this would certainly involve, 
'fhe reduction of the numbers, for perfectly 
justifiable considerations, relieves the situa- 
tion of its most perplexing elements and brings 
the whole .movement well within historical 
limits without one iota from the divinely or- 
dered plan. ' . . ,, 

Critics seated thousands of miles away. in 
distance and three thousand years later in tune 
have formulated doubts and queries, have 
raised imaginary difficulties which vanish into 
thin air when jhc observant traveller enters 
the almost changeless Peninsula of Sinai with 
the Bible in his hand. Some have gone so far 
as to deny that the inspired writers had the 
Sinai region in mind at all. Nothing could be 
more gratuitous and farther from the truth, 
'fhe Bible writers plainly knew that country 
as well as George Washington ever knew the 
country between Boston and Yorkton, and 
the writer, after 26 years in Bible lands and 
many journeys into these more remote por- 
tions, '-would record his convictions that the 
geography of the Bible fits the land as the 
key fits" the "lock, and each succeeding gen- 
eration of men will realize' this more clearly. 
The Route of the Exodus 
The Bible record is complete as to the 
route of the Exodus, but many fail to realize 
this because the History of the journey is 
scattered through six of the Old Testament 
books, the record changing back aiid forth 
from one place to another nearly 100 times, 
dr. W. S.d Iuchincloss, C, E., in his little 
booklet "To Canaan in One Year" has made 
a scholarly and valuable contribution to the 
problem of the Exodus in assembling and 
harmonizing all the Bible references and il- 



taken into account; hence the- course shown 
•is topographically correct." This map and ac- 
companying letter-press was one of the most 
valuable hooks of reference that wc carried 
with us into the wilderness. 

In general it may be said that the first 
section of, the route from Raameses to Sinai 
is known perfectly and the recovery of most 
of the ancient names simply a. matter of time. 
The fourth and last section of the route from 
Elath, on the Gulf of Akaba; to Jericho is also 
well 'known and it is of enchanting interest 
to note that on this section all the most prom- 
inent towns" mentioned in the books of Exo- 
dus and Numbers retain their ancient names 
till this present hour. ' Maan, Dibon, Madcba, 
Hcshbon, Amman, Edrei, Kenath, Salchad and 
Jericho are all found on .our modern maps and 
arc well-known towns to travellers in ,thal 
region. It is perhaps not too much to say 
that on the first and last sections nine-tenths 
of the ancient names wilLbe recovered cling- 
. ing to the ruins and valleys and mountains of 
those, regions:- - : - •. 

The second section of the route,, between 
Sinai and Ezion-geber, is now well known, 
but because it is an almost uninhabited desert 
the recovery of the ancient names has not pro- 
gressed so far. But several of the more im- 
portant locations have been fixed and: we have 
pleasure in presenting on pages. 1034A5 some 
unique views of Hazeroth and the country 
• about. Ezion-geber (Akaba). :'.'•'•:'• 

The loop ' section of the route from Ezion- 
geber into the Wilderness of the Wander- 
ing and back to Elath is the least well-explor- 
ed portion/It contains the well-known" names 
of Kadesh Barnea and Mount Horr, where 
Aaron died and was buried. Thirty-eight years 
of the 'journey were spent' about Kadesh, and 
it is - here, if anywhere, that actual remains 
of the Exodus will some day be- found. The 
site' of Kadesh Barnea has been made the sub- 
ject of dispute, but it is almost certain that 
the modern Ain Kadis, with its copious spring, 
several wells and pools, is really the ancient 
Kadesh. An equally vigorous dispute still con- 
tinues concerning the identification of Mount 
Hor; Mr. Auchincloss accepts the Jebel Ma- 
dura,' not far- front Kadesh, but tradition as 
: old as Josephus; accepted by Jerome and sup- 
ported by the unanimous tradition's 'o{ the 
Mohammedan and Jewish writers identify 
Mount Llor with Jebel Neby Harun about six 
miles south of Petra. The Petra Mount Hor 
is by far. the most imposing.ouojmtain l/5>9°° 
, feet)- and -the ..view from its summit- embraces 
more of the Promised Laud than Aaron: could 
have seen from Jebel Madura. ■ . 

Out of about 80 place names on or near 
the route as plotted by Mr. Auchincloss, at 
least 40- are known and identified with , all 
certainty; ten more tentatively .located ; an- 
other ten have been conjectured, leaving only 
15 or 20 of . minor importance that arc practi- 
cally lost. . Ancient names often itinerate with 
the" changing' currents of human life about 
a certain locality so that many of the names 
now uncertain will be picked up clinging to 
natural features or obscure ruins.

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triangular region between the two arms of 
the northern end of the Red Sea. A line drawn 
from Suez to Akaba, a distance of 150 miles 
through, the desert, forms the northern side of 
the triangle. The other two sides arc bounded 
by. the Gulf of Suez and the Gulf of Akaba. 
The Gulf of Suez, the longer arm, sweeping 
toward the southeast for a distance of about 
200 miles, lies in the trough-like depression 
which separates Africa from Asia, and to- 
gether with the Suez Canal forms one of the 
greatest waterways of the earth. The other 

' arm, trie Gulf of Akaba, extends north by west 
for 140 miles, being a continuation of the most 
remarkable rift upon our planet, that of the 
Dead Sea and the Jordan Valley. 

The area of this triangle, the Peninsula 
proper, is a little less than 10,000 square miles. 
It is one vast desert relieved by a few oases 
along the seacoast and deep among the net- 
work of rocky valleys. In the north and along 
both scacoasts are vast stretches of sand which 
forever shift before the winds from land and 
sea. Further inward arc stony plateaus and 
great wastes of sand glistening with salt. 
The Huge Granite Range of Sinai is One of 
the Most Impressive Sights of Earth 
But just south of the centre of the Penin- 
sula, like a great light-house between the con- 
tinents, rises the huge granite range of Sinai 
to a height of over 8,500 feet. The triple peaks 
of Serbal (6,730 feet), Musa (7,363 feet), and 
Catharine (8,536 feet) all lie within a circle 
whose diameter is not more than 25 miles. 
Geographically this mass of primeval gneiss 
and 'granite, or "in more precise terminology, 
of colorless quartz, flesh-colored felspar, green 
horneblende, and black slate/' is one of the 
most impressive sights of our earth. Since the 
days of creation these crystalline masses have 
undergone no geological changes but have 
reared their summits above the ocean from 
the beginnings of time, unaffected by the 
transitions that have so completely changed the 
face of our planet elsewhere. 

Only at their bases do these venerable 
mountains show any traces of alteration where 
the waves and the winds of the ages have 
crushed and ground their fadeless elements 
into colored sands which filled the geological 
gulfs and bays of the Jordan rift and made 
possible the beauties of Petra and all that 
region. Rising majestically from the encircling 
setting of desert and sea the whole mass is 
cleft and rifted and shattered into a fascin- 
ating tangle of sublime valleys, towering 

. cliffs, awful precipices, and magnificent peaks 
which roll like billows far up into the crys- 
talline blue of the heavens. 

Long before the days of the Exodus this 
range was known as Horcb, or the Mountain 
of Sod, and into this maize of divine handi- 
work the Children of Israel were led only 
forty days or more after they had quitted 
the bondage of Egypt on the banks of the 
Nile. Here among these sublime valleys and 
majectic granite peaks they rcpiained eleven 
onths while Moses, under God's guidance, 
transformed the mass of Hebrew slaves into 
Israel, the Chosen People, the miracle of hu- 
man history.

•Of course these mountain peaks and val- 
leys have been encrusted with legends and 
shrines, but somewhere here within a little 
circle of 30' miles took place many of the most 
important transactions of human history in 
closest contact with God. The announcement 
of the Coveant, the manifestation of God's 
presence, the giving of the Ten Command- 
ments, and the setting up of the Tabernacle 
are events that loom large in the history and 
the destiny of the race. Here among the in- 
describable beauties and grandeur of these 
granite mountains Moses laid the foundations 
of a civil code and instituted a complete form 
of religious worship. 

It is no accident that the promulgation of 
the Divine Law, the fundamental principles 
of all the best moral and legal systems of the 
world, are linked with the' oldest geological 
formation uf our planet. There is a magnifi- 
cent correspondence between the granite cliffs 
of Sinai and the unchangeable walls of moral 
truths. 

The Inhabitants of Sinai 
The Peninsula of Sinai is a desert in which 
its dwindling inhabitants wander in search 
of food and water. All told the Bedouin do not 
number more than 600 souls. They are di- 
vided into four main tribes ; are headed, not 
ruled over, by sheikhs who represent their 
followers before the government and who act 
as judges and referees in the never-ending 
disputes. These Bedouin dwell in miserable 
tents, which are always pitched in lonely val- 
leys and away from the routes of passers-by. 
When travellers enter the Peninsula the news 
is spread by means as mysterious as the wire- 
less, and hungry fellows with their lean camels 
hasten from every tribe and wrangle for days 
and even weeks over the right and privilege 
to share in the transport of the traveller and 
his outfit. 

Our group of 16 was led by Sheikh Ham- 
madi. Me was a wide-awake fellow and got 
about as much work out of such raw material 
as any one could have expected; Their habits 
of life, their never-ending and tireless powers 
of conversation, their dress, their food, their 
preparations for the night within the circle 
of their camel harness around a little fire was 
a fascinating subject of study. 

The Peninsula must always have been thin- 
ly populated because so scantly supplied with 
water and means of subsistence. The present 
population would average only one person to 
every two square miles (compare Switzer- 
land with 200 to the square mile, New Jersey 
with, 250, and Oklahoma with 10), and they 
live largely on supplies from Egypt and the 



proccqds of escorting Greek pilgrims to Sinai. 
Politically they now belong to Egypt. They 
arc tent dwellers even though they do 'build 
rude stone huts at certain of the oases where 
they gather for a month" at .the time of the 
date harvest. It is not too much to say that 
the only permanent habitations in all the Pen- 
insula are the fortress-monastery at Sinai and 
its dependency at Tor, on the Red Sea, and 
these are occupied by Ionian Greek monks. 
». The route from Suez to Sinai is a nine 
days' journey on camels. Travellers usually 
make a short half day to the Wells of Moses, 
the first oasis four hours beyond Suez. Then 
follows a waterless tract of three days' jour- 
ney to Elim, and no one ever , making this 
trip will fail to realize what was meant by 
the oft-repeated request to Pharaoh that the 
Children of Israel be allowed to go a "three 
days' journey into the wilderness" with theii 
wives and children and their cattle to sacri- 
fice. Elim with its wells of water and palm 
trees, unchanged to this present clay and with- 
out human habitation, was the first possible 
stopping place after the edge of the desert 
had been crossed. 

Turquoise Mines Worked 4,500 Years Ago 

Two days beyond Elim we visited the 
famous turquoise mines of Mcgnara, where 
the Egyptians mined as early as the Fourth 
Dynasty (2500 B. C). more "than 4,500 years 
ago, and left a curious collection of rock carv- 
ings and tablets which have been of priceless 
value in their bearing upon Egyptian chron- 
ology. It was a wild desert valley in which 
the poor convicts worked under the lash.. The 
mines at various elevations above the floor 
of the valley were dug into the mineral-bear- 
ing strata sometimes for hundreds of feet. At: 
least two unsuccessful efforts have been made 
in modern times by foreigners to reopen these 
mines and some of the Bedouin arc still at 
work digging and searching in a primitive way 
for the bits of green malachite which they 
offer for sale in Suez and Cairo. ' •• . 

Two days beyond the mines carried us 
to the oasis of Firan, rightly designated "The 
Pearl of Sinai," the most fertile tract and one 
of the most interesting spots in the whole 
Peninsula. This will be treated of in a special 
article at a later date and illustrated with 
a unique series of photographs. 

The Monastery of St. Catherine 

Our camp in the Oasis of Firan was at 
an elevation of about 2,100 feet, and in the 
following two days we crossed the watershed 
beyond Wady Sahab, at an elevation of 3,- 
900 feet, and made a slight descent before our 
last climb over Nagb cl-Hawa (4,900 feet) to 
the Plain of cr-Rahah, which most scholars 
have regarded as the camping place of the 
Israelites while waiting for the giving of the 
Law. The two panoramic views from the 
upper end and the centre of the plain with 
Jebcl Musa or the mountain of the Law, tow- 
ering in . the centre of the picture, are among 
the most sublime mountain prospects in the 
world. This is the mountain that was envel- 
oped in clouds and lightning reverberating 
with thunder, a mountain that- could be touch- 
ed, while Moses tarried on its summit and 
the people waited' below. And just to the left 
of this peak. Jebol Sufsaf, is the valley of the 
Deir, in which stands the monastery of St. 
Catherine, the goal of our long journey and one 
of the most fascinating places in human his- 
tory. 

About the middle of the fourth century 
when the Byzantine Christians began the ex- 
ploitation of the holy places the Peninsula of 
Sinai was peopled by anchorites and coenobites 
who were bound by a common monastic rule. 
Traces of their occupation are found in all the 
mountain valleys dating from the massacres 
which attended the Saracen invasion. The only 
spot in the Peninsula which was not sub- 
merged in the advancing tide of Islam is the 
monastery of St. Catherine, which thus be- 
comes interesting as a relic of those early 
Christian centuries. 

This picturesque monastery standing in a 
sublime valley of the Sinai group occupies the 
site of a fort built by the Emperor Justinian 
in 527 A. D. It is a hoary pile of old buildings, 
entirely enclosed by a high wall on one side of 
which toward the mountain a few old rusty 
cannon still do sentinel duty. A lower wall en- 
closes the adjoining delightful gardens which 
have been wrung by incessant toil from the 
rocky mountain side below. The fortress- 
monastery has witnessed many a thrilling 
event in history, has vvitnstood many an at- 
tack and siege, and bears the marks inside and 
out of its stormy history. 

The present entrance for all purposes, af- 
ter the traveler has been admitted to an outer 
courtyard, is a low door with two sharp turns 
within the passageway and capable of being 
barricaded successfully against the most de- 
termined invader. At the first sign of dan- 
ger this door is still closed and partially walled 
up, and then the only means of entrance and 
exit is the windlass, 2^-inch rope, and the 
basket which is let down from a portcullis on 
the high wall towards the north. This primi- 
tive elevator is in good- working order and is a 
grim reminder of the strenuous conditions of 
life through all the passing centuries. 

Its Famous Library 

The monastery is now a pilgrim shrine of 
the Greek orthodox church and under the pro- 
tection of Russia is safe from molestation. Out 
of its now famous library came the "Codex 
Sinaiticus," easily the most precious 'of all 
Bible manuscripts in existence It was dis- 
covered by Tischendorf, a German scholar in 
1844, and dates from the fourth century. Alex- 
ander II. of Russia succeeded in purchasing 
this priceless manuscript and it was carried to 
St. Petersburg in 1869. 

The kindly monks, now about 30 in num- 
ber, arc all Ionian Greeks and live under a 
very sjevere monastic rule. The accommoda- 
tions of the monastery are sorely taxed by the 
bands of Russian pilgrims, sometimes 100 in 



number, which come from Suez once or twice 
a year. ' , 
' The* main church is an early Christian ba- 
silica containing a wealth of detail and sym- 
bolism of intense interest to the archaeologist. 
The oldest part of the structure is undoubtedly 
"The Chapel of the Burning Bush," said to 
mark the spot where God appeared to Moses, 
All visitors are obliged to remove their shoes 
before entering. The dim light scarcely re- 
veals the wealth of porclain, chased silver," fres- 
co, and handsomely wrought lamps. 

A ray of the sun is said to enter this sanc- 
tuary once a year only, gaining admit- 
tance through a cleft in the mountain ridge on

the opposite side of the valley. With a fine 
sentimentality the monks have erected a large 
cross on the mountain , ridge; so that the 
shadow of the cross must touch this site of 
the Burning Bush once a year, and the ridge is 
called The Mountain of the Cross. 

Behind the church is the well from which 
Moses is said to have watered the flocks of 
Jethro, and where he met his future wife. 
The Mountain of the Law 

But the great shrine is the ascent of Jebcl 
Musa, the Mountain of the Law, which rises, 
2,350 feet above and behind the monastery. 
The pilgrimage steps, said to be 3,000 in num- 
ber, are broken at many points, but still form 
an impressive ascent to the noble mountain 
top. There is a shrine to the Virgin Mary and 
a chapel to the Prophet Elijah on the way up. 
At one narrow passage still exists a gateway 
where pilgrims formerly made final confes- 
sion before being allowed to tread the way 
to the summit sacred to Moses, and made for- 
ever holy by the giving of the Law. 

The :view from the top is wild and impos- 
ing beyond the power of any pencil or camera. 
The other peaks of this Sinai group cut' the 
heavens in every direction, a tangle of smaller 
mountains and valleys lie almost at one's feet, 
while far beyond in clear weather a Bit' of the 
Red Sea and the greater part of the Gulf of 
Akaba arc visible. On the way down a detour 
can be made to the traditional cleft connected 
with the giving of the law, through which we 
get a splendid view of the Plain of cr-Rahnh. 
where all the Children of Israel could have 
stood within full view of the Peak Ras Sufsaf 
and have heard, from its lower slopes, the hu- 
man voice of the Law-giver cutting ihrough 
that wondrous desert air. 

Beyond Sinai the route of the Exodus, with- 
in the Peninsula, is fixed beyond a peradven- 
turc by the configuration of the valleys, the 
one or two well-known locations and the water 
supply. We left the monastery by the Wady 
esh-Sheikh which we followed' as far as the 
tomb of Neby Salih, accounted by the Bedouin 
as one of the most sacred spots 'in the Pen in- 
sula. Palmer attempts to identify this Bedouin 
saint with Moses himself, and there arc many 
considerations which bring this within the 
realm of possibility. 

Turning out of Wady esh-Sheikh through a 
side valley, we soon reached a divide beyond 
which the country changed instantly. 

A wide plateau showed signs of vegetation, 
where grazed hundreds of camels and thou- 
sands of sheep, lambs, and she asses. The 
whole skyline took on a softer, smoother look, 
and the sides and bases of the mountains lost 
the sharp, forbidding aspect of Sinai. We had 
passed suddenly from the granite into the lime- 
stone formation, and a day later we had 
dropped from 5,101 feet, at Sinai, through the 
Wady Saal. to 2.600 feet, at Wady Shukaa, and 
pitched our tents among the beautifully col- 
ored sandstone cliffs. From its elevation i': is 
plain that these sandstone strata on the v\ est 
side of the continuation of the Arabali are of 
the same age and origin as those which form 
the glory of Petra. Here we made one of our 
most fascinating desert camps beside a huge 
mass of crumbling sandstone, and; •realized 
what "the shadow of a rock in a weary land" 
must mean in the scorching heat of summer. 
Hazeroth, Where Miriam, Sister of Moses, 
Was Stricken with Leprosy 

Three hours beyond this camp we had one 
of the most thrilling experiences of our jour- 
ney. After a tiresome stretch over sandy 
plains and winding among weird sandstone 
cliffs and crags, we rode up a long slope to- 
wards a break in the limestone hills and sud- 
denly looked down into one of the most beau- 
tiful and. romantic nooks of the Peninsula. 

It was the oasis of Ain Hudherah, the He- 
zeroth of the Exodus (Num. 11:35-12:16) 
where Miriam and Aaron spoke against Moses 
because he had married a Cushite woman. 
Here Mariam was stricken with leprosy and 
"shut up without the camp for seven day's and 
the Children of Israel journeyed not till 
Miriam was brought in again.'" It took us 
fully half an hour winding back and forth 
among the deep sandstone ravines before we 
emerged on the yellow and white sands and 
entered the oasis through a beautiful natural 
gateway. 

Outside the cutting for some 30 feet, is a 
deep, open cutting cutting for some 30 feet, 
and then begins the gardens where 'a deaf 
and dumb Bedouin watched the few spots 
sown with wheat, turning the stream from 
place to place until it was lost in the drifts 
of pure white sand. Because of the two groups 
of palms it would almost seem that there was 
a double fountain, or some sort of a tunnel 
which carried the nrecious water across the 
strip of sand that lies between the two groups. 

The weary traveler coming upon this de- 
lightful nook from any point of the compass 
will never forget the sight of this wonderful' 
little oasis. At least four possible roads con- 
verge here. The one we followed from Sinai 
and the one we took northward to Akaba, and 
two others up into the desert plateau above, 
one of which leads straight to Suez and the 
other to Gaza on the borders of Palestine, 

Between Hazeroth and Ezion-gcbcr lie the 
still unsolved portions of the problem and' 
route of the Exodus. After reaching the shore 
of the Reel Sea, they turned northward, and 
for 38 years roamed about the neighborhood of 
Kadesh. Into this Wilderness of the Wander- 
ing, explorers are now penetrating from the 
north, the west, and the south, and a few years 
hence we shall have as good maps and details 
of it as we have of the other sections of the 
route. 

Our plan carried, us down from Hazeroth 
through a series of sublime valleys to the 
shore of the Gulf of Akaba, at Nuwciba, where 
we met another surprise in the shape of an 
Egyptian fort built about 16 'years ago, when' 
the boundary question between Egypt and 
Turkey was causing friction. It stands in an 
oasis of palm trees which, fringe the shore of 
a. beautiful little bay. The building is about 
200 feet square and a well' of good, but brack- 



ish water in the courtyard. Five years ago it 
contained some 200 soldiers of the Egyptian 
army, but after the settlement of the boundary 
in 1906, it was left in the charge of two for- 
lorn guards, who hoist the Egyptian flag daily 
and waylay passers-by for tobacco and with 
messages to their families in Akaba. 

Two days' ride along the shell-strewn shore 
carried us to the 1 boundaries of Egypt as fixed 
in 1906, after the sharp encounter between 
Great Britain and Turkey, when Great Britain 
put her fleets in motion and notified Turkey 
that if the Turkish troops then within the dis- 
puted territory were not removed at a certain 
date there would be war. After the withdraw- 
al by Turkey a commission marked the boun- 
dary by erecting a line of stone and steel pil- 
lars from below Akaba on the gulf across the 
desert to the Mediterranean Sea at el-Arish. 
The first of these pillars stands on a high bluff, 
100 feet above the sea, beyond -the little fort- 
ress-crowned Island of Pharaoh, and is visible 
for many miles overland and far out at sea. It 
is a mute but impressive token of the power 
which, from its island home, controls so much 
of the- blue waves and the winding shores of 
the habitable earth. Beyond this line of pillars 
we entered the Turkish empire and an hour; 
later struck th'e Egyptian caravan route winch 
takes the straight course across the Peninsula I 
from Suez to the Abaka arm. of the Red Sea. 
Egypt Is Left Behind 

For two days and more we had been look- j 
ing over the water from Africa into Asia, and j 
now we were approaching another turning j 
point in our pilgrimage. Nothing could have | 
been more beautiful than the sunlight playing j 
over those quiet waters and upon the barren' 
mountains beyond, into which as yet no Chris- ; 
tian travelers have ever been allowed to go ex- j 
ccpt by stealth. We swung round the head 
of the Gulf and 'across the utmost extremity of 
the Jordan Valley rift and entered the town j 
of Akaba. It is a beautiful spot — seen from a j 
distance— became of its oasis-like clusters pf'j 
palm trees and the shimmering seat at their 1 
base. 

But the town itself inside is wretchedness 
and filth personified. Rain seldom falls here 
and the dirty inhabitants drink from brackish 
and almost putrid wells. The old castle or 
caravansary is half in ruins and the other 
houses are mouldering mud heaps. If one 
heavy rain ever came these houses would 
crumble into complete, ruin in a few hours. 
The people are despicably poor in their per- 
sons and characteristics, having lived like 
leeches on the Egyptian caravans to Mecca for 
centuries. 

For us, however, the town was a memorable 
camping place. It marked the successful close 
of our journey across the Peninsula. The com- 
mander of the. Turkish troops handed us tele- 
grams that brought us into , contact with the 
modern world again. Only fifteen minutes be- 
fore our caravan of 22 slowly moving camels 
came around the seashore and into the shadow 
of the palm trees another caravan of 18 horses 
and mules,, led by two fine soldiers from Beer- 
sheba and riding swift camels, dropped their 
burdens'at the same spot. They had made a 
joprriey D f I0 c [ ays c ] owrt f rom B e ; ruti v j a 

Sidon, Tyre and Jaffa, to Beersheba, and then 
across the wilderness to meet us at Akaba. 
They brought us a fresh supply of provisions 
and charcoal,, and two boxes of oranges from 
the groves at Jaffa and, best of all, letters from 
home. There was great joy in the camp that 
night. 

The next day we dismissed the cameleers 
and started them back to their desert tents 
about Sinai, while we took up the more famil- 
iar journey over the fourth scctioii..of the route 
of the Exodus. A guard of twelve horsemen, 
seven foot-soldiers, and our two soldier camel- 
eers from Beersheba, accompanied us over the 
rough and almost waterless vallevs to Maan 
and Petra. We pitched our tent's in Edom 
Moab, and the Land of Gilead, at the Anion, 
at the Jabbok, and then at the Jordan. Out- 
last climb was up the slopes of Tudea, and when 
we entered the earthly Jerusalem, the city of 
David, the city of its Greater King, it seemed 
as though we had lived through all ancient 
history, so freighted were our memories with 
the events and scenes of the desert and the 
Exodus.

Charles Reade, in his "Put Yourself in His 
Place," makes you realize keenly something 
of the indignity'and coarseness to which they 
were subjected after they were admitted to 
the medical colleges. The laws which now 
have granted women many educational ad- 
vantages still withhold from them many dis- 
tinctions and titles. There is not yet that just 
equality that there should be. 

Edward Bellamy, in his "Looking Back- 
ward," represents in the future, women stand- 
ing side by side with men in the making of 
the laws, filling public offices, represented in 
all political affairs, and wielding their women's 
power and influence not only in the home, but 
in public life. This is a man's dream of the 
future, not a woman's. 

Lord Brougham, distinguished statesman, 
orator, author, and Lord Chancellor of Eng- 
land, summed up the whole truth by declar- 
ing: 

"There must be a total reconstruction of 
the law, before women can have justice." 

It is said of this man he will be best re- 
membered as "a law reformer," and on the 
subject of laws as they concern and affect 
women, I could quote no man whose knowl- 
edge was deeper, or more extensive, whose 
opinion could be more valuable. 

It does not need the keen intellect of a 
Lord Brougham to see the utter injustice of 
existing laws today.

Altogether the children between the ages of 
five and fourteen forced to toil in factories, 
mines and slaughter houses comprise nearly 
one-sixth of the entire population." 

"The Mississippi senate has defeated the 
bill to forbid child labor by a vote of 20 to 8! 
The women of Mississippi have worked hard 
for this measure of protection for children." 

Is it likely it would have been defeated if 
the mothers of Mississippi had the ballot? 

Sisters ! Sisters ! these things ought not to

No, a thousand times no, that bill would 
not have/ been defeated, if the mothers had 
been given their right to the ballot ! 

The law with regard to voting, the laws 
with regard to education, the laws with re- 
gard to marriage are one-sided and unfair to 
women. 

As Lord Brougham said, they need total 
reconstruction.

•Arguments in Favor of Woman's Suffrage 

Neither of the two great parties in the last 
campaign would allow his name to stand as a 
nominee of their ticket, yet he polled within a 
thousand votes as many as both parties to- 
gether.

Yet again the Chester Times, Pa., says: 
"One of the best arguments in favor of wo- 
man suffrage is the election of Judge Ben Lind- 
say, of Denver, Colorado. All the bosses and 
the machines were against him, but the women 
triumphantly elected him. Lindsay is known 
as the 'boys' judge.' " 

Again, in this election of Judge Lindsay 
we strike a strange, comforting and encour- 
aging note with regard' to women voting. 

All the women in the red light district voted 
for Judge Lindsay. They vote for the man 



Christabel Pankhurst and a host more educat- 
ed, refined women have been put to the test 
and have NOT been found wanting. 

They have been put in prison not once, but 
two or three times. For what? Simply be-, 
cause they want to be heard — heard in their de- 
mand for justice. .'[. . 
Brave Women Who Deserve Praise 
They have gone on year after year with 
petitions and appeals, and appeals and peti- 
tions — all futile and useless — now they are be- 
ginning to act! They are by their demands' 
and demonstrations giving the lie to that false 
assertion "that women don't want the vote." 

Must we wait for a coming generation to 
accord these brave women the admiration and 
praise they deserve? Sir Henry Campbell- 
Bannerman, England's late premier, gave them 
this bit of advice before he died : "Keep on 
pestering! Keep on pestering till you get it." 

Bernard Shaw, a writer and a man of great 
intellectuality, has expressed himself most 
clearly on the way of treating these women. He 
says : "Have the Englishmen in public posi- 
tion grown hysterical that they can send the 
very cream of English womanhood to prison 
in this way — clever and highly educated wo- 
men who are working for their country's wel- 
fare?" 

And now, thank God, the society women are. 
beginning to wake up to their responsibilities. 

Mrs. Petliick Lawrence, Lady Constance 
Lytton, the daughter of our former viceroy 
of India; Miss Stratford Dugdaic, the daughter 
of Hon. William Peel ; Miss Daisy Solomon, 
daughter of the ex-premier of Cape Colony, and 
Mrs. Catherine E. Corbett, an aristocratic sup- 
porter of the suffragette movement, arc now 
at work. Premier Asquith declined to re- 
ceive a deputation of these women. They then 
started out in a solid body, led' by Mrs. Law- 
rence, for parliament. Of course they were not 
allowed to proceed very far. The police kept 
them continually on the move and none, was 
allowed access to the building. 

Finally several of the , women, including 
Mrs. Lawrence, the leader, were placed under 
arrest. Word of the reception of this deputa- 
tion having been brought to Caxton Hall, 
where women were holding their "parliament," 
great excitement ensued, and Mrs. Saul Solo- 
mon volunteered to lead a second deputation to 
the House. This in effect met .the same fate. 
Nearly all were arrested. The end was that 
the society' women who had not been impris- 




The Governing of British India 



M. Joseph Chailley, a member of the French 
Chamber of Deputies, has, with the co-op- 
eration of Sir William Meyer, written a valu- 
able and impartial study of the present-day 
conditions of the Indian Empire. "Adminis- 
trative Problems of British India" is com- 
prehensive, calm and eminently informative. 

The Radical politician and the Babu agi- 
tator attempts to deny that East is East and 
West is West. A set of facts printed by M. 
Chailley in an early chapter clearly indicate 
the vast difference. 

"As regards child marriage, the statistics 
are stupefying. In India the 1901 census show- 
ed 121,500 married boys and 243,500 married 
girls whose age was under five ; between the 
ages of five and ten the figures are 760,000 
and 2,030,000 respectively; between ten and 
fifteen, 2,540,000 and 6,585,000. 
. "Further, there were no less than 1,277,- 
000 widowed persons under twenty, of whom 
914,000 were females. Of these, 6,000 widow- 
ers and 96,000 widows were iess than five years 
of age ; 37,000 widowers and 96,000 widows 
between live and ten; and 113,000 widowers 
and 276,000 widows between ten and fifteen. 

Could any figures more dramatically dem- 
onstrate the entire dissimilarity of social con- 
ditions? M. Chailley notes in the Indian an 
Oriental disinclination to work. 

. "At first sight everybody seems to be tak- 
ing an active part in some common toil; as 
a matter of fact, several persons are looking 
on at the labor of one. As has been cynically 
remarked, out of five people who seem to be 
working, one is doing nothing, one is rest- 
ing, one is looking on, and another is helping 
the previous three." 

Much, naturally, is said of the much dis- 
cussed National Party, but it is insisted that 
it stands for a small class and a small part 
of the Empire : 

"As a matter of fact, this so-called Nation- 
al party is really a party of privilege, a con- 
course of representatives of the high castes 
and the rich classes, which is really a stranger 
to the nation on whose behalf it professes to 
speak. . *"•;•' . 

"What would rejoice the Babus of Ben- 
gal and the Poona Brahmas would be likely 
to cause grave displeasure to the men of ac- 
tion in the United. Provinces and the Pun- 
jab." 

M. Chailley points out some of the weak- 
nesses of British rules, and explains the na- 
tive unrest,' but'he adds: 

"It would be wrong, however, to conclude 
from the remarks in this chapter that the peo- 
ples of India arc weary of British supremacy 
or administration. The loyalty of the great 



majority is still incontestable, and it extends 
to students, lawyers, Deccan Brahmas, and 
even to the Babus of Bengal and the chiefs 
of the National party. This was clearly shown 
by the universal and spontaneous mourning 
at the death of Queen Victoria." 

The sharp distinction between the races 
and the lack of social mingling are, as al- 
ways, observed, but even these are not uni- 
versal. 

"The British officers of the Indian army 
and the frontier officials arc fond of the na- 
tives, their companions in L*,:>ort and war. The 
Englishman adores bravery and respects pride ; 
he meets both among the native soldiers on 
the Northwest Frontier and in the Punjab 
and Rajputana. 

"A British officer's native orderly is not 
a menial servant; he only looks after his 
master's weapons, but he is devoted to him, 
and if he is ill will pass nights by his bedside ; 
wdiile on the field of battle he will save him 
or die with him, On actual military service 
the soldier is disciplined and respectful and 
the officer stiff, but outside they talk freely. 

"The soldier asks advice from his officer, 
and will consult him on his family affairs or 
about a lawsuit. The officer listens and 
helps, and, outside the barracks, will walk 
with a Sepoy and speak to him familiarly. 
Hence there is a rapproachenient, due to com- 
mon dangers and common tastes, but it is 
an exception." 

M. Chailley points out, too, that there is 
little social life among the natives themselves: 

"The wife of the well-known and lately- 
deceased Justice Tyabji of the High Court of 
Bombay said in 1903 at the annual meeting 
of an Indian ladies' club ; 'We complain that 
Europeans keep aloof from us, but that is 
largely our fault. 1 ask you how many among 
ourselves, Hindus, Musisulanans, or Parsis, 
want to meet altogether? Is it pride or re- 
serve which keeps us apart? It is rather a 
difference in manners, habits, education, dress, 
language, and religion? Let us,' she added, 
'begin by union among ourselves.' These arc 
significant remarks." 

"The Government of India might, as many 
other governments do, regard its work with 
placid and silent contentment," says M. Chail- 
ley. "But its passion for the public good and 
its desire for improvement constantly impel 
it to check its conceptions by their results. 
It examines, blames, and reforms itself, and, 
as a consequence, it seems to condemn itself 
in the eyes of superficial critics. 
• "But any one who has studied its ample 
legislative work and examined, stage by 
stage, its different and successive creations,

And this is what makes my blood boil. Qnc 
of the papers says : "The situation has taken \ 
on an embarrassing aspect for the government, 
owing to the high social position of many 
among some thirty or more women arrested 
this evening." ) * 

And so the government is not embarrassed 
if our Pankhursts and Cobdens, Saundersons 
and Annie Kenneys, the mill girls, are impris- 
oned, because they will be heard in their de- 
mand for justice ! 

Oh, noble and just government! Glorious 
liberality of feeling, and sentiment! Liberal, 
indeed! A government that is only "embar- 
rassed" when the women of high social position 
are arrested and imprisoned, but. cares nought 
for the mothers and daughters of England who 
have waged such a glorious warfare for justice 
and freedom. Sisters, I have but- one regret, 
that I am not over there sharing and working 
and suffering with them.* 

That "feeling, and that alone, has brought 
me here today to do what little I could in this 
cry for justice — simple justice! 

IT. Brydges-Barrett, in a speech- some 
months ago at the Men's League for Women's 
Suffrage in England, spoke in high praise of . 
the unselfish devotion .of those women who 
were fighting and suffering for the cause of 
women's franchise. He stated as his opinion 
that women were justified in rebelling against 
the unfair treatment they were receiving, and 
that the prime minister had no right to refuse 
to receive deputations from citizens demanding 
their just rights. _\ 

I tell you there can be— there will be no 
real universal prosperity in any country where 
injustice to one-half the population prevails !

"a house divided against itself," and that bless- 
ed book that ever was written .says, "A house 
divided against itself cannot stand."

"Where is the wisdom in not seeing: that the

KING EDWARD AND THE GUN- 

With the sage advice uf his revered "father. 
Prince Albert. who as part of a ; boy's edu- 
cation wisely inculcated a love of field sports 
and outdoor life, his late Majesty King Ed- 
ward early -acquired* a taste for shooting. 
From the time -when a lad at Abergeldic and 
Balmoral he witnessed his father's return 
from deer-stalking, and watched for the 
home-coming- of the ponies well laden with 
grouse that had fallen to the Prince Consort's- 
gun. his association with the wild moorland 
scenery of Scotland led to an initiation and 
an acquaintance with sport which admirably 
paved the way for that skill with gun and 
rifle which he gradually learnt to acquire. 
Growing up amongst deer, grouse, blackgame, 
and mountain hares, he had constant oppor- 
tunities for becoming acquainted with their 
natural haunts and characteristic habits, and 
it can hkrdly be doubted that the youthful 
mind was awed and instructed by the won- 
derful pictures of animal life which he saw 
produced by the gifted pencil of Sir Edwin 
Landseer. No wonder then that deerstalking 
in the eyes of the young Prince became a popu- 
lar form of sport, having certainly more to 
recommend it than ''deer driving," which 
now and then resorted to on grand occasions 
for the delectation generally of foreign visitors 
and guests of distinction. Nor did he allow 
it to be made easy for him so soon as he had 
mastered the first lessons in what is admit- 
tedly one- of the most arduous forms of sport. 
He enjoyed the real hard work occasioned by 
a difficult stalk over rough ground, and cared 
nothing, for exposure to wind and rain so 
long as he got his stag. . Grouse shooting also 
had great attractions for his Royal Highness, 
and he especially enjoyed shooting over dogs. 

The time at length arrived when it became 
fitting that as Prince of Wales and Heir Ap- 
parent to the throne he should have a royal 
residence of his own, where above all things 
there should be some good shooting. From 
the light- sandy nature of the soil, no part of 
England seemed so suitable for game preser- 
vation as the adjoining counties of Norfolk 
and Suffolk, and accordingly in rS/O there, 
was' purchased from Mr. Spencer Cowper out ' 
of the revenues' of the Duchy 6,f Cornwall, the 
beautiful Norfolk property, which under the, 
namc : of Sandringham has become the most 
famous sporting estate in England. rl Taking 
advantage of the, natural features. of the sur- 
rounding country, which in addition to great 
sandy warrens comprised a limited stretch of, 
peaty soil with patches of heather on it, steps 
were taken to add to the variety of game at 
Sandringham by introducing both red grouse 
and blackgame. In 1878 (or 79) fourtcen 
bracc of grouse from Aberdeenshire were 
turned out on the heath lands, and in 1S81 it 
was found that three broods had been reared. 
A similar, experiment had been made by Lord 
Rcndlesham at Butley Abbey Farm about ten 
years previously, and so red grouse import- 
ed from Grandtully. Perthshire, were turned 
down at Elveden in the same count}- by H. 
H. the Maharajah Duleep Singh. The result 
of the experiment made at Sandringham, 
therefore, was looked forward to with con- 
siderable interest by residents in the county, 
and there seemed great hope that the attempt 
would succeed. The doubt was whether the 
hcathlands of Sandringham and the neighbor- 
hood were sufficiently extensive and hilly for 
grouse, as a considerable range of open moun- 
tain. and heathery moorland seems indispen- 
sable for th'cir prolonged existence. 1 1 was 
found that Wolferton Moor is of too limited 
extent for the long flights natural to grouse, 
and the surroundings partake too much of 
the nature of cultivated land and scrubby 
marsh. The soil, moreover, is too dry and 
sandy to suit birds that are partial to moist 
peaty ground, and rills of running water. It 
was not surprising, therefore, that the grouse 
wandered away, and were shot by" persons 
who were- probably unaware of the experi- 
ment which was being made 10 naturalize 
them, or their loyalty doubtless would have 
induced them to abstain from frustrating it. 

Another bird added to the game list at 
Sandringham was the Virginian quail, of 
which a small number were turned out by 
Ins late Majesty when Prince of Wales, as 
noticed in the Field of August 26, 187 1. Sim- 
ilar attempts were made to acclimatize this 
handsome little game bird in other parts of 
Norfolk and Suffolk, as at Mcrton by Lord 
W'alsingham. at Elveden by the Maharajah 
Dulccp Singh, and at Lynford by Colonel 
Lync Stephens. Hut, notwithstanding the 
liberation of many hundreds, all attempts to 
naturalize the species in this country failed. 
The gamekeepers reported that the birds were 
bad sitters, and were prone to desert their 
nests at the slightest disturbance. The late 
Lord Lilford. who made a similar experiment 
in Northamptonshire, attributed the failure 
to the presence of too many foxes, and the 
operation of mowing machines during the 
nesting season. 

The keen interest taken by his late Majesty 
in the management of the game at Sandring- 
ham, and the personal supervision which he 
gave to many of the details so intelligently 
carried out for many years by the head keep- 
er, Mr. Jackson, naturally caused the estate 
1o become a model of what a sporting proper- 1 
ty should be. the quality rather than the 
quantity of the game killed being always con- 
sidered of paramount importance. 

As fi game shot his late Majesty was al- 



ways regarded as a good judge of pace and 
distance. The more difficult the conditions 
the more pleased he was to test his mark- 
manship arid enjoy the satisfaction that comes 
of success. During the past few years it was. 
of course', not to be expected that lie could 
shoot with the same vigor and skill that lie 
displayed as a younger man,' nor could he so 
well endure the fatigue of a , long clay's shoot- 
ing; nevertheless, he would participate in the 
sport for a. few hours with all the keenness of 
youth, and shoot sometimes as well as ever. 

The sport which his late Majesty enjoyed 
abroad under the most favorable conditions 
can hardly be described within the space at 
disposal. The visits paid to the Emperor of 
Germany, to his late Royal Highness the 
Duke of Saxe Coburg at Rhcnardsbrunn. to 
his august father-in-law the King of Den- 
mark at Frcdcnsborg. to the vast estates of 
Baron, Hirsch in Hungary for partridge and 
hare ''drives" have been so notable, so crowd- 
ed with interesting episodes, and so varied in 
details that it would be impossible here to 
attempt even a bare outline of them. The 
tours to Egypt and the Nile, to India and Cey- 
lon, arc still more noteworthy as having ex- 
tended over much longer periods than the 
royal visits above referred to, and having been 
admirably planned, and carried out on a scale 
of magnificence worthy of the occasion and 
of the royal personage in whose honor they 
werc designed. Suffice it to say that in the 
pursuit of big game, whether the great stags 
of Hungary, the wild boars of Germany and 
Albania, the crocodiles of Egypt, or the bears 
and tigers of India, to say nothing of the 
smaller game and wildfowl, bustards, pea- 
fowl, ."pheasant's, wild ducks and wild geese, 
the future' heir to the throne, as he then was, 
distinguished himself in the eyes of all, not 
only by his skill' in the use oT gun and rifle, 
but by his coolness and intrepidity on occasions 
when dangerous game was the object of pur- 
suit. On arriving in India his great ambition 
was to shoot a wild elephant and a tiger, and 
he succeeded in doing both, though not with- 
out some personal risk. He killed his first 
tiger in Nepal, and before he left India got 
several others, no fewer than six being ob- 
tained in one day, and two of these with sin- 
gle shots. Many beautiful trophies of the 
chase were preserved by the naturalist who 
accompanied the expedition, and of these 
probably none were more highly prized by 
his late Majesty than, the fine tiger skins 
which adorn the walls and floors at Sandring- 
ham. To one so fond of shooting- in all its 
branches and so skilful 3 shot as the late 
King proved himself to be it was a pretty 
compliment to name a new pheasant in his 
honor. This was discovered in Afghanistan, 
where Dr. Aitchcson, the, naturalist who ac- 
companied the Afghan Delimitation Commis- 
sion, found it common in the reed beds along 
the Bale Murghab river. Specimens were 
sent home for presentation to his Royal High- 
ness in 18S4. and in April. 1885. the species 
was described by Dr. P. L. Sclatcr, and named 
in the Prince's honor Phasianus principalis,— 
Field. 



A SPORTING PARSON OF THE OLD 
SCHOOL 

The Rev. William Butler. Rector of Pramp- 
ton, in Dorsetshire, known all round the coun- 
tryside as "Billy Butler," was a divine of t;ie 
.port-wine school with an inordinate love of 
sport, which he gratified without stint or 
.scruple, in season and out of season, utterly- 
regardless of the duties and responsibilities (if 
his serious calling. On- one occasion he had 
been out cub-hunting on Sunday morning, ami 
was able by dint of hard riding 10 reach the 
church door just as the bell had stopped ring- 
ing for service, fling on his surplice in the ves- 
try, and stalk almost breathless to the reading- 
desk in his mud-spotted tops. He had barely 
voice enough left to give out the hymn, but by 
the time the congregation had finished it he 
had, to use his own expression, "got his sec- 
ond wind, and was equal to going the pace 
through the whole service." 

Some of the Reverend William's exploits, 
however, were scarcely sportsmanlike, accord- 
ing to modern ideas. He was an inveterate 
poacher, and delighted to tell stories illustra- 
tive of his own cunning and skill. 

As a specimen of these dubious feats of 
sport, take the following: He was out one day 
with the harriers, and by some chance all the 
"field" except himself for a brief space lost the 
hounds, and before they came up again the 
pack ran into their hare and killed him close 
to a hayrick, a part of which had been cut. 
Ouick as lightning the Reverend William was 
out of his saddle, down among the pack, lav- 
ing about him lustily with liis whip and, get- 
ting possession of puss, he flung her upon the 
square-cut portion of the rick, from which only 
a few trusses had been taken. He then coaxed 
the harriers as far from the place as he could, 
which was not far, for they knew where their 
quarry was; and when the master and the rest 
of the field came up the parson and the hounds 
all had their heads up in the air and were gaz- 
ing about them, apparently at a loss to know 
what to do next. The hounds, of course, made 
no fresh cast, because the}' had killed their 
game, and the Reverend William, without 
moving a muscle of his face, solemnly affirm- 
ed that they had "thrown up" exactly as they 
were. No one suspected that there was a 
double meaning in the words "thrown up," and 
off the field started to look for a fresh hare. 
On his way home, that evening Mr. Butler 
passed that hayrick arid took down his prize. 



In after days lie used to tell the story* with 
great gusto, adding with a sly wink at his 
hearers, "A hunted hare's no bad thing!" 

With alP his vagaries, however, and his not 
very scrupulous sense of honor in sport, Billy 
Butler was popular among liis neighbors,- for 
there was not a merrier soul or a more racy 
racontcur over a bowl of punch or a magnum 
of port for fifty miles around. 

When Parson Billy was in his prime, the 
Prince of Wales (afterwards George IV.) came 
down into Dorsetshire, took Mr. Sturt's fine, 
old scat, Crichcl, and hunted the country for a 
time. 

Now it was the Reverend William's one 
ambition in life to become a crony of the 
Prince's, and he eventually achieved his ob- 
ject in the following manner. 

It was rumored that His Royal Highness 
would make Chittlewood his next fixture. The 
instant the news reached Butler he mounted 
his horse and rode up to the big furze brake 
on Ashley Croft Gorsc, a favorite spot and sure 
find, adjacent to the meet of the hounds. There 
was a laboring man there cutting the furze. 

"Any foxes here, my friend?" asked the 
parson, 

"Oh! yes, zir," was the reply, "a many; if 
you'll go across there." pointing to a spot, a 
couple of hundred yards distant, "you'll zee 
where they docs roli about just a bit." 

The parson repaired to the spot, and saw 
evident traces of the usings of a litter, with the 
marks very fresh. 

"Hark ye, my friend." he chicd. returning to 
the man. "here's half-a-crowti for you.

On approaching the gorse, the sporting 
parson, still thinking he could make more of 
his opportunity, turned to the huntsman and 
said, "Show me the Prince's favorite hounds." 
Two or three were pointed out, when to the 
huntsman's inexpressible astonishment Butler 
dismounted and giving his horse to one of the 
whips, seized on one of these hounds, and 
taking him up in his arms, walked with the 
struggling animal into the middle of the cover. 
The rest of the pack had by this time begun 
to feather, and to creep mysteriously into the 
gorsc, when almost- at the spot where Butler 
was with the hound he had carried in, another 
spoke: he dropped the one in his arms, and a 
rattling find was the consequence. — Daily's.

It is very often difficult to recognize the 
original in a product of cultivation. A prize 
pug is about as like a primitive dog as it is like 
a brontosarus. Similarly, a chalk stream ang- 
ler differs incredibly from the barbarian who 
with a paddle digs mudfish out of South .Afri- 
can slime. Yet had a man never imagined 
the eating of fishes, and set about procuring 
them in some such direct and practical fash- 
ion, the Itchen would not rent today at £2000 
a mile. ( >r is it tomorrow ? 

During his journey from the shores of re- 
mote antiquity the angler has changed more 
than his costume and his tackle, l ie has de- 
veloped a new point of view, which differenti- 
ates him from his old self far more completely 
than the split cane and gossamer gut which he 
wags so dexterously back and forth over his 
chosen waters. He no longer fishes to eat; 
rather it may be said that he eats to fish. Ang- 
ling has become a sport, an art. a theory, a 
rule of life, and its original purpose is wholly 
obscured. Such carcases as its successful ex- 
ponent may carry away from the stream he be- 
stows upon the deserving poor or distributes 
as graceful compliments by post among his 
last winter's hostesses. It is fashionable to de- 
spise the flesh of trouts. "After," your true 
angler will say, "1 have weighed my fish, or 
grassed him, or fairly hooked him. or risen 
him"— the choice among these moments de- 
pending on the stage of refinement to which 
he has advanced — "I have no further interest 
in him. As for eating him, Heaven forbid! 
Give me a cod steak and oyster sauce." 

Pike so much of what is said nowadays, this 
kind of talk is extremely artificial. It is born 
of long purses and full stomachs. Civilization 
is made up of such things. We have to get to 
grips with nature to discover their essentia- 
falsity. All this clothing of sportsmanship, en- 
tomology, phrenology, contcmplativcncss, gen- 
tleness, and even humor, in which we have 
learned to dress up fishing cannot serve to con- 



ceal from the penetrating eye the original situ-" 
pie, sincere attempt 01 the carnivorous animal 
to fill his belly. 

The housekeeper appeared with a white 
face, one hand flung forth despairing, a tele- 
gram clutched in it. "Those men," she said, 
"will be here at half-past six." 1 said, "Cap- 
ital!' Three hours to the good." "You don't 
understand," she said. "They were to come 
on the dining train, and you never saw such a 
chicken as has been sent — a misery."

This 
I said to show the housekeeper that she valued 
the comfort of our guests above mine, which 
was false, and that I proposed to supplement 
her shortcomings, which was base. I plucked 
my rod from the lawn and strode forth to catch 
our dinner.

They were no longer there to afford me the 
opportunity of exhibiting my sportsmanship, 
my skill in overcoming drag, my capacity to 
cheat a cross wind, my ability to cock a' fly, 
my cunning in persuading them among the 
weed beds. They presented themselves to my 
imagination as pounds of meat, sizzling mor- 
sels. of pink flesh, builders up of the system, 
necessities of life, pang-stayers. The shackles 
of civilization became green withes to bind the 
Samson of animalism. Under the compelling 
influence of the law, Nature abhors a vacuum. 
1 knotted on a huge alder and combed the

But this little place, a mile 
and a hp if long and a mile broad, is 
likely to bring its owners, the Messrs. 
Hepburn, a very large fortune Indeed. 
Excellent coal has been discovered at 
not. a great depth. These mines will, 
it is said be easy to work and vessels 
can be taken to the pits mouth. It Is 
believed the coal measures reach to 
Nannimo seventy-five miles away. 

Almost every day people are coming 
from the older provinces of Canada 
to make their homes in British Co- 
lumbia. But it is not often that -JO0 
people come from one part of any 
province to a single district here. Vet 
that is what happened a lew days ago. 
Forly-ninc families came l'rom Sher- 
brooke and the Ottawa district, to New 
Westminster. The men were skilled 
lumbermen and had obtained employ- 
ment from the \ Canadian Western 
Lumber Company which a short time 
since bought an immense tract of tim- 
ber on the northern part of Vancou- 
ver Island. 

To sail from Winnipeg to Edmonton 
seems Impossible to most of those who 
nave made the journey by train from 
Calgary tOiWinillpeg across what seem 
like never-ending miles of prairie. 
But perhaps If you study your map 
carefully yon ivlll s>'o that between 
Lake. Winplpeg and the north branch 
of the Saskatchewan the distance Is 
not so great but that a cnnal might 
he constructed. Survey parties will 
spend the summer trying to llnd out 
Whether It Is possible to open up a 
waterway through this fertile coun- 
try. They are being sent out by the 
Ottawa government. 

British Columbia last year Imported 
a. million trees from Ontario, the Uni- 
ted States, Germany, France, Holland 
and Belgium. Of this large number 
three per cent were found to be in- 
fected with germs which would have 
spread , disease through the orchards 
of the province If they had not been 
destroyed by the order of the fruit 
inspector. The government is doing 
its best to keep the orchards of the 
province healthy. Ah British Columbia 
will be before long to Canada what 



California Is to the United States this 
is a very important matter. Sound 
fruit comes from healthy trees. 

Or. Koch,' the great German pro- 
fessor, who flrnl found out that con- 
sumption was caused by a tiny liv- 
ing creature which found its' way into 
the lung or some other part of tho 
body and then Increased rapidly, is 
dead. Dr. Koch also found that cholera 
was caused by another such organism. 
He. spent his life with a microscope 
trying to find a cure for disease. Dr. 
Koch was G7 years old and died at 
Baden Baden. It was he who first 
taught that consumption could be 
cured and thousands of people are 
well today because of the hope he 
gave. Such a life as his Is worth liv- 
ing. 

The gentlemen who have undertaken 
to decide where the University of Bri- 
tish Columbia Is to be stuated spent 
several days, last week, In Victoria. 
The city was looking its very best, 
and all its beauties were shown to 
the commissioners. All the reasons 
our city Is the best place ' n tl,e prov- 
ince to build the university were 
pointed out to tjiem by a number of 
gentlemen and Mrs. Watt; Thoy have 
now gone to see other places and to 
listen to what others have to say. 
Those who listened to the arguments 
believe that the gentlemen cannot 
help deciding in favor of Victoria. 

It is owing to the care of the men 
on the ears in Victoria that there are 
not' many accidents here. Boys and 
girls too do very foolish things. One 
of the worst is to cross In front of 
the car on a bicycle. Another danger- 
ous practice is to cross in front of a 
car which Is following another. Even 
little children should remember that 
if they are killed there will be ter- 
rible sorrow at home and If they are 
hurt they may have to suffer for a 
long time. Bigger children should re- 
member that it Is not brave to run 
risks except when this is done to save 
life oi' property', If it would be a ter- 
rible crime for a motorneer to h ( > 
careless it is wicked for a boy or girl 
to run before a car, a motor or a 
carriage. 

It is nearly two hundred and sixty 
years since the Dutch people, then a 
powerful nation, formed a colony neur 
the most southern point of Africa. In 
those prosperous times it was only 
meant as a port of call on the way to 
Java and the other East Indian pos- 
sessions from which the merchants of 
Holland were drawing great riches. 
But gradually stories of the vastness 
of the land and its suitability for rais- 
ing cattle spread among the people 
of Holland and more Immigrants ar- 
rived.

Chief Justice Slfton Is the 
new premier It seems too bad that 
men In this rich and prosperous prov- 
ince who have been honored and 
trusted by the people should have so 
foolish as lo become the tools of dis- 
honest schemers or so wicked as to 
be their partners. 

A very important as wc-ll as a very 
wonderful event took place on '.May 
31, 1310. This was the Union of South 
Africa. The .colonies of Cape Colony, 
Natul, Orange River, and the Trans- 
vaal have united to form a 'great Bri- 



tish Dominion. The first governor of 
this Confederation is Viscount Glad- 
Uone, the son of the great British 
statesman, William Ewart Gladstone, 
who for many years was prime minis- 
ter of England. The first premier is 
General Botha, and In the government 
there are both English and Dutchmen. 
It is not yet ten years since Boers and 
Englishmen were lighting fierce bat- 
tles and besieging and defending cities 
in Natal, Orange River and the 
Transvaal. But no sooner was the war 
over than, so far from punishing their 
late enemies, tho British took every 
means of helping them. Doctors and 
nurses cared for the wounded soldiers. 
Schools were opened, those who were 
in want were supplied with all they 
needed and tho people have been 
trusted to elect their own rulers. They 
have chosen the wisest and bravest 
of their generals to lead their govern- 



ment and he has proved to the British 
government that he Is a loyal s\b- 
ject of the crown. Never before in the 
history of the world did a conquered 
people and their conquerors unite so 
quickly. 

It Is not quite a hundred years since 
the English got possession .of Capo 
Colony. Then the Dutch moved further 
north and took possession of the 
Orange River Colony and the Trans- 
vaal. It would take far too long to 
tell of their troubles with the English 
and with the natives. But at the end 
of last century the discovery of gold 
and diamonds brought great numbers 
of English and other foreigners to the 
Transvaal over which Paul Kruger 
ruled as president. England had an 
authority over the country but would 
nover have interfered with the gov- 
ernment or Kruger if the republic had 
not treated the strangers or Ultland- 



ers as they were called, very badly. 
The Boers would not allow thcin any 
voice. In the government though they 
taxed them heavily. Even then the 
British leaders of a rebellion, against 
the government 'were punished. But 
the Boers had determined to gain South 
Africa for themselves. They prepared 
for war and many battles were fought 
and much money spent before they 
were defeated. Now tho brave enemies 
have become friends and Englishmen 
nnd Boers have determined to make a 
great South African nation. Canadians 
young and old will hope that thoy may 
be most successful. Their country is a 
vast and a rich one and to the west 
and north lies a great territory, the 
value of which Is yet only partially 
known. Briton and Boer and Huguenot 
are descended from men who have dode 
great deeds In the olden days and their 
union should make a people strong and 
righteous.

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THE SELFISH HOSTESS 

That the apparent anomaly suggested by 
the title of this article exists as a reality is the 
sad experience of many a guest. To be a host- 
ess at all would properly imply all that is 
summed up in the word "hospitality"; yet how 
much is missed out from the catalogue of vir- 
tues of the unselfish hostess by the hostess 
who is only such in name it would require sev- 
eral articles to chronicle. 

Today it is not intended to touch upon the 
creature comforts in food to eat and a roof to 
sleep under, which are all that many a hostess 
considers it necessary to provide. There are 
so many other things which make for the real 
comfort of staying guests which the selfish 
hostess entirely forgets. In the first place, 
a' hurriedly-worded invitation, conveying the 
bare fact that a visit is desired and that it shall 
begin on such and such a day, yet without any 
suggestion as to its duration, is an embarrass- 
ment in itself, and raises a difficulty at once 
for a timid guest, who would like to know how 
long she is expected to stay, whether the visit 
is to he signalized by any entertainment, when 
her best frock will be de rigueur, and so on. 
Would not a little unselfish thou'ghtfulness 
have, in a few words, unobtrusively conveyed 
all necessary information and allowed the visit 
to start fair, as it were? 

Then on arrival in cold weather, is not a 
fi'reless room a poor welcome? Yet it is not 
always that a cheery fire, a comfortable chair, 
with a cosy cushion and a footstool of con- 
venient height is in evidence, not because it 
cannot he afforded, but simply because no one 
has thought of the comfort which a restful 
half-hour before dressing for dinner would 
give a tired traveler, even though she has had 
tea on arrival. The selfish hostess has for- 
gotten probably also to find out her maid's 
ignorance or wisdom in the matter of taking 
up luggage and unfastening straps, or to teach 
her by example hojv'to do these small but neces- 
sary services swiftly and deftly', and without 
delay. Hence some further discomfort which, 
if trains have been late and time is limited,

- Another source of worry which the selfish 
hostess is too careless' to inquire about and too 
lazy to mend, if she happens to be aware of it, 
is the- condition of bells and locks. To.be un- 
able to summon assistance in any emergency 
or to lock the door on the inside at night is 
positive agony to many people, and may mean 
a sleepless night. Therefore a bell which will 
ring and a lock which has a key warranted to 
turn and not remain a fixture despite all efforts, 
is a necessity. The question of toilet require- 
ments in a guest's room is one which has many 
sides, but the selfish hostess often forgets that 
the toilet table with so much superfluous orna- 
ment that there is no room for the guest's own 
belongings; but in avoiding this Scylla, it is 
surely not well to risk the Charybdis of pro- 
viding nothing at all for her comfort. In the 
most modern establishment surely a brush and 
comb and hand-mirror, a small box with as- 
sorted hairpins, a pincushion supplied with 
pins of various kinds and sizes, a small bottle 
of eau de Cologne, or lavender water, a very 
small case of scissors and a few needles, and 
one or two useful sizes of sewing silks and cot- 
tons may easily be gathered together and 
placed conveniently so that they are not in the 
way if not required, and are yet at hand for 
emergency use. 

Then for writing the harmless, necessary 
letter home, for addressing labels, and so on, 
is it kind to trust that the guest always pos- 
sesses a fountain pen, and that it is always in 
order and full? It it thoughtful to have no 
table four square tn all metaphorical winds 
that blow? Even if the spare room be very 
small it is possible to have a folding table ne- 
neath a small shelf on which repose an inkstand 
with pen and ink. 

To consider the tastes of a coming guest 
would entail a little trouble, so selfishness 
says, '-'Don't worry over it." A hook, not 
"Thoughts on the Last Judgment" for an ami- 
able maiden lady of a sociable turn of mind, 
Tior "The Transactions of the Peace Society" 
for a soldier, nor the latest controversial dis- 
quisition on the Budget lor its best friend or 
its greatest enemy — but something suitable 
for the age or taste of the reader. A dainty 
paper or a. magazine or a review will give just 
the touch of personal care which in itself is a 
rest and a welcome in one. 

f have headed this short article "The Selfish 
Hostess" because to an unselfish woman all 
the personal cares for coming guests occur as 
a matter of course, and because selfishness is 
too often an. unconscious offence. Possibly 
some hitherto selfish hostess may "see herself 
as others sec her," and begin to ask herself 
how she may earn- for herself quite another 
reputation. She will no longer trust entirely 
to servants in preparing her guest-room, and 
will see to the thousand and one little neces- 
saries for her guest's comfort. Such unselfish 
labor of love will bring its own reward, and- the 
selfish hostess soon hecome an unknown spe- 
cies.

DUST AND GERMS 

"... the small dust of the balance" 
Dust is a fruitful subject. Volumes might 
be written about it. "Dust thou art, and to 
dust shall thou return." From the cradle to 
the grave there is no getting away from the 
dust. Of germs we know much less, but more 
is being found out daily. It is almost impos- 
sible nowadays to go into the subject of dust 
without being brought up against the idea of 
germs. 

Mankind could not get along without dust. 
It is the fine dust of the atmosphere that paints 
the sky blue, diffuses sunlight, and makes the 
gentle rain to fall. If we could see dust only 
from this point of view! but alas, there is an- 
other! . ■ 

House dust, or indoor dust, as every house- 
wife knows, is one of the minor trials of life. 
Motors have made it worse than ever. It set- 
tles everywhere and covers everything. Every 
day and often (in towns and cities) two or 
three times a day must the duster'bc requisi- 




tioned, or that dull look conies on tables, chairs 
and furniture which makes everything appear 
sordid and shabby. What a comfortless, un- 
cared-for appearance has a dusty room! And 
dust spoils our treasures. But there are worse 
things than untidiness or the injury of pretty 
things. Doctors arc far more frightened of 
dust than we are. Only because they know 
more about it. Invisible dangers are always 
the most deadly, and it is the invisibilities that 
may possibly lurk in dust which constitutes its 
terror. Professor Tyndall has told us that 
"all the havoc of war ten times multiplied 
would be evanescent if compared with the rav- 
ages due to dust." 

But why? What kind of things arc in the 
air, or rather dust, we breathe? It depends a 
good deal upon where we live, but in the or- 
dinary course of things we must expect to 
breathe coal dust, starch, stone, iron, cotton 
and woollen dust. W T e can put up with all 
these atoms pretty cheerfully. The kind of 
thing wc object to in dust are the microbes 
that hide in it, those subtle, silent, unseen mes- 
sengers of pain, disease and death, man's cruel- 
lest, enemies. 

Not out of doors will these be found to any 
extent. We need not fear them there. It is 
indoors that they lurk aud hide, and wherever 
dust is allowed to lie' and collect, whether in 
dwelling houses, railway carriages, theatres or 
any other place, there will danger be. 

"A handful of house dust that looks quite 
harmless,, may have germs enough in it to 
poison a wdiole village. What is the moral 
of this? Is it not to wage war systematically 
and religiously against all dust in all places, 
over which we have any authority? If the 
jungle is cut down there is no place for ven- 
mous creatures to hide in. Great safety lies, 
in having . pure, clean, absolutely dustlcss 
houses. 

It is difficult to be frightened enough of 
wfiat we cannot see, but past experience might 
teach us a good deal. Who has not noticed 
the frequency . with which a "move" is fol- 
lowed by illness. "Ill-luck," say the super- 
stitious, but far more likely it is the stirring up 
of some old dust with .germs in it. Great 
strides in sanitation have been made of late, 
but still we want, more educating. 

Do not some of us keep old wall papers up 
too long, put off renewing our carpets, and al- 
low too many dust traps and dust collectors 
in the way of ornaments and knic-knacks? Do 
We forbid all dark corners and "poke-away" 
places ? 

All germs do not weigh alike. They have a 
tendency to sink, but among them there are 
high-fliers. The influenza germs is said to be 
one of the lightest, which may be the reason 
that it spreads so rapidly. All the more reason 
to look after the tops of shelves and wardrobes. 
Very slight movement of air in a room may 
set germs flying. 

Away with dust indoors! At all events, 
we can master the microbes so far as dust goes. 
It is some satisfaction to give even a little 
push in the right direction. This will do it.

There is reascw. to fear that pne of the earli- 
est consequences of the death of King Edward 
will be the embitterment of parliamentary con- 
troversy in England. As recent history shows, 
political struggles can be painfully violent, 
even in the twentieth century, when secular 
questions only are involved. When public 
affairs are complicated by religious and ec- 
clesiastical disputes, there is all the material 
for .a conflict of the gravest kind. The acces- 
sion of a new king brings suddenly and urgent- 
ly io the front a problem which it was hoped 
wtould remain in the background for many 
^ears longer. 

That Blistering Oath 
In the ordinary course of affairs it will be 
necessary for King George to take before long 
a certain oath prescribed by the Declaration 
Of Rights as a condition of the tenure of the 
crown. Its text is as follows: "I do solemnly 
and sincerely, in the presence of God, profess, 
testify and declare, that I do believe that in 
the sacrament of the Lord's Supper there is 
not any transubstantiation of the elements of 
bread and wine into the body and blood of 
Christ at or after the consecration thereof by 
any person whatsoever, and that the" invoca- 
tion or adoration of the Virgin Mary or any 
other saint, and the sacrifice of the mass, as 
they arc now used in the Church of Rome, are 
superstitious and idolatrous, and I do solemn- 
ly, in the presence of God, profess, testify and 
declare that I do make this declaration and 
every part thereof in the plain and ordinary 
sense of the words read unto me as they are 
commonly understood by English Protestants 
without any evasion, equivocation or mental 
reservation whatsoever, and without any dis- 
pensation already granted me for this purpose 
by the pope or any other authority or person 
whatever, or without any hope of any such dis- 
pensation from any person or authority what- 
soever, or without thinking that I am or can 
be acquitted before God or man, or absolved 
of this declaration or any part thereof, al- 
though the pope or any other person or per- 
sons or power whatsoever -should dispense 
with or annul the same, or declare that- it was 
null and void from the beginning." 

The objections to the requirements of such 
a declaration are obvious. His Majesty's sub- 
jects in the United Kingdom and in the col- 
onies include several millions of Roman Cath- 
olics who are not excelled by the Protestant 
citizens of the Empire in the evidences they 
give of their patriotism and loyalty. They have 
shared with their fellow-subjects of other 
creeds in the national mourning at the loss of 



the late King. The Archbishop of Westmin- 
ster, for instance, issued instructions that on 
the day of the royal funeral -"a mass pro qua- 
cumquc necessitate be celebrated in every 
church of the province, that God, in His mercy 
and goodness,' may look with favor upon our 
country and the Empire in this moment of uni- 
versal sorrow ; that He may console the royal 
family in their affliction ; and that He may 
grant to the sovereign and other estates of the 
realm the protection and guidance which they 
need for the welfare of the nation." Of the 
sincerity of these aspirations there cannot be 
the least doubt. It naturally appears most un- 
seemly that at this moment of national grief 
the new King should be compelled to single out 
not only for disavowal but for denunciation cer- 
tain beliefs which awaken the warmest devo- 
tion on the part of his Roman Catholic sub- 
jects. It is pointed out that no such invidious 
duty is laid upon the sovereign as regards any 
other faith held within the Empire. The mil- 
lions of Buddhists and Mahometans in India 
are exposed to no such outrage upon their most 
sacred feelings. Assuming the necessity of en- 
suring that the King shall be a member of the 
Church of England as by law established, his 
subscription to the tenets of that church might 
surely be avowed without his repudiation, in 
such opproprious terms, of the doctrines of any 
other. 

The initiative was taken by Mr. William 
Redmond within a few hours of the proclama- 
tion of King George. In a letter to the Prime 
Minister he appealed not for the setting aside 
of the Protestnat succession, but for the re- 
moval from the accession oath of the words 
which give offence. The Attorney-General is 
reported to be considering the question on be- 
half of the Government, and to be conferring 
with Roman Catholic members of Parliament 
in order to ascertain their views. It is gener- 
ally believed that a bill will be introduced at 
the earliest opportunity which will substitute 
the words "are contrary to my belief" for the 
words "arc superstitious and idolatrous," and 
will delete all references to possible dispensa- 
tions by the pope. 

Will such a bill become law? On the face 
of it, the modifications it proposes in the text 
of the oath do not seem to imperil any interest 
of Protestantism. The revision will still dis- 
criminate definitely against the creed of Ro- 
man Catholics while ceasing to ban it by offen- 
sive language or to suggest that special pre- 
cautions have to be taken- against prevarica- 
tion on their part. Yet if one thing is more 
certain than another in the political prospect 
it is that the introduction of such a measure 
will awaken strong opposition throughout the 



country, and that persistence in an attempt to 
pass it will, produce an extraordinary confu- 
sion both in Parliament itself and. in political 
circles outside. 

The A. P. A. in England 

Where is the difficulty? There is a certain 
section of the community which may be count- 
ed on to oppose tooth and nail the least altera- 
tion of any detail in the existing oath. This 
ultra-Protestant section corresponds roughly 
to the A. P. A. in America. It is strong in 
Ulster and also in the English city of Liver-, 
pool, here the presence of a considerable Irish 
element in the population has reproduced the 
ecclesiastical antagonisms of the North of Ire 
land. Within the Church of England this anti- 
Roman Catholic sentiment is represented in 
the Church Association, an active and zealous 
body which goes a$ far in one direction as the 
Enelish Church Union in the other. This as- 
sociation reports that it has formed a Protes- 
tant electoral organization in more than half 
the Parliamentary districts in England. It v 
would be mere guesswork to attempt to esti- 
mate the number of districts in which it would 
seriously affect the result oi an election, but I 
doubt very much whether the number is great- 
er than of the districts in which the Irish vote 
would turn the scale on the opposite side. 
Members of the Church Association and those 
who think with them are up in arms at the 
least suggestion of any concession to the Ro- 
man Catholic church in public affairs. They 
deplore the opening of Parliament and of pub- 
lic offices to Roman Catholics, and are still an- 
tagonistic to the proposed admission of Ro- 
man Catholics to the offices of Lord Chancel- 
lor and Lord Lieutenant of Ireland. In their 
opinion any relaxation of existing laws would 
be "the thin edge of the wedge," and should 
be fought as strenuously as a more radical 
change. They justify the special discrimin- 
ation .against Roman- Catholics by an, appeal 
to the history of England, as they read it. 
They tell us that it will be time to talk about 
the exclusion of Buddhists and Mahometans 
when-the Buddhist and Mahometan hierarchies 
attempt to exercise such authority over the 
public life of England as has been exercised 
and is still claimed by the Roman Catholic 
hierarchy. The Roman Catholic church, they 
declare, is in a. political category by itself. They 
have no compunction about the offensiveness 
of the terms used in the declaration. In a mat- 
ter of that sort, they believe, you cannot state 
your position too emphatically. 

Why There la Still Soreness 

These extreme opinions are not shared by 
Anglicans of the moderate type or, as a rule, 
by members of the various nonconformist 



churches— Presbyterians, Methodists, Congre- 
gational ists, Baptists, etc. The average Eng- 
lish Protestant is not disturbed by any of the 
alarms that distress the • adherents of the 
Church Association. He has no apprehension 
that at this time of day there is any risk that 
an English king will ever do homage to the 
pope, or that a holy office will be set up at 
Westminster. Nonconformists, in particular, 
have themselves suffered so much from civic 
and political disabilities that they arc little in- 
clined to favor any discriminations to the 
prejudice of their Roman Catholic neighbors. ■ 
At the same time I am bound to say that this 
influential element in English life — not by any 
means a bigoted or intolerant element — is not 
just now very kindly disposed towards new 
enactments in the interest of the Roman Cath- 
olic church. Tw° or three events during the 
reign of King Edward have led a good many 
people to regard such proposals with consider- 
able hesitation. In the first place; the circum- 
stances in connection with the marriage of an 
English princess to the King of Spain left a 
very sore feeling behind. When she was re- 
ceived into the church of her husband, Princess 
Ena, born and brought up as an Anglican, was 
renuircd to recant her previous religious be- 
lief in terms scarcely less obnoxious to Protest- 
ants than those of the accession oath are to 
Roman Catholics. Incidentally she declared 
herself to "detest and abjure" the faith in 
which she had been trained, and asserted her 
belief that no one could be saved without the 
faith she had now adopted. Further, certain 
incidents connected with the holding of the 
Eucharistic Congress in London in Septem- 
ber, 1908, were strongly resented by many 
Englishmen whom it would be absurd to ac- 
cuse of intolerance or narrowness. The gener- 
al advertisement of this assembly on the Con- 
tinent of Europe as an evidence that Britain 
was about to revert to the true faith; the-dec- 
laration by the leading Roman Catholic paoer 
in London that the congress was ."the public 
and official return of our Lord of England" 
and that by this means he would "take formal 
and solemn possession of the nation" ; the ap- 
pearance of the papal flag at the meetings side 
by side with the Union Jack ; and especially 
the invitation given by Archbishop Bourne to 
foreign prelates to co-operate with him in put- 
ting the English law at defiance by the holding 
of an illegal procession through thc_ streets — 
the conjunction of these things was widely in- 
terpreted as an abuse of the hospitality which, 
at the outset of the proceedings, the general 
public was evidently prepared to show to the 
representatives of a great and historic church. 
If the authorities of that churGh had deliber- 
ately intended to "set peonle's backs up," they 



could scarcely have taken a more effective 
course. 

It can easily be seen how such incidents 
as these would stiffen the hostile attitude of 
those who were already apprehensive of "papal 
aggression." On those who had no strong feel- 
ings either way — the neutrals, if I may so call 
them— there has been produced a feeling of 
more or less uneasiness at the prespect of any 
change in the law, They are not scared by the 
"No popery" cry, but they are inclined to pay 
more attention than formerly to pleas against 
the relaxation df Roman Catholic disabilities. 
They can more readily be persuaded that this 
is a matter in which one must proceed with the 
utmost caution. They will want to be quite 
sure that in- giving an inch they are yielding an 
ell. The)' have not the le'ast desire for any 
curtailment of the rights which Roman Cath- 
olics share with their fellow-citizens— freedom 
of the press, "freedom of speech, freedom of 
worship,, freedom of propaganda— but where 
the question of religious faith and ecclesiastical 
allegiance impinges-upon that of political au- 
thority they will hesitate to make a concession 
which, appears • even remotely to lessen the 
safeguards . against Roman Catholic domina- 
tion in government. I am not discussing 
whether this attitude is reasonable or not. I am 
simply reporting my impression that it is wide- 
ly prevalent, and am explaining why it is much 
more usual today than it was at the accession 
of the late King. . y 

A Curious Alignment of Parties 
... ,If the suggested bill is introduced and 
pressed there will be a strange mix-up in poli- 
tical parties. On the Conservative benches sit , 
representatives both of the old Roman Cath- 
olic families, such as the Talbots, .and of the 
most, vehement Orange sentiment of Belfast 
and Liverpool. Whether he approves the bill 
or opposes it, Mr. Balfour will not be followed 
into .the lobby by all his supporters. But the 
chief risks are for the Government. With the 
constitutional ^crisis just ahead, anything 
which caused -a breach within the ranks of its 
adherents might threaten its very existence. 
Yet the strength of feeling that is always 
aroused by controversies of this type may 
quite possibly place before Mr. Asquith the 
dilemma of sacrificing either the co-operation 
of the Irish Nationalists or the support of an 
iriiportant section of his English followers. 
And whatever happened in Parliament itself, 
the Government would almost certainly bring 
upon itself an unpopularity which would do it 
serious injury at the next election. One may 
safely predict that if it passes the bill, not a 
few constituencies will punish it for so do- 
ing. If it fails to pass it, other constituencies 
will equally show their disapproval. 



The King's Family 



In no phase of his life, neither on his be- 
loved sea nor at one of the many forms of 
sport which he follows, is King George \ . 
quite so happy as in his own family circle. .He 
is pre-eminently a home lover and his'pridi: 
is in his Queen and his flock of five boys and 
a girl. 

And good reason he has to be proud of his 
children. Prince David, heir apparent to the 
throne of Great Britain is one of the most 
promising princes in England's history. 

The six children of Their Majesties are all 
noted for their blue eyes, clear complexions 
and hair of a golden hue. They have been ac- 
customed to roaming the fields around Sand- 
ringham often in the company of their father. 
The eldest, Prince Edward Albert, is now in 
his sixteenth year, and he and Prince Albert 
Frederick, who comes next, are both naval 
cadets. Then comes Princess Mary of Wales, 
now in her thirteenth year, to become the 
Princess Royal of England. The youngest of 
the family , is the little Prince John Charles, 
who on the next 12th of July celebrates his 
fifth birthday. 

All the royal children are said to have a 
love of things military. Trumpets and swords 
and flags, drilling, macrhing and saluting con- 
stituted a great deal of their family games. 
Sometimes their father took a hand in their 
games, and with a paper cocked hat like the 
rest of the company, or with a juvenile drum, 
took his place at the head of the column. 

The elder children he has put through 
their French and Latin and German regularly 
and taught them to skate and swim and ride. 
A story is told of an amateur photographer 
who took a snapshot of two sturdy youngsters 
disporting in a swimming pool in the village, 
and was astonished on showing the print to 
the village innkeeper to learn that the two 
youngsters were Prince "Bertie" and Prince 
"Davie." 

Their parents are quite opposed to the 
habits of the new rich in loading their chil- 
dren up with large sums as pocket money. 
For a long time their three eldest children 
were given an allowance of two shillings a 
week each as pocket-money, and of this sum 
they were required to give an exact account 
before any further, installment was forthcom- 
ing. The Princess Mary opened a personal 
acpount in a postal savings bank, and used to 
take her turn in the line of waiting depositors 
as required by statute. It was opened In the 
name of "Mary of Wales." Prince "Bertie" 
at one time vent into the retail candy busi- 
ness for the benefit of the other^ members of 
the family, until his father insisted' that the 
profits must be devoted to some charitable 
purpose. • .

"Yes," replied the future Queen of Eng- 
land, very stubbornly but very loyally, "I 
know quite well where it should be, but I am 
not going to put it in my map. The Queen 
is angry with China just now, so it has no 
right to have a place in the world at all." 

The new apparent, Prince Edward Albert 
Christian George Andrew Patrick David of 
Wales, Duke of Saxony and Prince of Saxe- 
Coburg and Gotha, born at' White Lodge, 
Sheen, June 23, 1894. Prince Edward, who in 
the near future will assume the title of Prince 
of Wales, is an exceedingly bright and manly 
youth, and was a great favorite of his grand- 
father, the late King. He is the eldest child 
of the new King, and his education was en- 
tirely looked after by King Edward. He and 
his brothers and sister were taught to read 
and write at four years old, and from the age 
of five had to speak in French and German. 

Very special care, by the way, is taken in 
instructing all the royal children in English 
history. In order to interest them in this 
branch of their studies, the princes are taken 
frrcquently to the British Museum by Mr. 
Hansell, their teacher, to see original letters 
and documents of great historical importance, 
which they have found mentioned in their 
books. 

This method of instruction was one that 
greatly appealed to Prince Edward, for whom 
these documents had a tremendous fascina- 
tion, the young prince would frequently plead 
to be taken to the British Museum instead 
of going to sec a football or cricket match ; 
sometimes . his request was granted, and he 
would spend hours in reading these musty 
old documents which deal with affairs that 
have had so great an influence on the history 
of our Empire. The young heir-apparent is 
now serving as a naval cadet. 



documents refer were taken by a woman 
against her brother-in-law to regain posses- 
sion of certain property left her by her hus- 
band. The facts of the case were that a man 
from Babylon had married a woman from 
Borsippa, and with the money of her dowry 
he had bought an estate.

, and decided that as the property was the 
husband's, the widow could have it on pay- 
off the mortgage, and that the husband's 
brother had no claim. Eventually, however, the 
estate would be the property of the adopted 
son. It is interesting to note that it is distinct- 
ly stated that the lady pleaded her own case, 
wihout the assistance of a scribe, or lawyer, 
and judgment was given in her favor.

THE BUILDING AND CARE OF THE 
BODY 

The new methods of presenting and teach- 
ing physiology arc well exemplified in "The 
Building and Care of the Body," by Columbus 
N. Millard, Supervisor of Grammar Grades, 
Buffalo, N. Y. As the purpose of the book is 
not to teach facts, but early to influence the 
child to form habits conducive to health of 
mind and body, few technical names or physi- 
cal phenomena are mentioned. On the other 
hand, information that will lead pupils to de- 
velop and protect their bodies is' frequently 
and forcefully presented. Throughout the book 
the author has emphasized the fact that im- 
proved appearance and ability to do and en- 
joy accompany good health, and discomfort 
and inefficiency necessarily result from poor 
health. Much emphasis is placed upon the 
wise selection of foods, the value of pure air 
and deep rhythmic breathing, the bad effects of 
adenoids and improper posture, the benefits of 
bathing, the necessity for protecting the brain 
and spinal cord, the evil effects of obstruct- 
ing the circulation, and the wisdom of guarding 
against contagious diseases, especially tuber- 
culosis. The great value of the eyes, cars, and- 
teeth to the body is forcefully brought home 
to children, and the directions for protecting 
and preserving each are stated so simply and 
clearly as to convince the youngest that it is a 
matter of common sense to practice them. In 
fact, it is impressed upon each child that he is 
largely responsible for the degree of health and 
efficiency he will, enjoy in manhood. The au- 
thor writes in an easy, conversational style, and 
makes frequent and pertinent use of anecdotes. 
The illustrations are attractive and adequate. 



How to Get 



In reading a. paper a short time ago I came 
across a little advice that appealed to me as 
being well worth remembering. It was a spe- 
cial prescription, given by a successful business 
man to a young man who' had considerable 
ability and the full confidence of his friends. 

"Take things easier," the business man 
said to him . "Don't worry. Just stick to your 
work. Do the most important thing first, and 
then the next; generally the things you don't 
do aren't worth doing. What you think you 
ought to do first you want to do up to the 
handle, and do it quick, and then forget it." 

It is safe to say that this young man— or 
any other young man — by following this ad- 
vice might win distinction for himself in al- 
most any line of endeavor. The trouble with 
him, as with many of us, Was lack of knowl- 
edge as to the best and quickest methods of 
accomplishing a desired object. Instead of 
going ahead and attaining results that arc 
worth while, we putter about over a dozen dif- 
ferent things, and when the clay or the week 
has passed little, if anything,, has actually been 
accomplished. 

In coming to his desk at the beginning of 
the week most business men face an accumula- 
tion of affairs that call for more or less speedy " 
attention. There is the extra large Monday 
morning mail, with all its letters to be read and 
answered, and all their details to be looked 
after. In addition, there may'be a host of mat- 
ters that have been carried over from the pre- 
vious week, and in the midst of this complicat- 
ed array of details the man does not know 
which way to turn. 

Of course, there are men who do not suffer 
from such experiences, but they arc the persons 
who, like this business man, have mastered the 
art of attending to details. And the way that 
this man suggests is about the best method by 
which such work can be accomplished. It is by 
taking the most important thing first, and then 
the thing, that is next in importance, that the 
heaped-up mag's of business can most quickly 
and efficiently be got. out of the way. 

A man can do more work by giving his en- 
tire attention to it for a few hours during the 
day than he can if he lets it hang around for 
weeks. By concentrating all the faculties oiy 
his mind upon a given task it is soon accom- 
plished, while the man who has only half his 
mind on his job, and that a more or less vagrant 
mind, gets practically nothing done. _ 

Have you ever noticed the confirmed put- 
tcrer at his work? -If not, you should take ad- 
vantage of your next opportunity to study the 
phenomenon that you may add him to your list 
of horrible examples. 

I have one of these men in mind — a man 
whose desk is always covered with things to 
which he intends to give*, his attention some 




time — the "some time" that has been so long 
postponed. Even now, with this accumulation 
of duties before him, he does not succeed in 
clearing any of it away, for, instead of select- 
ing one thing and getting it out of the way as 
quickly as possible, he spends five minutes on 
one thing, then five minutes on another, until 
the day has gone, and no single thing has been 
quite finished. To watch him, it seems as if he 
could not keep his mind upon any one thing for 
more than three or four minutes at a stretch. 
At the expiration of this time some other mat- 
ter obtrudes. itself, and there is nothing to be 
done but. drop the first thing and take up the 
second matter. 

There are plenty of these putterers— both 
men and women. To hear them talk, or to see 
them after the day's work is ended, you might 
deem them the most overworked individuals 
in existence. Tired — worn-out? Of course 
they are weary— twice as exhausted as the man 
who has by proper methods accomplished 
many things/ Moreover, the reason for this is 
not hard to find, for, as this business man said 
in the newspaper article that I read-: . • .• 

"The way to get along is to work up to the 
limit and then stop. A man can get further 
in the long run walking three and a half miles 
an hour for eight hours a day then he can by 
going two miles an hour for sixteen hours in 
twenty-four. The first way he can keep going 
and improve; the last way he will deteriorate 
and finally have to quit." — Graham Hood in 
the New York Globe.
